CHAPTER  10. 

AN  ACT  to  take  the  sense  of  the  people  of  this  State  as  to  the  propriety 
of  calling  a  Convention  to  revise  the  Constitution. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
many  of  the  good  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  do  verily 
believe  that  experience  has  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  call- 
ing a  convention  with  the  view  of  amending  the  Constitution 
of  this  State;   therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  and  other 
returning  officers,  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  hold 
for  Kepresentatives  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  open  a 
poll  fur  and  make  a  return  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
time  being  of  the  names  of  all  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for 
.Representatives  who  have  voted  for  calling  a  convention. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  sheriff  or  other  return- 
ing officer  failing  to  perform  the  duty  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  u\'  six  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  by 
an}*  grand  jury  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  and 
also  bo  subject,  upon  conviction  of  such  failure,  to  removal 
from  office. 

§  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  have  advertised  this  act  in  the 
columns  of  one  weekly  newspaper  in  every  county  of  this 
State  tor  two  consecutive  weeks  immediately  preceding  the 
election  herein,  and  in  one  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the 
city  of  Louisville  for  thirty  days  immediately  preceding  the 
election:  Provided,  however,  There  is  no  weekly  newspaper  in 
any  one  or  more  counties  of  this  Commonwealth  in  which 
said  advertisement  can  be  made,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  have 
posted  a  printed  copy  of  said  bill,  in  handbill  form,  at  the 
court- house  door  of  such  counties,  for  at  least  two  coDsecu-.

§  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Public  Printer  shall, 
upon  a  separate  leaf  or  sheet,  print  ten  thousand  copies  of 
this  act,  and  deliver  them  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who 
shall  send  seventy-five  copies  of  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  each  county  in  the  State  at  the  time  of  for- 
warding the  acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  said  clerks 
shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  sheriffs  of  their  several  counties. 

§  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the 
clerks  or  judges  conducting  the  said  general  election  to  pro- 
pound distinctly  to  each  voter  the  following  interrogatory: 
'•Do  you  vote  for  calling  a  convention  or  not?''  And  if  he 
answers  in  the  affirmative,  his  name  shall  be  recorded  as 
having  voted  for  calling  a  convention. 

§  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
assessors  of  tax  to  open  a  column  in  their  assessor^  books, 
and  enroll  therein  the  name  of  each  citizen  entitled  to  vote  lor 
.Representative  for  the  year  1875;  and  they  shall  be  governed 
in  all  cases,  in  ascertaining  who  is  entitled  to  vote,  by  the 
laws  then  in  force  to  prevent  illegal  voting  ;  and  this  column, 
written  in  a  fair  and  legible  baud,  shall  be  transmitted  with 
the  assessors'  books  to  the  Auditor,  who  shall  make  out  a 
copy  thereof,  and  deposit  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  next  Legislature,  as  a  list  of  those  who  are  enti- 
tled to  vote  for  Eepresentatives,  in  order  that  the  Legislature 
may  have  the  means  to  ascertain  whether  a  majority  of  the 
citizens  of  the  State  entitled  to  vote  for  Eepresentatives  have 
voted  lor  a  convention. 

g  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each

AN  ACT  Appropriating  money  to  the  Fourth  Kentucky  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  "An 
act  concerning  the  various  charitable  institutions  in  this  Com- 
monwealth," the  buildings  formerly  erected  and  designed  as  a 
State  House  of  Reform  for  Juvenile  Delinquents,  were  con- 
verted into  an  asylum  for  the  reception,  care,  and  treatment 
of  that  class  of  lunatics  afflicted  with  chronic  mania  or  epi- 
,  IcpHy,  under  the  name  of  the  "Fourth   Kentucky   Lunatic 

Asylum,"  and  the  Governor  was  directed  "to  cause  all  the 
lunatics  in  the  State  to  be  located  and  provided  for  in  con- 
formity with  said  act;"  but  no  provision  was  made  under 
which  he  could  draw  money  from  the  Treasury  for  that  pur- 
pose;  and  whereas,  it  appears  from  the  Governor's  message 
that,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  said  act,  it  was 
indispensably  necessary  to  make  extensive  changes  and  im- 
provements in  and  upon  said  buildings,  as  well  as  in  pro- 
viding water  supplies,  heating  apparatus,  furniture,  &c,  to 
provide  for  which  he  borrowed  from  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  which 
he  gave  his  bond  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky;  and 
whereas,  it  appears  from  the  said  message  that  the  contracts 
made  by  the  Governor  for  these  necessary  changes  and  im- 
provements amount  to  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  four  hund- 
red dollars,  and  that  the  work  has  so  far  progressed  as  to 
furnish  accommodations  for  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty 
inmates,  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  at  an  early  date; 
and  whereas,  it  is  manifest  that  unless  said  loan  had  been 
made  to  the  Governor  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  said  asylum  could  not  have  been  occupied  or  used  as 
such  for  nearly  or  quite  two  years,  and  thus  left  the  patients 
now  confined  in  that  institution  unprovided  for;  therefore,

to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  by  him  safely  kept  until 
the  next  regular  term  of  the  county  court,  at  which  term  the 
judge  thereof  shall  have  the  same  spread  on  the  order-book 
of  his  court,  and  said  entry  of  the  certificate  in  the  order- 
book,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
in  all  proceedings  under  this  act.

said  district,  town,  or  city  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  the 
sura  of  not  less  than  twenty  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  7.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  man-  Exceptions. 
ufacturer  or  wholesale  dealer,  who,  in  good  faith  and  in  the 
bsual  course  of  trade,  sells  by  the  wholesale,  nor  to  druggists 
who  sell  for  medicinal  purposes  on  a  prescription  made  and 
signed  by  a  regular  practicing  physician;  but  no  physician 
shall  make  or  sign  any  such  prescription,  except  the  person 
for  whom  it  is  made  is  actually  sick,  and  such  liquor  is  abso- 
lutely required  as  a  medicine  ;  and  any  physician  who  makes 
or  signs  any  prescription  for  such  liquors,  except  as  provided 
for  in  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  and, 
on  conviction,  fined  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense.

He  shall  cause  to 
be  printed  suitable  blanks  for  the  use  of  assessors,  clergymen, 
physicians,  &c,  with  separate  columns  for  each  of  the  items 
of  information  herein  required,  and  send  a  sufficient  number 
of  said  blanks  to  the  clerks  of  each  county  court  for  distribu- 
tion.  He  shall  annex  to  said  blanks  such  instructions  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  faithful  execution  of  this 
act.

That  it  is  horeby  made  the  duty  of  all  railroad  com-   Railroad  compa- 
panies  or  persons,  running  or  operating  cars  by  steam,  on   SJT chmHiSS  so 
any  railroad  track  or  tracks  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  place  as  to  prevent 
on  or  around  the  tops  of  the  chimneys  of  such  car  or  loco-  h?groU8t.from  fly" 
motive  a  screen,  fender,  damper,  or  other  preventive,  as  will 
prevent,  so  far  as  possible,  sparks  of  fire  from  escaping  from 
such  cars  into  fields,  pastures,  or  out-lands,  or  igniting  any 
timber,  grass,  hay,  corn-stalks,  house,  stable,  or  any  combus- 
tible matter  whatever. 

§2.  Any  person  or  railroad  company  failing  to  comply  Penalty, 
with  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred" 
dollars  for  each  offense,  recoverable  by  indictment,  besides 
being  responsible  to  any  person  injured  by  fire  escaping  from 
cars  run  or  operated  by  them;  such  damages  may  be  recov- 
ered in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same.

The 
pleadings  therein  shall  be  oral,  and  without  verification  ;  yet 
before  any  summons  shall  issue,  the  plaintiff  shall  file  with 
the  justice  the  account  or  the  written  contract,  or  a  short 
written  statement  of  tho  facts  on  which  the  action  is  founded. 
In  all  sums  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  shall 
be  paid  by  the  plaintiff;  and  if  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  is 
less  than  fifty  dollars,  aud  the  set-off  or  counter-claim  of  the 
defendant  is  greater  than  fifty  dollars,  then  a  like  sum  of  fifty 
cents  shall  be  paid  by  the  defendant  to  the  justice,  who  shall 
report  and  account  for  such  sums  so  paid  (by  plaintiff  or 
defendant,  as  case  may  be)  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund, 
as  in  cases  of  fines  collected  by  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  2.  Upon  all  judgments  hereafter  rendered  in  justices' 
Appeals  regu-  courts,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  where  the 
amount  in  controversy  is  of  the  value  of  less  than  fifty,  and 
as  much  as  ten  dollars  or  more,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
costs,  appeals  may  be  had  by  either  party  to  the  quarterly 
courts  of  such  counties  in  which  the  judgment  is  rendered; 
and  where  the  matter  in  controversy  is  of  the  value  of  fifty 
dollars  or  more,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs,  appeals  may 
be  had  by  either  party  to  tho  circuit  court  of  the  county 
in  which  the  judgment  is  rendered.  The  appeals  and  costs, 
in  all  other  respects,  shall  be  regulated  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

§  3.  All  laws  in  conflict  with   this  act,  as  to  the  counties 
mentioned  in  this  act,  arc  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  Carrs- 
v i lie  district,  in  Livingston  county.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  Rockcastle  river  and  its  Forks* 

Whereas,  The  said  river  has  been  declared  by  an  act  of 
this  Legislature  navigable;  and  whereas,  obstructions,  such 
as  loose  stones,  snags,  sunken  timber,  sand-drifts,  and  leaning 
trees,  now  render  the  navigation  of  said  river  hazardous  and 
dangerous,  by  reason  of  which  heavy  losses  attend  the  efforts 
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of  a  portion  of  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  in  thoir  1874. 
attempts  to  bring  to  market  valuable  products,  such  as  coal, 
timber,  and  iron  ore;  and  believing  that  a  judicious  and 
proper  expenditure  in  removing  the  obstructions  will  greatly 
improvo  the  navigation  of  said  river,  and  that  it  can  thereby 
be  made  safe  and  reliable  for  a  large  portion  of  the  year  for 
coal -barges  and  rafts;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated, to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  public  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended  us  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  the  removal  of  obstructions,  and  in  the  improvement 
of  the  navigation  of  the  .Rockcastle  river  and  its  forks,  from 
a  point  in  said  river  at  Livingston  Station,  on  the  Knoxville 
Branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Bailroad,  up  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Middle  Fork,  and  up  said  Fork  to  the  mouth  of 
Indian  creek,  and  from  the  main  river  up  the  South  Fork 
to  the  mouth  of  Pond  creek,  the  expenditure  of  which  shall 
be  superintended  by  commissioners  to  be  named,  aud  on  con- 
ditions hereinafter  set  forth. 

§  2.  That  Isaac  J.  Faubus,  Joseph  F.  Baugh,  and  Wra.  L. 
Mullins,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  lay  off  said  river  and  its  forks  into  three  or  more 
sections,  and  to  let  out  the  work  in  said  sections  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  or  bidders.  The  party  or  parties  contract- 
ing to  do  the  work  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  and  security, 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  the  work 
shall  be  done  in  proper  manner,  and  in  the  time  required  by 
the  contract;  but  before  the  letting  of  contracts,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  give  at  least  fifteen  days1 
notice  of  the  same,  by  posting  written  or  printed  notices  upon 
the  courthouse  doors  of  .Rockcastle,  Laurel,  and  Jackson  coun- 
ties, and  by  posting  at  least  three  written  or  printed  notioes  at 
the  most  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  sections  of  work 
to  be  let;  and  the  letting  shall  be  either  by  sealed  proposals 
for  said  work,  the  commissioners  reserving  to  themselves  the 
right  to  reject  any  or  all  of  said  sealed  proposals,  or  publicly, 
on  a  county  court  day,  at  the  court-house  door  in  the  town  of 
London  and  county  of  Laurel. 

§  3.  That  all  contracts  letting  out  the  work  under  this  ap- 

Eropriation  shall  be  executed  in  duplicate  writings,  and  signed 
y  at  least  two  of  the  commissioners  and  the  party  or  parties 
so  contracting ;  and  it  must  be  expressly  stipulated  that  all 
work,  when  done,  must  be  approved  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners, in  writing,  and  paid  for  when  thus  approved  by  du- 
plicate vouchers  drawn  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
executed  by  two  or  more  of  the  commissioners,  which  vouch- 
ers must  give  the  name  of  the  contractor,  and  indicate  the 
section  and  kind  of  work  performed  for  which  it  is  given  in 
payment.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  for-

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ward  the  original  of  said  voucher  to  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  when  the 
duplicate  is  presented  to  the  said  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
he  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  the 
holder  of  said  duplicate  voucher  for  the  amount  of  the  same, 
and  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  the  fund  appro- 
priated 03*  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

$  4.  It  6hall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  visit  the 
localities  as  the  work  is  progressing,  and  especially  to  be 
present  at  the  letting  and  closing  of  contracts;  and  in  no 
case  are  they  to  pay  for  any  portion  of  the  work  in  advance. 
Their  own  per  diem  and  expenses  shall  be  payable  quarterly, 
which  payment  shall  be  made  by  duplicate  vouchers  drawn 
upon  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  as  hereinbefore  speci- 
fied in  case  of  contractors,  which  vouchers  must  designate 
each  and  every  expense  incurred,  and  on  what  account.

AN  ACT  to  create  a  court  of  common  pleas  in  the  counties  of  Fayette, 
Bourbon,  Bath,  Madison,  Woodford,  and  Scott.

approved  21st  April,  1873,  was  partially  changed  into  and 
called  the  Fourth  Kentucky  Lunatic  Asylum,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  declared  to  be  the  Central  Kentucky  Lunatic 
Asylum,  and  by  that  name  shall  hereafter  be  known  and 
called,  and  shall  not  any  longer  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  a 
State  House  of  Reform  for  Juvenile  Delinquents. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  providing  buildings, 
rooms,  and  accommodations  at  said  institution  for  colored 
lunatics  separate  and  apart  from  the  whites,  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enlarging  the  buildings  and  providing  suitable  ac- 
commodations for  one  hundred  additional  white  persons  above 
the  present  capacity  of  said  institution,  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one 
third  of  the  amount  to  be  used  in  providing  accommodations 
for  colored  lunatics,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  Treasury, 
the  expenditure  of  which  is  confided  to  the  Governor  and 
two  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  him  and  confirmed  by 
the  Senate. 

§  3.  The  Governor  and  commissioners  shall  secure  an  archi- 
tect to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said  buildings  and 
improvements,  which  may  be  adopted  or  rejected  by  them,  or 
accepted  in  a  modified  form  ;  they  may  employ  him  or  an- 
other, or  select  one  of  themselves  to  superintend  said  work  ; 
they  shall  advertise  the  letting  of  said  work  upon  contract, 
in  parcels  or  in  whole,  by  inviting  sealed  bids,  and  shall 
award  the  contracts  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder;  make 
written  contracts,  and  always  reserve  thirty  per  cent,  upon 
the  estimates  of  work  done  until  the  undertaking  is  fully 
finished  and  accepted  by  them. 

§  4.  The  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
for  said  money,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  written  order  of 
the  Governor;  and  the  Governor  and  commissioners  shall 
report  to  the  General  Assembly  how  they  have  expended 
said  money,  showing  a  voucher  for  each  amount  paid  out. 

§  5.  $o  soon  as  said  improvements  have  so  far  progressed 
as  that  additional  lunatics  can  be  roceived  and  lodged  there, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  give  notice  thereof, 
and  have  them  removed  accordingly,  as  provided  in  section 
fifteen  of  said  act  approved  21st  April,  1873:  Provided,  how- 
ever.

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  criminal  court  in  the  Eleventh  Judicial  District. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  court  of  justice  in      Criminal  court 
and  for  the  Eloventh  Judicial  District,  in  this  Commonwealth,  f^h  judiciaidis- 
which  shall  be  known  as  the  Criminal  Courffor  the  Eleventh  *"<*• 
Judicial  District;  to  be  a  court  of  record,  held  by  a  single 
judge,  who  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  and  receive  the 
same  salary  as  the  circuit  judges  of  this  Commonwealth,  .  judge's  salary, 
which  shall   be  paid  him  from  the  State  Treasury  in  like  J&"s  lclon'    c' 
manner.     He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  circuit  judge  in  criminal  and 
penal  cases,  issuing  and  receiving  the  returns,  and  hearing 
writs  of  habeas  corpus ;  be  commissioned  and  sworn  as  circuit 
judges  are,  and  be  subject  to  impeachment  and  removal  in 
like  manner  and  for  like  causes. 

§  2.  The  judge  shall  be  elected  at  the  August  election,  eigh-  Time  of  electing 
teen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  and  continue  in  office  six  }U  **'  c' 
years.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  office  of  said  judge  as 
is  provided  for  circuit  courts,  and  the  same  practice  and  fees, 
as  far  as  applicable,  shall  prevail  in  said  court  as  in  circuit 
courts;  and  said  court  shall  have  a  seal  bearing  its  name  and 
the  arms  of  the  Commonwealth.

The  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  in  the  several  counties  in  said  cierks— their 
district  shall  perform  all  the  clerical  duties  of  said  court,  and  fecs»&c- 
shall  style  themselves  the  clerks  of  the  criminal  court  for 
the  county  in  which  each  of  them  may  be  circuit  court  clerk, 
and  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  they  are  entitled  to  for 
similar  services  in  the  circuit  court,  and  shall  be,  with  their 
sureties,  responsible  on  their  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties  herein.  Immediately  after  the  first  day  of 
August,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  said  clerks  shall, 
without  fee,  transfer  all  criminal  and  penal  causes  from  the 
docket  of  the  circuit  court  to  the  docket  of  the  criminal 
court  in  each  county,  which  causes  shall  thereafter  be  dis- 
posed of  in  said  criminal  court,  and  said  circuit  court  shall 
no  longer  have  cognizance  of  any  criminal  or  penal  causes,  or 
plea  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  said  district.

§  4.  The  said  criminal  court  shall  have  all  the  jurisdiction 
in  criminal  and  penal  causes  and  proceedings  which  the  cir- 
cuit courts  have,  and  which  may  be  conferred  upon  said 
courts,  and  it  shall  take  the  place  of  the  circuit  courts  in  the 
counties  of  said  district  in  such  jurisdiction  ;  and  it  shall 
also  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  cfrcuit  court  in  in- 
quests of  lunacy  and  idiocy,  and  exclusive  of  the  circuit  court 
in  allowing  claims  connected  with  the  business  of  said  crim- 
inal court. 

§  5.  The  regular  terms  of  said  criminal  court  shall  be  held 
as  follows,  namely: 

In  the  county  of  Franklin  in  Frankfort,  commencing  on 
the  first  Mondays  in  March,  September,  and  December,  to 
continue  twelve  juridical  days  each. 

In  the  countyof  Trimble  at  Bedford,  on  the  third  Mondays 
in  March  and  September,  to  continue  twelve  juridical  days 
each. 

In  the  county  of  Henry  at  New  Castle,  on  the  third  Mon- 
days in  April  and  October,  to  continue  twelve  juridical  days 
each. 

In  the  county  of  Boone  at  Burlington,  on  the  first  Mondays 
in  April  and  October,  to  continue  twelve  juridical  days  each. 

In  the  county  of  Owen  at  Owenton,  on  the  fourth  Mondays 
in  January  and  first  Mondays  in  July,  to  continue  twelve  jurid- 
ical days  each. 

In  the  county  of  Grant  at  Williamstown,  on  the  first  Mon- 
days in  May  and  November,  to  continue  twelve  juridical  days 
each. 

In  the  county  of  Carroll  at  Carroll  ton,  on  the  third  Mon- 
days in  May  and  November,  continuing  twelve  days  each. 

In  Gallatin  county  at  Warsaw,  on  the  first  Mondays  in 
June  and  third  Mondays  in  December,  continuing  twelve 
days  each. 

§  6.  The  said  court  shall  extend  any  of  its  terms,  if  the 
business  shall  require  it,  by  making  an  order  to  that  effect  on 
the  record  at  a  regular  term  while  in  session  :  Provided,  Said 
extension  may  not  interfere  with  the  regular  terms  in  another 
county;  and  the  court  or  judge  may  appoint  special  terms  for 
any  business  of  the  court  in  the  same  manner  that  circuit 
courts  or  judges  may  appoint  special  terms  of  such  courts. 
The  said  criminal  court  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all 
proper  rules  and  regulations  to  facilitate  its  business,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  and  its 
judgments  and  final  orders  shall  be  subject  to  appeals  in  like 
manner  as  those  of  circuit  courts;  and  it  shall  have  full  power 
to  attach  for  and  punish  contempts  of  its  authority.  The 
Commonwealth's  attorney  for  said  district  shall  attend  each 
term  of  said  court,  and  represent  the  Commonwealth,  and  dis- 
charge all  the  duties, and  be  entitled  to  the  same  compensation, 
as  now  provided  by  law  for  attending  circuit  courts.' 

§  7.  In  the  selection  and  summoning  jurors  in  the  trials  by 
jury,  and  payment  of  jurors  in  said  court,  the  same  shall  be 
governed  by  the  laws  at  the  date  applicable  to  circuit  courts. 
The  circuit  courts  in  said  district,  at  the  term  in  each  county 
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next  preceding  the  time  that  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  cause 
jurors  to  be  selected  in  the  manner  required  by  law  for  the  first 
term  of  the  criminal  court  in  such  county ;  and  make  all  bail 
bonds  and  recognizances,  taken  at  such  term  of  the  circuit 
court,  returnable  for  the  appearance  of  the  party  bound  to 
appear  at  such  first  term  of  the  criminal  court;  and  all  magis- 
trates and  examining  courts  in  each  county  shall,  after  this  act 
takes  effect,  make  all  bail  and  peace  bonds  and  recognizances 
returnable  to  the  criminal  court  for  such  county. 

§  8.  Special  judges  for  said  criminal  court  may  be  elected 
for  the  same  causes,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  in  the  circuit 
courts,  and  the  provisions  of  the  law  in  relation  to  record 
books,  presses,  seals,  stationery,  and  other  expenses  in  circuit 
courts,  shall  be  applicable  to  this  court. 

§  9.  All  reports  and  returns  required  to  be  made  to  the  cir- 
cuit court  by  circuit  oourt  clerks,  county  clerks,  county  court 
judges,  police  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  sheriffs,  marshals, 
constables,  and  all  civil  officers  and  other  persons  having  fines 
and  forfeitures  or  other  funds  in  their  hands  belonging  to  the 
jury  fund,  shall  be  made  exclusively  to  the  criminal  court,  and 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  circuit  court  respecting  the 
same  are  hereby  transferred  exclusively  to  the  criminal  court. 

§  10.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  take  from 
the  circuit  court  the  power  to  make  provision  for  the  payment 
of  the  jurors  of  the  circuit  court. 

§  11.  The  judge  of  the  circuit  court  in  the  eleventh  judi- 
cial district  may  hold  the  criminal  court  in  the  counties  afore- 
named, or  preside  for  the  trial  of  any  action  pending  therein, 
if  the  judge  of  the  criminal  court  be  absent  or  cannot  preside 
from  any  cause.  In  case  neither  the  regular  judge  nor  circuit 
judge  is  present,  or,  if  present,  cannot  properly  preside,  an 
election  of  a  special  judge  may  be  held  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  the  election  of  a  special  judge  in  the  cir- 
cuit courts ;  and  the  law  in  relation  to  compensation  of  a 
special  judge  in  the  circuit  court  shall  apply  to  the  case  of  a 
special  judge  in  this  court.  The  criminal  judge  may  also  pre- 
side in  the  circuit  court  as  judge  or  chancellor,  whenever  the 
regular  circuit  judge  is  absent  or  cannot  preside. 

§  12.  All  laws  within  the  purview  of  this  act,  and  inconsist- 
ent herewith,  are  repealed,  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  which 
shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  and  continue  in 
force  six  years.

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CHAPTER  386. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  article  one  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  General  Statutes, 
and  to  repeal  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  and  storage 
of  oils  made  from  coal,  petroleum,  or  other  bituminous  substances,  and 
for  the  better  protection  of  life  and  property,"  approved  March  21st,  1870, 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto,  severally  approved  February  24th,  1873, 
and  March  8th,  1873,  and  further  regulate  the  inspection  and  gauging  burn- 
ing fluids. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  oils  and  fluids,  the  product  of  coal,  petroleum, 
or  other  bituminous  substances,  by  whatever  name  called, 
which  may  or  can  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes,  manu- 
factured in  this  State  or  brought  into  it,  before  the  same  is 
consumed,  used,  or  sold  to  merchants  or  consumers  within 
this  State,  shall  be  inspected  by  an  authorized  inspector  of 
this  State. 

§  2.  The  judge  of  the  county  court  of  each  county  of  this 
State  may  appoint  an  inspector  in  their  respective  counties 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  law.  The  inspector  shall 
remain  in  office  until  removed  by  the  court  for  misconduct, 
negligence,  or  incompetency,  and  shall  take  an  oath  faith- 
fully and  to  the  best  of  his  ability  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office.  An  inspector  may  appoint  an  assistant  or  deputy, 
who  may  perform,  under  his  direction  and  for  such  time  as 
he  may  designate,  any  and  all  the  duties  of  an  inspector 
under  this  act. 

§  3.  An  inspector,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  shall 
use  the  standard  instruments  in  use  for  that  purpose,  and 
shall  test  all  oils  as  follows: 

First.  The  water  cup  should  have  sufficient  water  in  it  to 
rise  two  thirds  up  the  side  of  the  oil  cup. 

Second.  Fill  the  oil  cup  with  oil  to  be  tested  to  within  one 
eighth  of  an  inch  of  the  top. 

Third.  Suspend  the  thermometer  so  the  bulb. is  just  under 
the  surface  of  the  oil. 

Fourth.  Use  an  alcohol  lamp  to  heat  the  water-bath,  and 
before  placing  the  light  under  the  water  cup,  test  the  oil 
in  the  oil  cup  by  bringing  a  lighted  match  in  contact  with 
the  surface  of  the  oil.  If  it  does  not  ignite,  place  the  lamp 
under  the  water  cup,  and  slowly  heat  the  oil,  not  slower  than 
one  degree  of  the  thermometer  in  a  minute,  nor  faster  than 
two  degrees  of  the  thermometer  in  a  minute,  moving  a  lighted 
match  across  the  surface  of  the  oil  at  each  degree  the  ther- 
mometer rises,  not  more  than  three  eighths  of  an  inch  from 
the  surface  of  the  oil.  If  the  oil  should  flash,  that  is,  a  little 
gas  burn  on  the  surface,  and  go  out  again,  remove  the  lamp, 
and  as  soon  as  the  thermometer  ceases  to  rise,  test  the  oil; 
and  should  it  not  ignite,  replace  the  lamp,  and  test  the  oil 
each  degree  the  thermometer  rises  till  the  oil  ignites  or 
permanently  burns.  As  soon  as  the  oil  ignites  or  perma- 
nently burns,  the  degree  indicated  by  the  thermometer  is 
the  fire  test  of  the  oil.  The  flame  moved  across  the  surface 
of  the  oil  should  not  exceed  that  of  an  ordinary  match.

to  merchants  or  consumers  within  this  State  any  of  the  oils  or  consumers. 
or  fluids  specified  in  section  one  of  this  act,  without  first 
having  the  same  inspected  by  an  authorized  inspector  of  this 
State,  and  the  barrels,  casks,  or  packages  containing  the  same 
branded  or  marked  by  him  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this 
act,  said  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  barrel,  cask,  or  package  of  oils 
or  fluids  aforesaid  so  used  or  sold  to  merchants  or  consumers 
within  this  State  without  same  being  inspected  and  branded.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  taking  up  of 
property  found  adrift  upon  certain  rivers  in  this  Commonwealth." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  first  of  said  act,  approved  March  22,  1873,

1  boat,  twenty  dollars;  for  each  horse-boat,  six  dollars;  for 

each  flat-boat,  if  full  or  more  than  half  loaded,  fifteen  dollars; 
if  half  or  less  than  half  loaded,  ten  dollars;  and  if  unloaded, 
five  dollars ;  for  each  barge  or  keel -boat,  loaded  in  whole  or 
in  part,  ten  dollars;  if  unloaded,  five  dollars  ;  for  each  wood- 
flat,  three  dollars;  for  each  ferry-flat,  two  dollars;  for  each 
skiff,  canoe,  or  pirogue,  seventy-five  cents.  The  taker -up 
shall  also  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  for  taking 
care  of  said  vessels,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  day  for 
each  steamboat;  for  each  horse-boat,  flat-boat,  and  ferry-boat, 
twenty-five  cents  per  day;  for  each  barge  or  keel-boat,  one 
dollar  per  day ;  for  each  skiff,  canoe,  or  pirogue,  five  cents 
per  day. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  section  third  as  prohibits  the  taker-up 
from  receiving  any  compensation  for  taking  up  property,  in 
consequence  of  the  same  getting  aground,  be  so  amended  as 
not  to  apply  to  loose  logs  :  Provided,  however,  That  the  taker- 
up  keep  such  loose  logs  in  such  a  condition  that  they  can  be 
easily  put  afloat. 

§  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  the  Big 
Sandy  river. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Company.

AN  ACT    to  amend    chapter  ninety-two,  title  "  Revenue   and    Taxation," 

General  Statutes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  each  voting  precinct  in  the  several 
counties,  cities,  and  towns  in  this  Commonwealth  shall,  for 
the  purpose  of  assessing  taxes  by  the  assessors  of  taxes,  be 
and  constitute  a  revenue  district. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  assessor,  after  his  elec- 
tion and  qualification  to  office,  shall,  on  the  10th  day  of  Jan- 
uary in  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  during  his  term  of 
office,  proceed  to  assess  the  property  liable  to  taxation  in  his 
county,  city,  or  ward,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  required  by  law ; 
and  to  this  end  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  commence  at  some 
corner  or  outside  point  of  some  one  of  his  districts  or  wards, 
and  assess  the  property  in  rotation  as  it  joins  or  lies  con- 
tiguous to  property  just  assessed  or  about  to  be  assessed ; 
and  he  shall  proceed  in  some  regular  manner  until  he  shall 
have  made  the  circuit  of  such  district  or  ward,  and  assessed 
all  the  property  and  polls  in  said  district  or  ward  subject  to 
taxation  in  that  district  or  ward,  in  a  separate  book,  and 
he  shall  proceed  in  the  same  way  with  each  district  or  ward 
until  he  shall  have  assessed  all  the  property  and  polls  in  the 
county,  town,  or  city  subject  to  taxation.  Said  assessor  shall 
see  each  lot,  tract,  or  parcel  of  land,  or  otherwise  obtain 
satisfactory  information  in  regard  thereto,  and  shall  enter 
each  assessment  in  the  precinct  or  ward  where  the  tax-payer 
resides  or  in  which  the  land  or  town  lot  is  situated,  in  a  sep- 
arate book,  to  be  furnished  to  him  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

§  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  For  the  more  convenient  and 
efficient  assessment  of  taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, Auditor,  and  Attorney  General  to  prescribe  a  form  of 
blanks  for  assessment,  to  be  furnished  by  the  tax  assessor 
to  each  tax-payer,  which  blanks  shall  have  proper  headings 
so  as  to  enable  the  tax-payer  to  furnish  a  complete  list  or

they  shall  return  each  separately,  and  the  same  shall  be  Listed 
separately  for  taxation. 

§  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  any  per- 
son, company,  firm,  or  corporation  shall,  after  being  furnished 
with  one  of  the  blanks  as  herein  provided  for,  and  has  been 
requested  by  the  assessor  to  furnish  a  schedule  or  list  of  all 
his  taxable  estate,  and  the  value  thereof,  willfully  fail,  neg- 
lect, or  refuse  to  do  so,  or  to  aid  the  assessor  in  doing  so  by 
giving  him  the  list  to  be  put  in  said  blank,  or  if  said  tax- 
payer refuses  to  be  sworn  to  said  lists  as  required  by  this  act, 
and  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  it  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  make  such  assessment  in  every 
such  case  himself  from  the  best  information  he  can  obtain; 
and  he  shall,  at  the  time  he  returns  his  tax,  also  return  the 
names  of  all  the  persons,  companies,  firms,  and  corporations 
who  have  so  failed  to  furnish  or  to  be  sworn  to  said  list;  and 
such  delinquents  shall  be  proceeded  against  and  punished  as 
prescribed  in  section  twenty-two  of  article  five  of  chapter 
ninety-two  of  the  General  Statutes.

CHAPTER  448. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the    law  concerning  the  Slate    Lunatic  Asylums    and 

persons  of  unsound  mind. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

.  §  1.  That  no  patients,  except  those  who  are  paupers,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  section  five,  article  two,  chapter 
fifty-three,  of  the  General  Statutes,  and  of  any  amendments 
which  may  be  made  thereto,  or  who  have  been  or  may  be 
sent  to  the  asylum  by  order  of  the  court  upon  an  acquittal 
of  crime  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  shall  be  received  or  re- 
tained in  either  ol  the  lunatic  asylums  of  this  State,  unless 
six  months'  board  be  always  paid  in  advance,  and  board  for 
the  residue  of  the  time  they  may  remain  in  the  asylum  be 
secured  by  the  obligation  of  one  or  more  sufficient  residents 
of  this  State ;  and  the  courts  or  officers  shall  make  their 
orders  lor  the  committal  of  all  patients  (with  the  above  ex- 
ceptions) to  the  asylums,  conditioned  upon  such  prepayment 
being  made  and  security  given. 

§  2.  No  married  person  of  unsound  mind  shall  be  held  a 
pauper  under  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  section  of  the 
General  Statutes,  unless  it  shall  be  found  upon  the  inquest,  in 
addition  to  the  other  facts  required,  that  such  person's  hus- 
band or  wife  (as  the  case  may  be),  if  living,  has  not  sufficient 
estate  to  support  the  person  of  unsound  mind,  besides  sup- 
porting others  who  may  be  dependent  on  such  husband  or 
wife;  and  the  court  or  officer  holding  the  inquest  shall  re- 
quire the  jury  to  return  a  finding  on  this  subject. 

§  3.  Where  patients,  who  have  been  or  may  be  supported 
in  either  of  said  asylums,  have  or  shall  acquire  estate  which 
can  be  subjected  to  debt,  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such 
asylum  is  authorized  and  directed,  in  overy  such  case,  to  sue 
for,  in  the  name  of  the  asylum,  and  recover  the  amount  of 
such  patient's  board,  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  a 
year,  or  so  much  thereof  as  such  estate  will  suffice  to  pay,  for 
the  time  they  shall  have  been  respectively  kept  and  main- 
tained therein,  and  not  otherwise  paid  for,  and  by  proper 
proceeding  to  subject  their  estates  respectively  to  the  pay- 
ment thereof;  and  when  the  husband  or  parent  of  any  such 
patient,  who  has  been  or  may  be  supported  in  either  asylum, 
shall  have  estate  sufficient  for  the  support  of  such  patient, 
in  addition  to  the  support  of  any  others  who  may  be  depend- 
ent on  such  husband  or  parent,  the  board  of  commissioners 
is  authorized  and  directed,  in  like  manner,  to  sue  and  recover 
from  such  husband  the  amount  of  his  wife's  board,  and  from 
such  parent  the  amount  of- his  or  her  child's  board,  at  the 
rate  aforesaid,  for  the  time  they  shall  have  been  respectively 
supported  in  such  asylum. 

§  4.  The  commissioners  of  the  several  asylums  may  charge 
for  the  board  of  paying  patients  any  sum,  in  their  discretion, 
not  exceeding  four  dollars  per  week ;  and  where  the  estate  of 
the  patient  warrants  it,  his  committee  may  contract  for  his 
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receiving  special  comforts,  and  being  exempt  from  work,  at     1874. 
an  additional  rate  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  week. 

§  5.  The  expense  of  the  conveyance  of  pauper  patients  to       How  expense 
the  asylums  shall  be  paid  to  the  persons  conveying  them  by  ^p^S^te 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  State.     The  Paid- 
sum  duo  for  conveyance  to  be  certified  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  asylum  to  which  the  patient  is  carried. 

§6.  So  much  of  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  act.  entitled        Clause  which 
"An  act  concerning  the  various  charitable  institutions  of  this  [^SkT receipt  of 
State,"  approved  April  21st,  1873,  as  requires  the  steward  of  president  for *ug- 
each  asylum  to  take  receipts  from  the  president  for  all  sup-  &c!cs  repc 
plies  furnished  for  the  asylum  from  the  farm  and  garden,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  it  shall 
be  his  dut}-  to  present  monthly  to  the  secretary  a  written 
statement  of  the  amount  of  the  several  supplies  so  furnished, 
and  of  their  market  value,  verified   by  certificates  from  the 
officers  through  whose  hands  they  have  passed,  which  state- 
ment shall  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  secretary  and 
steward,  and  filed  and  kept  by  the  latter  in  his  office,  in  lieu 
of  the  president's  receipts. 

§  7.  The  salary  of  the  Steward  of  the  Fourth  Lunatic 
Asylum,  at  Anchorage,  shall  hereafter  be  one  thousand  dol- 
lars per  year. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  449. 

AN  ACT  to  re-establish  the  Institution  for  the  Education  and  Training  of 

Feeble-minded  Children. 

Whereas,  An  Institution  for  the  Education  and  Training 
of  Feeble-minded  Children  was  established  by  an  act  ap- 
proved the  llth  of  February,  1860;  and  whereas,  by  an  act 
concerning  the  various  charitable  institutions  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, said  institution  was  to  be  converted  into  a  lunatic- 
asylum,  to  be  known  and  styled  the  Third  Kentucky  Luna- 
tic Asylum,  whenever  the  asylums  for  lunatics  at  Lexingtoa 
and  Hopkinsville  were  tilled  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Institution  for  the  Education  and  Training  institution/orEd- 
of  Feeble-minded  Children  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re-  uouionofFeeWe- 
established  under  the  corporate  name  and  title  of  "The  Com,  SSSiSS™11 
missionersof  the  Kentucky  Institution  for  the- Education  and

§  2.  The  commissioners  of  said  institution,  to  be  appointed        Commission-

eral Awembly  of  tbia  Commonwealth. 
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§  7.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, or  their  successors  in  office,  to  meet  and  transact 
business,  unless  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  be  present  and 
concur  in  their  proceedings;  nor  shall  the  proceedings  be 
binding  until  they  shall  have  been  first  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary. 

§  8.  That  each  commissioner,  and  every  other  officer  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor  under  this  act.  and  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  board,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  before  some  notary  public, 
or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  trust. 

§  9.  That  the  officers  of  said  institution  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  advice 
of  the  Senate,  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  a  Medical  Superintend- 
ent, one  Assistant  Physician,  and  a  Steward,  all  of  whom 
shall  live  in  or  near  said  institution;  and  that  the  Superin- 
tendent shall  receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  fifteen  hund- 
red dollars  per  annum,  the  Assistant  Physician  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  Steward  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Said  amount  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  appropriations  provided  for  in  this  act  to  meet  the 
annual  expenditures  of  said  institution. 

$  10.  That  the  treasurer,  before  he  receives  any  money  or 
other  means  belonging  to  said  institution,  shall  execute  a 
bond  to  the  Commonwealth  in  such  sum  and  such  sureties  as 
ma}'  be  required  and  approved  by  the  board  of  commissioners 
for  the  safe-keeping  and  disbursement  of  all  money  and  other 
means  placed  in  his  hands  by  said  board,  its  agents,  or  other 
officers,  or  by  the  State.  He  shall  not  appropriate  any  money 
or  other  means  belonging  to  said  institution  in  his  hands  to 
his  own  use,  or  lend  the  same  to  any  other  person  for  any 
purpose  whatever;  or  to  pay  out  or  disburse  any  of  said  funds 
for  any  claim,  in  whole  or  in  part,  whatever,  against  said 
institution,  except  upon  the  warrant  of  the  president,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary;  and  for  any  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision by  the  treasurer,  he  and  his  sureties  are  made  liable, 
on  his  official  bond,  for  the  full  amount  of  the  sum  or  sums 
thus  unlawfully  used,  loaned,  or  disbursed,  with  ten  per  cent, 
damages,  recoverable  on  proper  proof  shown  before  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  11.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  meet  at  least 
once  in  each  month  ior  the  transaction  of  business,  and  oftener 
if  the  interest  of  the  institution  shall  require  it.  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  the  president  to  issue  his  warrant  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  claim  against  said  institution,  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  board  of  commissioners  and 
approved  by  them,  and  directed  to  be  paid  by  an  order  en- 
tered upon  the  books  of  the  secretary,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  secretary;  and  whenever  the 
secretary  shall  issue  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  claim  thus  ordered,  he  shall  enter  on  a  book  kept 
for  the  purpose  the  number,  date,  and  amount  of  said  war- 
rant, and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  issued.

tion, in  their  judgment,  shall  require  the  same  to  he  done; 
and  whenever  such  removal  shall  be  ordered  by  the  board  of 
any  inmate,  or  the  term  which  it  is  allowed  to  remain  shall 
have  expired,  said  inmate  shall  be  removed  by  the  parent  or 
guardian  sending  the  same  to  the  institution  without  cost  to 
the  State:  Provided,  The  parent  is  unable  to  pay  the  expense 
incurred  to  send  the  inmate  home,  or  the  guardian  has  no 
"  means  belonging  to  his  ward  which  he  can  lawfully  use  for 
said  purpose,  then,  in  that  case,  the  Auditor  of  the  State, 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent,  shall  pay  the  ex- 
pense of  transportation  at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per  mile, 
reckoning  the  distance  by  the  usual  route  of  travel  to  the 
home  of  said  inmate;  but  no  traveling  expenses  shall  be  paid 
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except  on  the  first  reception  and  final  discharge  of  the  child.  1874. 
Should  it  appear  to  the  board,  at  an}-  time,  that  any  inmate 
now  in  said  institution,  or  that  mav  hereafter  be  received,  is  a 
proper  subject,  under  the  law,  for  a  lunatic  asylum,  they  shall, 
with  the  advice  and  consont  of  the  superintendent,  and  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  order  him  or  her  to  be  sent  to  one 
of  the  lunatic  asylums  of  the  State,  and  the  expense  of  trans- 
portation shall  be  paid  as  now  provided  for  by  law  for  trans- 
portation of  lunatics. 

§  15.  There  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  appropriated  for  Appropriations 
the  support,  including  board,  instruction,  &c,  of  each  pupil,  stUution0rt  ° 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  per  an- 
num,  payable  quarterly,  and  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance, 
from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  the  general 
support  of  the  institution,  payment  of  salaries,  purchase  of 
books,  maps,  stationery,  apparatus,  contingent  expenses,  &c. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  require  of  each 
parent  or  guardian,  sending  a  child  to  the  institution,  to  pay 
whatever  sum  per  annum,  in  his  judgment,  after  an  inquiry, 
he  or  she  may  be  able  to  pay  towards  the  support  of  his  or 
her  child  or  ward  in  the  institution.  Bond,  with  approved 
security  by  the  president  of  the  board,  shall  be  required,  in 
all  such  cases,  by  the  superintendent.  From  the  indigent 
nothing  shall  be  required.  And  whenever  any  child,  now  an 
inmate  of  the  institution,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  received, 
shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  be  unimprovable,  such 
inmate  shall  be  removed  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  when  the 
board  shtill  order  the  same  to  be  done,  by  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  superintendent;  and  the  cost  of  removal  for  all 
indigent  children  shall  be  paid  as  provided  in  this  act  for  the 
transportation  of  indigent  children  to  the  institution! 

§  16.  The  terms  of  all  officers  provided  for  in  this  act,  other 
than  the  commissioners,  shall  bo  four  years.    . 

§  17.  It  is  distinctly  avowed  in  this  act  that  said  insti- 
tution is  not  an  asylum  for  the  custodial  care  of  unimprova- 
ble idiots,  but  a  School  for  the  Education  of  FDeble-minded 
Children. 

§  18.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

§  8.  Any  person  living  in  this  State,  or  any  person  coming  Penalty, 
into  this  State,  who  shall  practice  medicine,  or  attempt  to 
practice  medicine,  in  any  of  its  departments,  or  who  shall 
perform,  or  attempt  to. perform,  any  surgical  operation  for  or 
upon  any  person  within  the  limits  of  this  State  for  reward  or 
compensation,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  fifty  dollars,  and  upon  each 
and  every  subsequent  conviction  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars 
and  imprisoned  thirty  days,  or  either  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  jury;  and  in  no  case  where  the  provision  of  this  act 
has  been  violated  shall  the  person  so  violating  be  entitled  to 
receive  compensation  for  services  rendered. 

§  9.  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  • 
to  apply  to  persons  practicing  dentistrj'.

on  each  suit,  appeal,  or  traverse  filed  in  the  court  of  which 
be  is  clerk;  and  on  the  granting  of  a  certificate,  under  the 
seal  of  his  office,  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  each  county  in

§  1.  That  there  shall  be  a  uniform  system  of  common  schools 
for  the  education  of  the  colored  children  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  2.  That  the  school  fund  for  this  purpose  shall  be  known  as 
the  colored  school  fund,  and  shall  consist  of  the  following  pro- 
visions, viz : 

1.  The  present  annual  revenue  tax  of  twenty-five  cents,  and 
twenty  cents  in  addition,  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value 
of  the  taxable  property  owned  or  held  by  colored  persons, 
which  tax  shall  be  devoted  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

2.  A  capitation. tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  male  colored  per- 
son above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

3.  All  taxes  levied  and  collected  on  dogs  owned  or  kept  by 
colored  persons. 

4.  All  State  taxes  on  deeds,  suits,  or  on  any  license,  col- 
lected from  colored  persons. 

5.  All  the  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  imposed  upon  and 
collected  from  colored  persons  due  the  State,  except  the 
amount  thereof  allowed  by  law  to  attorneys  for  the  Com- 
monwealth.

§  9.  The  county  school  commissioner  shall  be  responsible, 
Commissioner  re-  on  his  official  bond,  for  the  proper  distribution  of  whatever 
ored^schTOtfu^d"  portion  of  the  colored  school  tund  may  come  into  his  posses- 
sion, and  for  his  compensation  shall  receive  three  dollars  for 
each  colored  common  school  taught  in  his  county,  and  visited 
while  in  session,  and  one  per  cent,  on  all  the  moneys  disbursed 
by  him  in  the  support  of  the  colored  common  schools  of  his 
county. 
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§  10.  The  commissioner  shall  lay  off  the  county  into  suit- 
able districts,  most  convenient  to  the  greatest  number  of  col- 
ored children  in  each  county,  so  that  no  district  shall  contain 
more  than  one  hundred  nor  less  than  twenty  colored  children 
of  pupil  ago. 

§  11.  In  counties  where  there  are  not. a  sufficient  number 
of  colored  children  to  form  various  schools,  a  single  school 
may  be  organized  and  taught  in  the  locality  where  the  great- 
est number  of  colored  children  reside,  and  all  the  colored  chil- 
dren of  pupil  age  in  the  county  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
attending  said  school. 

§  12.  That  the  commissioner,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
school  year,  shall  appoint  three  colored  school  trustees  to 
each  colored  school  district.  These  trustees  shall  have  the 
management  of  the  colored  school  of  their  district,  employ  a 
teacher  therein,  and  shall  notify  the  parents  of  the  colored 
children  in  the  district  that  it  is  their  privilege  to  send  their 
children  to  said  school  free  of  charge.  They  shall  also  report 
to  the  commissioner  the  length  of  time  said  school  was  taught 
by  a  qualified  teacher,  not  less  than  throe  months  in  each  year, 
except  where  there  are  not  more  than  sixty  colored  children 
in  a  district,  then  the  school  may  be  taught  for  two  months, 
with  the  consent  of  the  commissioner.  Appeals  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  trustees,  upon  the  petition  of  any  dissatisfied 
colored  person  in  the  district,  may  be  taken  to  the  county 
commissioner,  whose  decision  in  the  case  shall  be  final. 

§  13.  That  the  trustees  of  each  district  may  obtain  a  site 
for  a  school-house,  and  erect  a  house  thereon,  by  purchase, 
gift,  devise,  or  donation,  and  hold  aud  presorve  the  same  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  school  district. 

§  14.  That  applicants  to  teach  the  schools  provided  for  in 
this  act-  shall  obtain  certificates  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
provided  by  law  for  applicants  to  teach  white  schools,  except 
that  the  examination  may  not  be  extended  beyond  spelling, 
reading,  writing,  and  common  arithmetic;  and  a  school  taught 
by  a  teacher  competent  to  teach  these  branches  shall  be  a  law- 
ful school. 

§  15.  That  the  Superintendent,  commissioners,  and  trustees 
may  receive  gifts,  donations,  and  devises  for  the  benefit  of 
colored  schools  in  the  State,  a  particular  county  or  district 
respectively,  and  shall  hold  and  use  the  same  as  requested  by 
donor  or  devisor. 

§  16.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  colored  child  to 
attend  a  common  school  provided  for  white  children,  nor  for 
a  white  child  to  attend  a  common  school  provided  for  colored 
children. 

§  17.  The  teacher,  of  each  colored  common  school  shall 
teach  at  least  six  hours  each  day,  keep  a  register  of  the 
school,  and  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  the  session 
report  to  the  commissioner  the  highest,  lowest,  and  average 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  session. 
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§  18.  No  school -house  erected  for  a  colored  school  shall  be 
located  nearer  than  one  mile  of  a  school-house  erected  for 
white  children,  except  in  cities  and  towns,  where  it  shall  not 
be  nearer  than  six  hundred  feet. 

§  19.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  pro- 
vide and  furnish  the  commissioner  of  each  county  with  the 
necessary  blanks,  and  perform  all  other  duties  similar  to  those 
he  performs  for  the  white  children  under  the  common  school 
law.  He  shall  be  allowed  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary 
of  seven  hundred  dollars  a  year  to  assist  him  in  his  duties 
pertaining  to  colored  common  schools;  and  said  salary  and 
all  other  expenses  incident  to  a  proper  conduct  of  the  colored 
common  school  system  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  colored  school 
fund. 

§  20.  The  colored  school  officers  and  teachers  may  organize 
for  themselves  a  State  association  and  auxiliary  county  insti- 
tutes, under  similar  provisions  to  those  made  for  the  officers 
and  teachers  of  white  schools  in  chapter  eighteen  (18)  of  the 
General  Statutes. 

§  21.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  prescribe  a  course 
of  study  and  adopt  rules  for  the  government  of  the  colored 
common  schools. 

§  22.  That  all  the  provisions  of  chapter  eighteen  (18)  of  the 
General  Statutes,  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
government  of  colored  common  schools,  not  in  conflict  with 
this  act,  shall  apply  to  the  same,  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education ;  and  when  said  board  shall 
have  determined  upon  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  essential 
to  the  government  of  colored  common  schools,  and  adopted 
such  textbooks  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  proper  for 
the  interest  of  said  schools,  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  shall  compile  and  publish  them,  and  shall  furnish 
to  the  commissioner  of  each  county  a  sufficient  number  lor 
the  use  of  the  colored  school  trustees  of  the  same. 

§  23.  That  all  unexpended  surplus  remaining  over  at  the 
expiration  of  the  school  year  shall  be  returned  to  the  Treasury, 
and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  Superintendent  the  ensuing 
year:  Provided,  Any  portion  of  it  that  may  not  be  necessary 
to  make  the  per  capita  equal  to  that  of  a  white  pupil  child 
may  be  invested,  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  for  the 
benefit  of  colored  schools  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  interest 
upon  which  shall  be  annually  distributed. 

§  24.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both  so 
fined  and  imprisoned,  at  the  discretion  of  the  jury.

Whereas,  The  remains  of  Captain  John  Howell,  a  patriot 
and  soldier  of  the  war  of  the  revolution,  sleep  in  an  obscure 
and  unnoticed  spot  in  the  county  of  Ohio,  in  this  State ;  and 
whereas,  to  keep  alive  in  the  bosom  of  the  youth  of  our  land 
the  same  patriotic  fervor  that  filled  the  hearts  of  those  who 
gave  us  our  liberties,  it  is  meet  that  we  should  pay  the  highest 
honors  to  the  remains  of  the  heroes  of  that  war;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

1.  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  ap- 
point two  persons  to  proceed  to  Ohio  county,  who  shall  secure 
and  convey  to  the  State  Cemetery  at  Frankfort  the  remains 
of  Captain  John  Howell,  and  inter  them  therein  ;  and  he  is 
further  authorized  to  cause  to  be  erected  over  said  remains  a 
suitable  monument,  bearing  an  appropriate  inscription. 

2.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  the  Treasury,  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, to  pay  the  expenses  of  said  removal,  and  for  the 
erection  of  said  monument.

1.  That  the  Quarter-Master  General  is  hereby  directed  to 
cause  to  be  fired  a  national  salute  on  the  8th  day  of  January, 
1874,  and  also  on  the  22d  day  of  February,  1874,  in  commem- 
oration of  the  battle  of  New  Orleans  and  the  birthday  of 
Washington. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Auditor  be  directed  to  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  Treasurer  for  the  cost  of  the  same.

Whereas,  Information  deemed  reliable  has  been  received 
by  this  General  Assembly  that  the  asylum  for  colored  luna- 
tics at  Lexington  is  full,  and  the  three  asylums  provided  for 
white  lunatics  are  very  near  full  to  their  utmost  capacity. 
That  there  are  quite  a  number  of  colored  lunatics  confined 
in  the  jails  through  the  State;  and  whereas,  provision  has 
already  been  made  by  this  Legislature  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  at  the  Central  Asylum,  with  a  view  to  receiving 
therein  colored  lunatics,  and  enlarging  the  capacity  of  the 
institution  for  whites,  but  it  is  not  probable  that  such  accom- 
modations can  be  completed  before  the  latter  end  of  the  pres- 
ent year,  and  it  is  desirable,  if  possible,  to  afford  a  more 
humane  provision  for  the  suffering  Junatics  than  the  common 
jail;  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

That  the  Governor  is  directed  to  see  to  it  that  each  of  the 
asylums  provided  by  law  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
the  insane  are  kept  full  to  their  utmost  capacity,  so  long  as 
there  are  any  lunatics  in  the  State  unprovided  for.  And  he 
is  authorized  to  procure  a  building  or  buildings,  if  he  can  do 
so,  for  the  temporary  reception,  care,  and  treatment  of  any  ex- 
cess of  such  unfortunates,  and  have  them  removed  thereto,  and 
kept  and  treated  and  provided  for  until  they  can  be  received 
in  the  asylums.  He  shall  certify  the  additional  cost  incurred 
over  the  sums  now  allowed  by  law  to  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Public  Treasury. 
But  the  colored  and  white  lunatics  shall  not  be  kept  in  the 
same  buildings.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  hereafter  lawful  for  any  person      Rub-iock  tobe 
teaming  on  the  Concord  and  Tollesboro  Turnpike  Road  roSgh-Kx* .^pen- 
to  "  rough   lock,"  or  lock  with   a  chain,  any  wagon   on  **'*  Prescribcd- 
said  road  ;  and   all   persons  teaming  on  said  road  shall 
be  required  to  use  the  "  rub  lock  ;"  and  for  any  violation 
of  this  section  the  offender  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered,  upon  conviction, 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 

$  2.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall  have  p0Wer 

the  power  to  erect  toll-gates  on  said  road,  at  any  points  ™"foedU^ates 
on  said   road  that  they  may  see  proper:  Provided,  The 
toll  charged  shall   amount  to  no  more  for  each  mile  of 
travel  than  they  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  charge. 

§  3.  The  taxes  that  may  be  listed  with  the  sheriff  for    sheriff  to  collect 
collection  shall  be  due  from  him  on  the  first  day  of  Feb-  XSSSL  fixeSTaiid 
ruary  following  the   time   of  listing,  and  in   case   of  his  ^f&T.  for  feU"

CHAPTER  26. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Carroll  County  Agricultural  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Carroll  County  Agricultural  Association 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered,  through  their  pres- 
ident and  directors,  to  sell  and  convey  any  property  now 
held  by  said  association,  either  real  or  personal ;  and  that 
any  sale  and  conveyance  which  may  hereafter  be  made 
by  said  association  shall  convey  to  the  purchaser  thereof 
which  previous  to  such  sale  was  invested  in  said  associa- 
tion. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  articles  of  associa- 
tion and  charter  heretofore  adopted,  and  amendments 
thereto,  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Carroll 
county  court,  under  which  said  association  was  organized 
and  has  been  transacting  its  business,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  made  and  declared  legal  and  binding;  and  all 
contracts  heretofore  made,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  made 
with  and  by  said  association,  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
on  the  parties  to  such  contracts. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  27. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Logan  county  court  to  borrow  money  to  pay  off 
the  bonds  issued  by  said  county  in  aid  of  the  Memphis  Branch  of  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Logan  county  court,  with 
the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  county,  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually;  the  sum  so  bor- 
rowed to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  bonds 
heretofore  issued  by  said  county  court  in  aid  of  the  Mem- 
phis Branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad 
Company. 

§  2.  That  the  judge  of  said  court,  with  the  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  coun- 
ty, is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county 
for  the  money  borrowed  under  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
in  any  amounts  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  due  and  payable  at  such 
time  as  the  court  may  direct,  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  twenty  years  from  date. 

§  3.  The  county  court  of  said  county,  composed  of  the 
county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
for  said  county,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  an 
ad  valorem  tax  annually  on  all  the  property  in  said  coun- 
ty listed  for  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  money  borrowed  under  this  act;  which  tax 
shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  under  the 
same  responsibility  of  himself  and  sureties,  for  the  same 
compensation  as  is  now  allowed  for  collecting  State  rev- 
enue. 

§  4.  That  the  county  court  of  said  county,  composed  of 
the  county  judge  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  lor  said  county,  are  hereby  authorized  to  elect  or 
appoint  an  agent  to  sell  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act, 
and  to  receive  the  proceeds  of  said  sales  and  pay  them 
over  to  the  holders  of  said  county  bonds,  issued  in  aid  of 
the  Memphis  Branch  of  the  Louisville,  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road; and  to  require  from  said  agent  a  bond,  with  ap- 
proved security,  for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  5.  The  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  signed  by 
the  county  judge  of  said  county,  and  countersigned  by 
the  county  clerk  of  said  county. 
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If  sheriff  fails  to 
collect,  collector 
to  be  appointed, 
and  his  duty, 


§  6.  If  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  be  unwilling  to  1873. 
collect  the  tax  referred  to  under  section  third  of  this  act, 
or  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  bond  for  the  collection  there- 
of, the  county  court  is  authorized  to  elect  a  collector,  who 
shall  be  required  to  give  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  bond,  &c 
of  his  duties,  with  approved  security;  and  the  person  so 
elected  shall  be  required  to  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall  have  the  same  pow- 
ers for  the  collection  of  said  tax  which  sheriffs  now  have 
by  law  for  the  collection  of  State  revenue,  and  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  compensation  as  sheriffs  now  receive  for 
collecting  State  revenue. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  28. 

AN  ACT  to  add  apart  of  Henry  county  to  tbe  county  of  Oldham. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  Portion 

all  that  part  of  Henry  county,  lying  within  the  following  addedCto^idham 
bounds,  shall  be  added  to,  and  become  a  part  of,  Oldham  county- 
county  :  beginning  where  the  line  between  Oldham  and 
Henry  crosses  Harrod's  creek,  below  where  the  Babcock 
mill  stood,  and  now  owned  by  Frank  Freeman;  thence 
up  said  creek,  with  its  meanders,  nearly  an  east  course, 
to  the  railroad  bridge  over  the  same,  known  as  the  Short- 
line,  Covington,  and  Lagrange  Railroad  ;  thence  south 
and  southwest  with  said  railroad  to  where  the  line  be- 
tween said  counties  crosses  said  railroad,  on  the  premises 
of  P.  Harwood;  thence  with  the  line  between  said  coun- 
ties to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  circuit  and  county  courts,  as  also  justices  of 
the  peace  of  Henry  county,  shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
all  cases  now  depending  before  them;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  all  sheriffs,  constables,  and  other  officers  of 
Henry,  to  execute  all  processes,  collect  all  taxes,  fines, 
and  other  dues  that  may  now  be  in  their  hands,  and 
shall  account  for  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
this  act  had  not  passed.

How  bonds  lars  of  those  authorized  by  the  first  section  of  this   act 
and^^b^  to   be  issued  shall  be,  by  the  judge  of  said  county  court, 
made  of  proceeds  placed   in   the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of 

sinking  fund  commissioners  of  said  county,  created  in 
pursuance  of  the  charter  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company,  who  is  authorized  to  sell  the  same  at 
par,  and  apply  the  proceeds  of  sales  thus  made  in  retir-

for  the  purpose  aforesaid.  The  fund  thus  arising  shall 
be  drawn  on,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  hands  of  the 
sheriff.

bonds;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
county,  except  the  bonds  issued  in  aid  of  said  railroad 
company,  the  county  court  may  lay  and  collect  a  tax,  not 
exceeding  thirty-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  on 
all  property  in  said  county  listed  for  taxation  for  State 
revenue,  and  a  poll  tax  of  two  dollars  on  each  male  over 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  either  or  both,  commencing  in 
the  year  1874  :  Provided,  That  the  taxes  aforesaid,  when  so 
levied,  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  and 
paid  over,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  sink- 
ing fund,  upon  his  order,  taking  from  him  a  receipt  there- 
for.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Union  county. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  'hat 
great  dissatisfaction  exists  among  the  citizens  of  Union 
county  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  working  the  public 
roads  and  passways,  and  keeping  in  repair  and  building 
the  bridges  of  said  county;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky:  # 

§  1.  That  the  sheriff  of  Union  county  is  hereby  directed 
and  empowered  to  open  a  poll  at  the  several  voting  pre- 
cincts in  said  county,  to  be  held  at  the  next  general  elec- 
tion for  justices  of  the  peace  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
May,  1875,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  road  and  bridge 
commissioner  for  said  county,  whose  duties  shall  be  as 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

§  2.  The  road  and  bridge  commissioner  so  elected  shall, 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  county  court  after  he 
is  elected,  enter  into  bond  with  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  court,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

y  3  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner,  so  elected 
and  qualified,  to  take  charge  of  and  have  the  general 
management  and  control  of  the  working  of  roads,  and 
repairing  and  building  of  bridges,  within  said  county. 
He  shall  have  the  authority  to  let  all  or  any  work  of 
such  character,  to  be  done  by  contract,  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  after  having  duly  advertised  the  same  for  at  lenst 
ten  (10)  days,  by  printed  or  written  notices,  posted  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  work  to  be  done,  at  the  court-house  door, 
and  at  least  three  other  places  in  said  county ;  and  may 
require  from  any  one  taking  any  such  contract  bond, 
with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  him, 
for  the  faithful  and  diligent  performance  of  the  work  so 
taken. 

§  4.  Said  commissioner  shall  hold  his  office  for  four 
years,  or  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified :

of  the  bank :  Provided,  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and 
shall  be  transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  bank  by  the 
stockholder  or  his  attorney,  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  the  director*  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish. 
If  any  officer  of  the  bank  shall  appropriate  any  funds  of 
said  bank  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make 
correct  returns,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones  on  the 
books  of  said  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the 
corporation  or  other  person,  such  officer  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
sentenced  to  confinement  in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  five  years. 

§  3.  That  J.  Witherspoon,  J.  A.  Witherspoon,  and  A. 
C.  Witherspoon,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any 
two  of  whom,  after  giving  notice  to  the  others,  may  open 
books  in  the  town  of  Lawrenceburg  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions for  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank;  and  whenever 
fifty  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed and  paid  for,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice 
to  the  stockholders,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of 
a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the 
ensuing  annual  election.  The  payments  for  the  shares 
shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  share,  to  be  paid 
for  at  the  time  of  subscribing.  Said  corporation  may 
commence  business  so  soon  as  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in  as  capital. 

§  4*  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  circu- 
lating as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  money  and 
at  such  times  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the  depositors 
by  special  or  general  contract ;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of 
money;  may  buy  and  sell  bills  of  exchange,  promissory 
notes,  uncurrent  money,  stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  and 
other  evidences  of  debt;  take  personal  and  other  secu- 
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rities  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and,  upon  the  non-  1874. 
payment  of  the  debt  on  demand  after  maturity,  may  sell 
said  securities  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an 
act,  entitled  '•  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  incorporated 
banks  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  16th,  1871.

tion of  Senators  and  Representatives.

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  hereafter 
to  place  any  net  or  drag  any  seine  in  any  of  the  creeks, 
ponds,  or  lakes  in  the  counties  of  Hickman,  Fulton,  and 
Ballard,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  in  said  waters,  nor 
shall  any  poisonous  drug  or  substance,  or  liquid  of  any 
kind,  be  cast  in  said  waters  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
and  destroying  the  fish  in  the  same. 

§  2.  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  phall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  person  from  fishing  in  said  ponds,  creeks, 
and  lakes  with  hook  and  line,  nor  shall  the  same  apply  to 
any  person  owning  the  lands  through  which  said  creeks 
may  run,  or  on  which  said  ponds  or  lakes  may  be  located. 

§  3.  That  any  person,  save  those  excepted  in  section 
second,  who%  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  thirty 
dollars  therefor;  and  that  every  twenty-four  hours  that 
said  net  or  seine  shall  remain  in  said  creeks,  ponds,  or 
lakes,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

§  4.  That  county  judges  and  justices  of  the  peace  shall 
take  special  cognizance  of  this  act,  and  shall,  upon  in- 
formation received  of  its  violation,  issue  warrants. for  the 
arrest  of  the  offenders,  to  be  dealt  with  as  the  law  directs.

AN  ACT  to  define  and  fix  the  boundaries  of  the  Murray  common  school  dis- 
trict, and  to  re-enact  an  net,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Male 
and  Female  Institute,"  approved  March  17,  1870.

vided, It  in  any  such  case  it  should  be  found  inexpedient 
or  impracticable  to  remove  any  such  person  or  persons  to 
said  county  infirmary,  then  said  directors  shall  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  moneys  expended  by  them  in  the  sup- 
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port  of  all  such  persons,  and  certify  such  account,  with  the      1 874. 
vouchers  for  same,  to  the  court  of  claims  of  said  county, 
who  shall  cause  the  amount  so  expended  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  county  levy  of  said  county;  and  in  such  case  said  di- 
rectors shall  not  be  required  to  move  such  persons  to  said 
county  infirmary:    Provided,  Said  directors  may  remove 
any   person    or  persons    becoming   a  charge    upon    Maid 
county,  and  who  have  no  legal  settlement  therein,  to  that

or  support,  said  court,  or  the  judge  thereof  in  vacation, 
shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and  necessities  of  such 
person,  and  if  satisfied  that  such  person  ought  to  be  re- 
lieved at  public  expense,  shall  order  the  directors  of  said 
infirmary,  or  the  superintendent  thereof,  to  receive  and 
provide  for  such  person,  and  shall  accompany  said  order, 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  or  by  said  judge 
if  done  in  vacation,  by  a  statement  of  facts,  setting  forth 
the  name,  age,  birth-place,  length  of  residence,  previous 
habits,  and  present  condition  of  the  person  claiming  to 
be  a  pauper,  together  with  the  time  or  times  at  which 
such  person  or  persons,  if  not  legally  settled  in  said  coun- 
ty, have  been  warned  to  depart  therefrom;  and  if  neg- 
lected to  be  warned  or  removed,  the  reason  or  cause  of 
such  neglect;  and  no  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  pau- 
per unless  upon  such  order  or  warrant;  but  if  the  direct- 
ors of  said  institution,  or  the  superintendent  thereof,  shall 
have  knowledge  of  facts  not  before  said  court  or  judge, 
and  which,  if  known,  such  person  or  persons  would  not 
have  been  declared  paupers,  then  such  person  shall  not 
be  received  or  provided  for  until  such  facts  are  reported 
to  such  court  or  judge,  and  acted  upon  by  them  or  either 
of  them.

out  of  the  county  levy,  or  any  unappropriated  money  in 
the  county  treasury. 

§9.  In  so  far  as  said  county  infirmary  and  work-house 
and  house  of  correction,  hereinafter  described,  shall  fall 
short  of  being  self  sustaining,  and  to  provide  for  the  wants 
of  all  the  poor  of  Mason  county,  to  meet  said  deficiency 
and  the  necessary  expenses  of  maintaining  said  infirmary, 
the  county  court  of  claims  of  said  county  shall  levy  a  tax 
sufficient  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  county  as  part 
of  the  annual  county  levy  thereof. 

§  10.  There  is  hereby  also  established,  in  connection 
with  said  county  infirmary,  and  upon  said  county  farm, 
and  under  the  superintendence  and  control  of  the  board  of 
directors  and  superintendent  hereinafter  named,  of  said 
infirmary,  a  work-house  and  house  of  correction,  for  the 
punishment  and  reformation  of  offenders  against  law, 
order,  and  public  morality  in  Mason  county  and  the  city  of 
Maysville;  but  same  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  sepa- 
rate from  and  distinct  Irom  said  infirmary  and  house  for 
the  poor,  and  subject  to  different  rules  and  regulations; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
infirmary,  in  their  discretion,  to  receive  into  said  county 
work-house  and  house  of  correction,  and  under  the  care 
and  guardianship  of  the  directors  of  said  infirmary,  and 
the  superintendent  thereof,  persons  ordered  to  said  work- 
house and  house  of  correction  by  the  proper  authorities, 
and  belonging  to  some  one  of  the  following  classes,  viz  : 

1st.  Where  an  infant  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  by 
reason  of  incorrigible  or  vicious  conduct,  has  rendered 
his  or  her  control  beyond  the  power  of  the  parent,  guar- 
dian, or  next  friend  of  such  infant,  and  has  made  it  man- 
ifestly requisite  that,  from  regard  to  the  future  welfare  of 
such  infant  and  for  the 'protection  of  society,  that  he  or 
she  should  be  placed  under  the  guardianship  and  control 
of  said  directors,  upon  complaint  and  due  proof  thereof 
before  the  county  judge  or  court  of  said  county  of  Mason, 
said  infant  may  be  ordered  to  the  work-house  and  house 
of  correction  of  said  county. 

2d.  Where  an  infant  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  is 
guilty  of  vagrancy  or  of  incorrigible  or  vicious  conduct, 
and  from  the  moral  depravity  or  otherwise  of  the  parent, 
guardian,  or  next  friend,  in  whose  custody  said  infant 
may  be,  such  parent,  guardian,  or  next  friend  is  incapa- 
ble or  unwilling  to  exercise  the  proper  care  and  discipline 
over  such  incorrigible  or  vicious  infant,  in  such  case, 
upon  complaint  and  due  proof  before  to  county  court  or 
judge  of  said  county,  such  infant  may  be  ordered  to  said 
work-house  and  house  of  correction. 

3d.  Where  an  infant  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  is 
destitute  of  a  suitable  home  and  of  adequate  means  of 
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obtaining  an  honest  living,  and  who  is  in  danger  of  being  1874. 
brought  up  to  lead  an  idle  and  immoral  life,  such  infant, 
upon  complaint  and  due  proof  before  the  county  court  or 
judge  of  said  county,  may  be  ordered  to  said  work-house 
and  house  of  correction:  Provided,  That  in  either  of  the 
three  above  specified  cases,  when  the  county  court  or 
judge  shall  order  such  infant  to  said  work-house  and 
house  of  correction,  he  or  she  shall  not  be  ordered  there 
for  a  less  period  than  one  year  nor  for  a  greater  period 
than  until  such  infant  shall  obtain  majority,  which,  in 
case  of  males,  shall  be  twenty-one,  and  in  case  of  females, 
*hall  be  eighteen  years  of  age. 

4th.  Any  infant  in  said  county  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years,  who  shall,  under  existing  laws  or  those  here- 
inafter exacted,  be  liable  to  confinement  in  the  county 
jail  or  State  Penitentiary,  or  to  be  fined  for  a  penal 
offense  by  any  of  the  courts  of  Mason  county  or  the  city 
or  police  court  of  the  city  of  Maysville,  may,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  any  such  court  or  magistrate  giving  sentence, 
be  placed  in  said  work-house  and  house  of  correction  at 
hard  labor,  under  the  exclusive  control  and  guardianship 
of  faid  directors,  until  twenty-one  years  of  age  if  male, 
and  eighteen  years  of  age  if  female,  or  for  a  not  less 
period  than  one  year. 

dih.  All  infants  in  Mason  county,  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years,  who  may  be  accused  and  found  guilty,  before 
a  grand  or  petit  jury,  of  any  offense  punishable  with  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  or  State  penitentiary,  or  by 
tine  and  imprisonment,  or  either,  may,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  such  jury,  or  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  or 
magistrate  rendering  sentence,  be  ordered  to  said  work- 
house and  house  of  correction ;  and  the  court  mav  order 
at  what  kind  of  labor  said  infant  shall  be  confined,  and 
the  manner  thereof,  for  a  period  not  less  than  one  year, 
nor  greater  than  the  majority  of  such  infant,  if  male  twen- 
ty-one, and  if  female  eighteen  years  of  age. 

6th.  If  any  person  in  Mason  county  is  found  guilty  of 
larceny  of  goods  and  chattels  of  the  value  of  less  than 
four  dollars,  the  court  or  judge  rendering  sentence  may 
order  such  person  to  the  work-house  and  house  of  cor- 
rection, there  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor,  in  case  of  male 
not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
and  in  case  of  female  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more 
than  ninety  days. 

7th.  All  persons  who,  for  offenses  committed  against 
the  laws  ot  this  State,  are  punishable  no  greater  period 
than  one  year  by  confinement  in  the  county  jail,  or  by 
fine  not  greater  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  both  fine 
and  impiisoninent  in  county  jail  no  greater  or  longer 
than  above,  and  said  fine  is  not  paid  or  replevied  after 
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1874.  finding  of  guilt,  may,  by  the  court  rendering  sentence, 
when  found  guilty,  be  ordered  to  the  work-house  and 
house  of  correction  for  a  period  not  less  than  one  month 
nor  more  than  one  year,  there  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor; 
but  in  either  case  same  shall  be  entirely  in  the  discretion 
of  said  court  or  magistrate,  whether  such  person  shall  be 
ordered  to  said  work-house  and  house  of  correction. 

8th.  All  persons  in  Mason  county  guilty  of  the  crime  of 
vagrancy  under  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  instead  of 
being  sold  or  apprenticed  as  required  by  law,  if  found 
guilty,  may,  by  the  court  rendering  sentence,  if  found 
guilty,  in  its  discretion,  be  ordered  to  said  work-house 
and  house  of  correction,  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor  until 
majority,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  in  case  of  an  infant,  and 
in  case  of  an  adult  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  :  Pro- 
vided, If  said  adult  have  a  wife  and  infant  children,  the 
reasonable  value  of  his  services  in  said  work-house  shall 
be  monthly  paid  over  by  the  directors  or  superintendent 
thereof  to  said  wife  and  children,  and  for  their  benefit. 

9th.  All  females  in  Mason  county  guilty  of  open  lewd- 
ness, public  immorality,  and  prostitution,  mny,  upon  com- 
plaint and  due  proof,  before  the  county  court  or  judge,  be 
ordered  to  said  work-house  and  house  of  correction,  there 
to  be  confined  at  such  labor  as  said  court  or  judge  may 
direct,  and  for  a  period  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more 
than  one  year.  Such  complaint  and  proof  may  be  heard 
in  term  time  or  before  said  judge  in  vacation. 

§  11.  Whenever  such  offenders  against  law  and  public 
Superintendent   morality,  as  have  been  hereinbefore  designated,  shall  he 
Sstody  and  care  ordered  to  said  work-house  and  house  of  correction  by 
fineSeTTnnSsa°in<i  any  court  or  other  proper  authority  of  said  county  of 
work-house.         Mason,  in  all  such  cases  the  superintendent  of  said  insti- 
tution  shall   be   liable   for  the  custody  and  safe-keeping

and    purchases   as   may  be    necessary  for  the  institution,  Corporate 

and  they  may  prescribe  such  rules  for  the  management 
of  and  good  government  of  said  institution,  both  infirm- 
ary and  work  house,  as  may  also  the  Mason  county  court 
of  claims,  and  for  introducing  the  practice  of  sobriety, 
morality,  and  industry  among  its  inhabitants;  but  any 
such  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  said  board  of 
directors  shall  be  subject  to  repeal  or  change  by  the  an- 
nual court  of  claims  of  said  county.

ors may  appoint  in  vacation,  or  said  court  may  appoint 
at  its  regular  or  called  terms;  but  said  superintendent

cleanly,  and  comfortable  sleeping  apartments,  good  and 
comfortable  clothing  suitable  to  the  season,  and  good  and 
wholesome  food  for  their  diet,  enjoining  upon  them  strict 
cleanliness  and  neatness  in  their  persons  and  apartments; 
and  they  may  and  shall  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  keep  the  whole  premises  neat  and  cleanly,  and 
free  from  any  nuisance ;  and  they  shall  have  authority  to 
compel  the  inmates  thereof,  such  as  are  able  to  labor,  to 
perform  such  labor  as  is  hereinbefore  indicated;  and  in 
the  work- house  and  house  of  correction  for  the  inmates 
thereof  they  shall  make  and  enforce  such  strict  rules  and 
regulations,  as  to  mode  of  labor  and  punishment  of  of- 
fenders as  shall  best  carry  out  the  objects  and  intents  of 
the  law  for  the  punishment  and  reclamation  of  offend- 
ers against  law  and  public  morality  committed  to  their 
charge  by  the  proper  authorities,  and  in  both  depart- 
ments, both  the  infirmary  and  the  work-house,  both  while 
at  labor  and  at  night,  males  and  females  shall,  as  far  as 
possible  and  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects 
and  intents  of  this  act,  be  kept  separate  from  each  other.

§  8.  The  annual  election  of  said  board  of  directors  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
the  by-laws;  and  at  such  election  each  stockholder  shall 
have  one  vote  for  each  share  held  or  owned,  and  may 
cast  the  same  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  9.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  contract, 
at  any  agreed  sum  or  rate,  with  any  railroad  company 
now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  incorporated,  for 
the  annual  use  of  said  bridge  by  the  cars  or  engines,  or 
for  the  use  of  said,  or  any  or  all  railroad  companies,  upon 
equal  terms  railroad  company  ;  and  any  such  railroad 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe  for  stock,  or 
purchase  the -bonds  issued  by  said  bridge  company  ;  and 
is  further  authorized  to  make  any  and  all  such  guaran- 
tees as  to  the  net  earnings  of  said  bridge,  over  cost  of 
operation  and  be  paid,  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  two 
contracting  companies. 

§  10.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized,  by  vote  of  its 
directors,  to  consolidate  its  franchises  and  property  with 
those  of  any  other  bridge  company  without  this  State, 
whose  object  is  to  build  a  bridge  at  the  same  point ;  and 
may  contract  with  such  company  for  the  purpose  of  fully 
uniting  the  interests  of  the  two  companies  by  consolida- 
tion or  otherwise  ;  and  may  change  its  corporate  name  by 
vote  of  said  directors. 

$  11.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  195.  1874. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one 
the  several  acts  concerning  the  city  of  Henderson,7'  approved  February 
11th,  1867,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  uAn  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson," approved  February  11th,  1867,  and  the  several 
acts  amendatory  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
amended  as  follows: 

§  2.  A  sinking  fund  to  pay  the  public  or  bonded  debt  of  c^™118^ 
the  city  of  Henderson  is  hereby  created,  with  the  follow-  debt  of  citv^ux

Henderson, 
and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  to  pay  the  principal  of 
the  bonds  issued  to  said  railroad  company,  or  the  act,  en- 
titled "An  act  authorizing  the  counties,  towns,  and  cities 
through  or  near  which  the  Evansville,  Henderson,  and 
Nashville  Railroad  may  run,  to  issue  bonds  to  aid  in  build- 
ing said  railroad,"  approved  March  9th,  1867;  the  reve- 
nue that  is  or  may  be  derived  from  the  tax  imposed  or 
levied  under  the  act.  entitled  "An  act  to  organize  and 
establish  a  system  of  public  schools  in  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson," approved  March  15th,  1869,  to  pay  the  principal 
of  the  bonds  issued  under  said  act,  and  all  such  other  tax 
or  fund  which,  by  any  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Hender- 
son now  in  force  or  hereafter  to  be  enacted,  has  been  or 
may  be  set  apart  for  that  purpose;  and  the  same  shall  be 
sacredly  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  bonded  or  public 
debt  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  and  to  no  other  use  or  pur- 
pose ;  the  revenue  derived  from  the  said  railroad  tax  to  the 
payment  of  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  stock  in  said  rail- 
road company;  the  revenue  derived  from  the  said  school 
tax  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  issued  under  said  act. 

§  3.  A  board  of  commissioners  of  said  sinking  fund  is 
hereby  established,  to  be  styled  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  Henderson. 
The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  the  president  of  the 
Henderson  branch  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Kentucky, 
the  president  of  the  Henderson  National  Bank,  the  treas- 
urer of  the  city  of  Henderson,  and  their  successors,  shall, 
ex-afficio$  together  with  one  person  to  be  appointed  annu- 
ally by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Henderson, 
constitute  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  of  the  City  of  Henderson,  and  by  that  name  they 
shall  have  corporate  existence,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
do  and  perform  all  things  necessary  to  execute  the  duties

§  4.  The  clerk  of  the  common  council  of  the  city  *o( 
Henderson  and  his  successors  shall,  ex-officio,  be  secretary 
of  said  board,  and  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, acts,  orders,  and  doings  of  said  board,  which 
record  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  common  council  or  any  committee  appointed  by  them 
for  that  purpose. 

y  5.  The  mayor  shall  be  president  of  said  board,  and 
any  three  ot  the  commissioners  shall  be  competent  to 
compose  a  board  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  6.  The  funds,  estate,  income,  and  resources  belonging 
to  or  6et  apart  by  law  or  ordinance  for  the  use  of  the 
sinking  fund,  shall  be  vested  in  and  controlled  by  the  said 
commissioners,  «nd  when  injured,  withheld,  or  obstructed, 
may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  for  them,  either  in  their 
corporate  name  or  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Henderson. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  by  the 
means  and  income  of  said  fund,  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  public  or  bonded  debt  of  said  city,  and  they 
shall  for  that  purpose  have  power  to  invest  any  of  the 
funds  in  their  hands  in  such  bank  stock,  bonds,  or  other 
securities,  as  they  may  deem  best,  or  they  may  loan  any 
of  the  funds  they  may  at  any  time  have  on  hand,  by 
taking  as  security  lor  the  payment  thereof  the  bonds  of 
the  city  of  Henderson  or  the  bonds  of  the  county  of 
Henderson,  or  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  upon  such  other  security  as  they  may  deem 
best,  or  they  may  deposit  in  any  of  the  banks  of  this 
State,  or  in  any  national  bank,  any  of  the  money  of  said 
fund,  upon  terms  which  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  par- 
ties ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  apply  any  funds  on 
hand  at  any  time  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  public  or 
bonded  debt  of  said  city,  by  payment  or  purchase  of  the 
bonds  of  said  city  :  Provided,  That  the  railroad  and  school 
tax  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  or  purchase  of  the 
railroad  or  school  bonds  as  directed  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act :  And  provided  further,  That  no  bond  of  the 
city  of  Henderson  shall  be  purchased  or  paid  by  said 
commissioners  at  more  than  the  par  value  thereof,  unless 
all  the  commissioners  concur  therein. 

$  8.  All  stocks,  bonds,  or  other  securities  in  which  any 
of  said  funds  may  be  invested  shall  be  held  as  a  part 
of  said  sinking  fund,  and  any  stock  in  any  bank  so  held 
by  them  may  be  represented  and  voted,  in  all  meetings 
or  elections,  by  proxy  constituted  by  the  commissioners. 
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§  9.  The  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Henderson  shall 
be  the  custodian   of  all  money,  bonds,  notes,  and   other  £^c^trDdfanilof 
effects  of  the  sinking  fund,  and  he  and  his  sureties  in  his  fun^.7j hdcL"i 
bond  as  city  treasurer  shall  be  responsible  for  the  faithful  sponsi 
discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  custodian. 

§  10.  If  any  note   taken   by  the  commissioners  for  the  puty  of  treasurer 
loan   of  money,  for  the   repayment  of  which   any  bond  funds  loaned, &c. 
may  have  been  pledged,  should  not  be  paid  at  maturity, 
it  shall   be   the  duty   of   the   treasurer,  upon   publishing 
notice  in  one  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of 
Henderson  for  not  less  than  ten  days,  to  sell  to  the  highest 
bidder  for  cash  the  bonds  so  pledged,  to  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to   pay  the   principal   and  interest  of  such   note, 
and  the  costs  of  advertising.

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§  16.  The  common  council  shall  hereafter  have  full 
power  to  provide  in  any  ordinance  for  the  improvement 
of  any  public  way  or  sidewalk,  to  authorize  and  require 
a  stipulation  in  any  contract  or  agreement,  for  the  mak- 
ing of  such  improvements,  that  the  contractor  or  person 
making  the  improvements  shall  look  to  and  only  upon  the 
owners  of  the  li>ts  fronting  on  such  public  way  or  side- 
walk for  payment  thereof.  Said  improvements  shall  be 
made  and  done  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  and 
contract,  and  at  the  exclusive  cost  and  expense  of  the 
owners  of  lots  fronting  on  the  public  way  or  sidewalk 
as  now  provided  tor  by  law  (except  as  it  is  amended  by 
this  act),  to  be  equally  apportioned  by  the  common  coun- 
cil between  the  owners  fronting  as  aforesaid,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  feet  front  owned  by  each  person  ; 
and  the  contractor  or  persdn  making  the  improvement 
shall  have  a  lien  from  the  date  of  his  contract  upon  the 
property  in 'front  of  which  such  improvements  are  made 
for  the  amount  thus  apportioned,  with  interest  thereon,  at 
the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the  time  the 
said  work  or  improvements  shall  be  approved  of  and 
accepted  by  the  common  council;  and  he  may  enforce  his 
said  lien  by  equitable  proceedings  as  in  the  enforcement 
of  other  liens  upon  real  estate.  If,  in  the  enforcement 
of  any  such  lien,  the  real  estate  of  any  infant  be  sold, 
such  infant  shall  have  twelve  months,  after  becoming  of 
full  age,  in  which  to  redeem  such  property,  by  paying 
the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  ten  per  cent,  in- 
terest per  annum  thereon  from  the  day  of  sale ;  and  also 
paying  all  taxes  which  the  purchaser  may  have  paid 
thereon,  together  with  ten  per  cent,  interest  per  annum 
on  the  amount  of  such  taxes. 

§  17.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  preventing 
the  common  council  from  causing  improvements  of  streets, 
&c,  to  be  made,  and  collecting  the  cost  thereof,  in  the 
manner  now  provided  for  by  law. 

§  18.  Hereafter  when  improvements  of  streets,  side- 
walks, &c,  are  made,  the  city,  in  case  the  costs  of  such 
improvement  is  collected  as  heretofore  provided  for,  or 
the  contractor,  in  case  the  costs  of  such  improvement  is 
collected  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  sixteenth 
section  of  this  act,  shall  have  a  lien  for  the  cost  of  such 
improvement,  interest,  &c,  upon  all  the  property  for  one 
half  the  depth  of  the  square,  running  back  from  the  street, 
sidewalk,  or  way  that  is  improved ;  but  in  the  enforcement 
of  such  lien,  and  the  collection  of  such  cost,  the  property 
abutting  on  or  nearest  to  the  improvement  shall  be  first 
liable. 
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§  19.  Hereafter  when  a  street  shall  have  been  improved 
at  the  cost  of  the  property-owners,  all  repairs  upon  the 
carriage-way,  or  that  part  of  the  street  lying  between  the 
gutters,  shall  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  city ;  but  all  re- 
pairs upon  the  sidewalk  or  pavement,  upon  the  curbing 
and  gutters,  shall  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  property  in 
front  of  which  such  repairs  are  made,  and  the  owners 
thereof  shall  be  liable  for  such  repairs.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  owners  of  property  to  keep  the  pavement  or 
sidewalk,  curbing,  and  gutter  in  front  of  their  property 
in  good  repair,  and  for  any  failure  so  to  do  such  owner 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for 
each  day  that  such  pavement  or  sidewalk,  curbing,  or 
gutter  remains  out  of  repair,  such  fine  to  be  recovered  by 
warrant  in  the  city  court ;  but  before  such  owner  shall  be 
so  liable  he  shall  have  at  least  five  days'  written  notice 
from  the  street  inspector,  or  other  person,  to  be  designated 
by  the  common  council,  designating  the  portion  of  side- 
walk, pavement,  curbing,  or  gutter  that  is  out  of  repair. 
In  case  such  repairs  are  not  made  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  such  notice,  the  city  shall  have  the  right  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  made,  and  collect  the  cost  thereof 
in  the  same  manner  that  the  cost  of  construction  and  re- 
construction of  streets,  &c,  are  authorized  to  be  collect- 
ed, except  that  such  costs  shall  be  assessed  exclusively 
against  the  property  in  front  of  which  such  repairs  are 
made. 

§  20.  The  next  regular  election  for  officers  of  the  city 
of  Henderson  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1874;  and  the  regular  elections  thereafter  shall  he 
held  on  the  second  Monday  in  August  of  each  year  (ex- 
cept that  in  August,  1874,  there  shall  be  no  election), 
instead  of  the  time  now  fixed  by  law.  The  mode  of  hold- 
ing said  elections,  the  appointment  of  officers  thereof, 
shall  remain  as  now  provided  for.  At  the  election  to  be 
held  on  the  second  Monday  in  February,  1874,  there  shall 
be  elected  a  mayor,  treasurer,  marshal,  city  prosecuting 
attorney,  and  two  members  of  the  common  council  from 
each  of  the  four  wards  of  the  city.  The  term  of  office  of 
the  mayor,  treasurer,  marshal,  city  prosecuting  attorney, 
and  city  clerk  now  in  office,  shall  expire  on  the  third  Mon- 
day in  February,  1874,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  their  succes- 
sors are  qualified;  and  their  successors  to  be  elected  on  the 
second  Monday  in  February,  1874  (except  the  office  of 
city  clerk),  shall  hold  their  offices  from  the  third  Monday 
in  February,  1874,  or  the  date  of  their  qualification,  until 
the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  Sep- 
tember, 1875,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified  ;  and 
thereafter  the  term  of  office  of  the  mayor,  treasurer,  mar- 
shal, and  city  prosecuting  attorney,  shall  be  two  years, 
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1874.  dating  from  the  first  regular  meeting  of  tbe  common  coun- 
cil in  the  month  of  September  next  after  their  election, 
and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  The  office  of 
city  clerk  shall  be  abolished  after  the  third  Monday  in 
February,  1874,  after  which  time  the  duties  heretofore 
performed  by  the  city  clerk  shall  be  performed  by  the 
council  clerk  or  his  deputy  ;  and  the  fees  and  perquisites 
heretofore  paid  to  the  city  clerk  shall  be  paid  to  the  coun- 
cil clerk.  The  term  of  office  of  the  present  members  of 
the  common  council  shall  expire  on  the  third  Monday  in 
February,  1874,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  their  successors 
are  qualified.  Their  successors  to  be  elected  on  the  sec- 
ond Monday  in  February,  1874,  shall  hold  their  offices  as 
follows :  one  member  from  each  ward  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in 
September,  1875,  and  one  member  from  each  ward  shall 
hold  his  office  until  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  com- 
mon council  in  September,  1870,  and  until  their  successors 
are  qualified.  The  two  members  from  each  ward  shall, 
within  one  month  after  their  qualification,  determine  by 
lot  which  shall  hold  for  the  short  term  and  which  for  the 
long  term ;  and  at  each  general  election  in  each  year 
thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  one  member  of  the  com- 
mon council  from  each  of  the  wards  of  the  city,  to  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  two  year:*  from  the  first  regular 
meeting  of  the  common  council  in  September  next  after 
his  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.

On  all  taxes 
paid  to  the  marshal,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  October 
next,  after  he  receives  said  tax-books,  he  shall  allow  an

Gascommis- 
may,  if  they  see  proper,  appoint  three  persons,  who  shall  Jo"" ted  — his 
constitute  and  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Gas  Commis-  dulies»&c 
Bioners,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  but  be 
subject  to  removal  at  the  pleasure  of  council.     All  va- 
cancies in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  common  council.     The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Hen- 
derson shall  be  ex-officio  treasurer  of  said  board,  and  the 
clerk  of  the  common  council  shall  be  ex-officio  secretary 
of  said  board ;    but  the  said   treasurer   and   clerk  shall 
have  no  vote  or  control  as  members  of  said  board.     It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  gas  commissioners  to 
supervise  the  management  of  said  gas-works,  to  provide 
coal  and  other  material  for  the  manufacture  of  gas,  to 
regulate   the  extension   of  gas  mains,  &c,  the   price  of 
gas,  and   the   manner  of  payment  for  the  same,  and  all 
other  matters  pertaining  to  the  said  gas-works  and  the 
manufacture  and  supply  of  gas;  but  the  common  council 
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may,  by  ordinance,  enlarge  or  restrict  their  duties ;  and 
they  may  also  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  and 
secretary  of  the  said  board.  The  common  council  may 
by  ordinance  provide  for  the  payment  by  the  city  into  the 
treasury  of  the  gas  board  for  all  gas  consumed  in  light- 
ing the  streets  and  public  buildings  belonging  to  the  city, 
in  such  manner,  and  at  such  rates,  as  the  ordinance  may 
prescribe.  Nothing  herein  is  to  be  construed  as  in  any 
manner  affecting  or  restricting  the  right  of  the  council 
to  resume  the  management  and  control  of  said  gas-works 
whenever  they  think  proper;  nor  as  affecting  any  exist- 
ing contract  between  the  city  and  the  superintendent  of 
the  gas-works  or  other  person. 

§  24.  Hereafter  the  territory  embraced  in  the  boundary 
described  in  the  first  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  actsconcerningthe 
city  of  Henderson,"  approved  February  11th,  1867,  shall 
constitute  the  school  district  incorporated  by  the  act,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  organize  and  establish  a  system  of  public 
schools  in  the  city  of  Henderson,"  approved  March  15th, 
1869. 

§25.  That  hereafter  the  common  council  shall  not  have 
power  to  appropriate  money  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
city  of  Henderson  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  public 
school  in  said  city  established  and  conducted  under  an 
act,  entitled  "An  act  to  organize  a  system  of  public 
schools  in  the  city  ot  Henderson,"  approved  March  15th, 
186H;  but  the  expenses  of  said  school  shall  be  defrayed 
out  of  the  fund  arising  from  the  tax  levied  and  collected 
for  that  purpose. 

§  26.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  of  Kentucky,  approved  January  1st,  1852,  the 
city  of  Newport  was  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  might  be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  bridge  across  Lick- 
ing river  from  said  city  to  the  city  of  Covington,  and  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  of  Newport  therefor,  and  to 
pledge  the  stock  of  said  city  for  the  payment  of  principal 
and  interest  of  said  bonds ;  and  whereas,  the  said  city,  in 
January,  1854,  did,  in  pursuance  thereof,  issue  bonds  of 
said  city  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum  ; 
and  whereas,  said  bonds  have  now,  by  lapse  of  time,  be- 
come due  and  payable,

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Newport  be,  and  is  hereby,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city,  not 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  issued  in  January, 
1854,  and  now  due  as  aforesaid,  and  to  be  applied  or  ap- 
propriated to  no  other  purpose  whatever.

AN  ACT  to  organize  and  establish  a  system  of  public  schools  in  Owiugs- 

ville,  Bath  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genera!  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Thai  all  the  territory  now  embraced  by  the  com- 
mon school  district  No.  1,  of  Bath  county,  which  includes 
the  town  of  Owingsville,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incor- 
porated as  a  school  district,  which  shall  be  under  the 
control  and  management  of  a  board  of  five  trustees,  to 
be  elected  annually  by  the  legally  qualified  white  voters, 
and  any  white  widow  who  may  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for 
trustees  as  prescribed  by  section  first,  article  seven,  of 
chapter  eighteen,  of  the  General  Statutes,  residing  within 
the  limits  of  said  territory  as  hereafter  prescribed. 

§  2.  That  the  persons  so  elected  shall  constitute  and  be 
st>  led  uThe  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Owingsville  Public 
Schools;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  a  body-corporate; 
and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with ;  buy  and  sell  and  convey  real  and  personal  estate  ; 
and  the  title  of  all  the  property  of  said  common  school 
district  shall  vest  in  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors forever.

He  shall  also  have  power  to  fine  for  contempt  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
eight  hours.     He  shall  also  have  power  to  issue  compul- 
sory process  against  parties  or   witnesses,  to  issue  sum- 
mons and  subpoenas  against  parties  and  witnesses  in  cases 
pending  before  him;  and  he  may  order  a  jury  to  try  any 
case  pending  before  him,  at  the  request  of  the  parties, 
where  the  amount  in  controversy  is  over  ten  dollars.     He 
shall  order  the  arrest  of  any  drunken  or  disorderly  person 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  upon  such  a  person 
being  brought  before  him,  he  may  order  him  to  be  con- 
fined until  he  is  sober,  and  he  may  require  a  disorderly 
person  to  give  security  to  be  of  good  behavior  for  any 
period,  not  exceeding  one  year;  the  bond  shall  be  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in  any  reasonable  sum,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  he  shall  keep  a  book 
of  record  of  all  his  acts  as  judge  of  said  town.     When  a 
peace  bond   shall  be  violated  the  trustees  of  said  town 
may  institute  proceedings  for  the  breach  thereof  before 
any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  in  their  cor- 
porate capacity,  and  the  fine,  if  any,  assessed,  shall   be 
paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  tor  the  benefit  of 
the  town.     A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  police  judge  shall       vacancyhow 
he  filled  by  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  until  the  succeed-  jpj  hi\fcfj 
ing  annual  election  of  trustees,  when  the  voters  of  said  courts.

decision  of  paid  judge.  The  fees  of  said  judge  shall  be  as 
follows,  to- wit:  For  a  warrant  for  a  riot,  affray,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  fifty  cents ;  for  a  warrant  for  a  breach  of 
any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  fifty  cents ; 
for  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  at  the  trial  in  a  penal 
case,  or  for  trying  same  without  a  jury,  one  dollar;  for 
taking  a  recognizance,  fifty  cents;  for  each  subpoena, 
twenty-five  cents  ;  for  each  judgment,  twenty-five  cents; 
and  for  all  other  fees,  the  same  as  now  allowed  justices 
of  the  peace.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  to  enforce 
his  judgments  and  collect  his  fees  as  justices  now  have. 
He  shall  hold  a  quarterly  court  for  the  trial  of  all  civil 
causes  pending  before  him  on  the  first  Mondays  in  March, 
June,  September,  and  December,  and  may  continue  each 
term,  from  day  to  day,  until  the  business  is  completed; 
and  he  may  try  all  penal  and  criminal  causes  so  soon  as 
brought  before  him,  giving  the  parties  a  reasonable  time 
to  prepare  for  trial. 

§  16.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  compel  the  owners  of  lots  in  said  town  to  pave 
in  front  of  same,  the  grade  and  width  of  the  pavement 
and  kind,  whether  of  brick  or  wood,  and  the  curbing,  to 
be  designated  by  said  trustees  after  reasonable  notice 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  said  town,  attested  by 
the  clerk  of  said  board;  and  upon  a  failure  of  the  owners 
to  pave  the  same  as  said  trustees  may  direct,  said  trustees 
are  empowered  and  authorized  to  have  said  work  done  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners,  and  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the 
lots  in  front  of  which  said  improvements  are  made  for  the 
costs  thereof,  which  may  be  enforced  by  suit  in  the  Hop- 
kins circuit  in  the  name  of  said  trustees  in  their  corporate 
capacity.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  make  and  adopt 
a  corporate  seal,  and  to  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  17.  For  the  non-payment  of  taxes  due  to  said  town  upon 
any  real  estate,  the  marshal  is  hereby  vested  with  power 
to  sell  such  real  estate  at  the  court-house  door  of  said 
county,  for  cash,  at  such  time  and  notice  as  is  required  of 
sheriffs  in  sales  of  real  estate ;  and  when  sold,  and  not  re- 
deemed within  two  years  from  the  date  of  sale,  by  paying 
over  the  price  bid  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon^ 
said  marshal,  or  his  successor  in  office,  shall  convey  the 
same  to  the  purchaser  or  his  assignee.

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CHAPTER  209. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  a  general  assessment  of  property 
for  taxation  in  paid  city  shall  be  made  once  in  five  years; 
but  personal  property  annually.  And  each  year,  in  the 
month  of  February,  the  additional  improvements  shall  be 
valued  and  assessed  and  added  to  the  valuation  of  the 
ground  on  which  they  may  respectively  stand.  Said  gen- 
eral assessments,  as  also  the  annual  assessments,  shall  be 
made  by  the  city  assessor  and  his  deputies;  and  the  first 
general  assessment  shall  be  made  in  the  year  1874.  Upon 
such  general  assessment  being  made,  the  assessor  and  his 
deputies  shall  deliver  their  book  or  books  containing  said 
assessment  to  a  board  to  be  selected  as  follows :  the  city 
council  shall  select  four  persons,  two  of  them  from  east 
of  Madison  street  (of  whom  one  shall  be  from  north  ol 
and  the  other  from  south  of  Tenth  street),  and  two  from 
west  of  Madison  street  (one  being  from  north  of  and  the 
other  from  south  of  Tenth  street),  and  said  four  persons 
shall  select  a  fifth  from  the  city  at  large,  and  upon  said 
persons  being  confirmed  by  the  city  council  and  duly 
sworn  to  faithfully  perform  their  duties,  they  shall  be 
known  as  the  board  of  taxation.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
as  such  board  to  examine  and  carefully  and  minutely  re-

CHAPTER  219. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  An  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  create  a  special  road  law  for 
Pendleton  county,"  approved  January  26th,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  create 
a  special  road  law  for  Pendleton  county,"  approved  Jan- 
uary 20th,  1669,  be  so  amended  as  to  repeal  so  much  of 
said  act  as  provides  for  and  creates  the  office  of  road 
commissioner. 

§  2.  That  in  lieu  of  the  office  of  road  commissioner 
each  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  shall,  within  their  respective  magisterial  districts, 
perform  all  the  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  said 
road  commissioner,  and  report,  in  writing,  how  and  in 
what  manner  they  have  performed  said  duties,  at  the 
regular  court  of  claims  in  November  of  each  year  for 
said  county;  and  for  a  failure  to  do  so  as  required  of  said 
road  commissioner  in  said  act,  shall  be  liable  to  all  the 
pains  and  penalties  denounced  against  said  commissioner, 
and  to  be  enforced  in  like  manner  as  is  in  said  act  pro- 
vided for. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  Pendleton  county  to  make  out  and  deliver  to 
each  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  a  copy 
of  the  poll  and  tax-books  for  their  respective  precincts, 
showing  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  each  and  every 
person  so  living  or  liable  to  pay  tax  in  said  precinct ;  and 
he  is  allowed  not  exceeding  forty  dollars,  to  be  paid  as  in 
the  original  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  4.  The  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  paid  each  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  annum  for  their 
services  under  this  act,  to  be  deducted  from  their  road 
tax,  and  in  no  other  way. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  overseer  to  report  to 
the  justices  of  their  respective  precincts,  on  or  before  the 
first  Monday  in  November  of  each  year,  and  for  a  failure 
to  do  so  they  shall  each,  upon  conviction,  pay  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars. 
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§  6.  That  the  justices  shall  make  out  and  furnish  a  list 
of  suitable  names  for  road  overseer  to  the  county  court,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  every  two  years,  which  over-

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to 
furnish  the  justices  a  list  of  all  new  roads  established  by 
the  county  courts  at  least  once  a  year;  and  for  failure  to 
do  so  shall  be  fined,  upon  conviction,  in  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars:  And  provided  further.  It  is 
hereby  made  the  imperative  duty  of  the  county  attorney 
to  settle  once  a  year  with  the  said  justices,  and  report  to 
court  of  claims. 

§  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  to  list 
all  claims  against  delinquents  writh  the  constables  of  their 
respective  districts,  taking  their  receipt  for  same,  who  shall 
proceed  to  collect  the  same,  and  pay  over  to  the  overseer 
listing  said  claims,  which  sums,  when  so  collected,  shall  be 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  tools  for  the  use  of  road,  or 
expended  in  work  upon  the  road  where  the  labor  was  due 
from  said  delinquents. 

§  9.  That  the  overseers  shall  receive  not  exceeding 
fifteen  cents  per  hour  for  time  on  the  road,  and  in  warn- 
ing and  overseeing  hands,  and  this  shall  be  allowed  said 
overseer  by  the  justice  when  overseer  returns  his  list, 
which  list  shall  be  certified  by  said  overseer  under  an  oath 
administered  by  said  justice,  that  the  same  is  correct: 
And  provided  further,  That  the  justices  shall  report,  at 
court  of  claims,  all  moneys  in  his  hands,  and  all  facts 
he  may  deem  necessary  pertaining  to  the  roads  in  his 
districts. 

§  10.  Overseers  must  give  their  roads  at  least  one  gen- 
eral working  before  the  10th  day  of  June  in  each  year. 
All  male  persons  over  the  age  of  sixteen  and  under  fifty 
are  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§11.  That  overseers  shall  have  the  power  to  straighten 
or  alter  roads  where  the  same  will  conduce  to  the  public 
welfare,  where  the  parties  in  interest  on  both  sides  of  the 
road  agree  to  the  same,  which  agreement  must  be  in  writ- 
ing, and  returned  with  the  other  papers  to  the  justice  when 
overseer  returns  his  road  list. 

§  12.  All  moneys  arising  from  fines  under  this  act  shall 
be  applied  to  the  working  of  roads  in  the  precincts  where 
such  fines  are  assessed. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

this  Commonwealth;  and  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  they  shall  each  take  an  oath  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will  faithfully  and  without 
partiality  to  any  one  discharge  their  duties  as  trustees 
while  in  office. 

§  2.  The  first  election  for  trustees  under  this  act  shall

§  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  select  one  of  their  number 
chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and  have 
power  to  convene  the  board  ;  and  they  shall  have  power 
to  levy  a  tax  of  not  more  than  one  dollar  on  each  poll 
within  its  corporate  limits,  and  a  tax  of  not  more  than 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property  in  said  town  subject  to  taxation  ;  and  all  forfeit- 
ures and  taxes  collected  under  the  laws  of  said  town  shall 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  town  to  be  used  by  the 
trustees  for  the  public  good  thereof. 

§  4.  On  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1874,  and  on  the 
same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an  election  may

§  5.  Trustees  authorized  by  this  act  must  reside  within 
the  town  limits  ;  but  persons  who  reside  outside  the  town 
limits,  and  own  real  estate  in  the  town,  shall  have  the 
right  to  vote  in  all  elections. 

§  6.  In  all  matters  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  the 
general  law  relating  to  towns  in  the  General  Statutes 
shall  apply  to  the  said  town  of  California. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

and  have  perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  The  objects  of  this  society  shall  be  to  render  aid  to  object. 
the  needy  members  thereof  while  living,  provide  for  the 
support  and  education  of  the  children  of  deceased  mem- 
bers, nnd  provide  a  decent  burial  for  such  members  as 
may  die. 

y  3.  That  said  corporation  be  authorized  and  empower-  May  purchase 
ed,  in  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  second  sec-  pu^oseT  bunal 
tion  of  this  act,  to  purchase  and  contract  for  any  number 
of  acres  of  ground  in  Garrard  county,  Kentucky,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  acres,  for  the  purpose  of  a  cemetery  or  burial 
ground,  to  acquire  and  possess  the  title  to  the  same  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  said  lands  shall  not  be  purchased  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Lancaster. 

§  4.  The  members  of  this  society  shall  be  composed  of   Qualifications  of 
colored  male  persons  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and   membcrs- 
seventy  years.. 

§  5.  That  said  Society  of  Friends  may  make  rules  and      May  make  by- 
by-laws  regulating  the  amount  of  fees  to  be  charged  to   re^ukuw'  and 
persons  on  becoming  members  of  the  society,  and  the 
amount  of  monthly  dues  to  be  paid  to  the  society  by  each 

loc.  l. — 18 
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member,  as  well  as  the  amount  per  week  to  be  paid  by 
the  society  to  each  member  in  good  standing  who  may  be 
sick  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  week's  duration ; 
but  the  fee  for  admitting  members  shall  not  be  more  than 
five  dollars,  and  the  monthly  dues  shall  not  exceed  one 
dollar  per  month;  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  society  to 
each  sick  member  shall  not  be  more  than  five  dollars  per 
week. 

§  6.  Every  application  for  membership  shall  be  voted 
on  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  the  application  shall  in 
every  case  be  accompanied  by  the  amount  of  fee;  and  if 
there  be  ten  votes  against  receiving  the  applicant,  bis 
application  shall  be  declared  rejected,  and  the  money  re- 
turned to  the  applicant. 

§  7.  This  socie'ty  shall  hold  their  meetings  at  least  once 
a  month,  and  often er  if  they  think  it  expedient. 

§  8.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent, vice  president,  and  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such 
other  subordinate  officers  as  the  society  may  think  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the 
first  meeting  alter  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  duly  elected.  All  .the  duties  of  said  officers 
shall  be  performed  without  pay,  excepting  the  secretary, 
who  may  receive  such  pay  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by- 
laws. 

§  9.  All  funds  paid  to  the  society  shall  be  faithfully  ap- 
plied to  the  objects  herein  mentioned,  in  such  manner  as 
the  society,  from  time  to  time,  may  determine  at  its  regu- 
lar meetings.  No  part  of  the  funds  shall  be  loaned  out, 
but  the  whole  thereof  shall  be  kept  constantly  on  hand 
for  the  charitable  uses  of  the  society,  and  for  the  payment 
of  dues  to  the  sick  and  funeral  expenses. 

§  10.  The  treasurer  shall  be  required  to  execute  good 
and  sufficient  bond,  as  may  be  required  by  the  society, 
and  shall  pay  out  all  money  as  directed  by  the  president 
and  secretary,  they  authorizing  the  payment  of  money 
only  when  directed  to  do  so  by  a  vote  of  the  metnbers 
present  at  any  regular  meeting. 

§  11.  This  society  may  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State. 

§  12.  This  society  shall  have  the  power  to  issue  and  sell 
the  bonds  of  the  society  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  dollars,  which  bonds  shall  be  fifty  dollars  each, 
and  shall  bear  interest  at  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent.,  and 
be  payable  five  years  from  date,  which  bonds  shall  not  be 
sold  for  less  than  par;  and  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  as  the 
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other  money  of  the  society;  and  all  the  property  of  said     1874.

§  1.  That  all  notices  of  sales  of  real  estate  or  personal 
property  hereafter  made  by  sheriffs  in  Lewis  county  under 
executions  from  the  circuit  court,  and  all  sales  made  under 
a  judgment  of  the  Lewis  circuit  court  by  a  commissioner, 
and  all  notices  of  the  sittings  of  the  master  commissioner 
for  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  deceased  persons,  and 
proceedings  under  the  act  of  1856  to  distribute  the  estate 
of  insolvent  debtors,  are  hereby  required  to  be  inserted  in 
the  "  Vanceburg  Kentuckian,"  a  newspaper  published  at 
Vanceburg,  in  said  county  of  Lewis.  All  notices  of  sales 
of  real  estate  to  be  inserted  three  times  previous  to  the 
day  of  sale,  and  all  notices  of  sales  of  personal  property 
to  be  inserted  twice  previous  to  the  day  of  sale,  and  all 
notices  of  the  sittings  of  the  master  commissioner  shall, 
be  inserted  as  soon  as  said  commissioner  fixes  the  day  of 
his  sittings,  and  continue  up  to  the  time  the  same  takes 
place,  and  as  often  thereafter  as  said  commissioner  may 
deem  proper :  Provided,  That  no  sale  shall  be  held  in-

§  2.  The  costs  of  inserting  said  advertisements  shall  be 
collected  as  part  of  the  costs,  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  costs  are  now  collected;  and  the  charges  for  said  ad- 
vertising shall  not  exceed  the  usual  rates  charged  for  sim- 
ilar advertising. 

§  3.  In  case  the  publication  of  said  paper,  from  any 
cause,  should  be  discontinued,  then  the  requirements  of 
this  act,  as  to  the  said  advertisements  being  inserted  in 
said  paper,  shall  be  of  no  force,  and  the  passage  of  this 
act  shall  in  nowise  affect  the  general  laws  now  in  force 
requiring  sales  to  be  advertised. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  sales  of  personal 
property,  unless  the  amount  to  be  sold  shall  amount  to 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  over,  which 
fact  may  be  ascertained  by  the  sheriff  having  the  prop- 
erty appraised.

P.  Gillum,  sheriff  of  Logan  county,  five  per 
centum  damages,  amounting  to  $448  24,  which  amount 
he  paid  into  the  Treasury  ;  and  whereas,  at  the  August 
term,  1873,  of  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  the  further  sum 
of  $420  81  was  adjudged  against  him  and  securities  for 
the  twenty  per  cent,  damages  imposed  by  law  on  the 
balance  owing  by  him  (said  Gillum),  which  is  still  due  and 
unpaid  ;  therefore.

hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents, 
the  amount  of  five  per  cent,  damages  charged  against 
him  on  account  of  the  revenue  of  1872  which  he  failed  to 
pay  by  the  1st  of  April,  1873  :  Provided,  That  said  Gillum 
shall  first  satisfy  the  Auditor,  by  the  sworn  statements  of 
himself  and  deputies,  made  in  open  court,  that  said  five 
per  cent,  has  not  been  collected  from  the  tax-payer,  and 
that  the  relief  hereby  granted  shall  only  apply  to  all  or 
any  part  of  five  per  cent,  that  has  not  been  collected  from 
the  tax-payer.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  L.  D. 
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Padgett,  of  Somerset,  Pulaski  count}',  for  the  sum  of  1874. 
($48  32)  forty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents,  being 
the  amount  of  expenses  and  compensation  incurred  in 
taking  Henry  Owens,  a  colored  lunatic,  to  the  asylum  at 
Anchorage,  Kentucky,  by  order  of  the  Pulaski  quarterly 
court,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated.

to  be  applied  to  meet  the  expenses  incident  to  incorpora- 
tion, such  as  payment  of  salary  of  rtiarshal,  street  repairs, 
&c.  And  all  fines  and  forfeitures  are  to  be  applied  by 
the  trustees  in  such  manner  as  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
town. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  three,  one 
of  the  members  acting  as  chairman  and  one  as  clerk  ; 
and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and 
such  proceedings  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the 
citizens  at  any  time  ;  and  all  by-laws  or  ordinances  passed 
by  the  trustees  shall  be  posted  up  by  them  in  not  less  than 
three  public  places  in  said  town,  and  not  less  than  ten 
days  before  the  same  shall  take  effect. 

§11.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  procure,  by  pur-

§  2.  That  the  money  capital  held  by  each  partner  in 
said  firm  of  Allen,  Harbeson  &  Co.,  bankers,  shall  be 
taxed  as  if  so  much  stock,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Allen,  Harbeson  &  Co.,  on  the  first  day  of  July  of 
each  year,  to  pay  into  the  State  Treasury,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  revenue  proper,  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  used  by  said  banking  firm  of  Allen,  Harbeson  & 
Co.  in  the  said  business,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  tax  or 
bonus  on  said  money  capital. 

§  3.  The  General  Assembly  hereby  reserves  the  right  to 
investigate,  by  committee  or  otherwise,  the  amount  of 
capital  or  money  used  in  said  business,  and  to  repeal, 
alter,  or  modify  this  act  at  pleasure.

obstructions ;  and  it  further  appearing  that  said  Hyatt, 
being  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  coal  on  said  river, 
undertook  to  remove  said  obstructions,  to  be  paid  for  in 
the  tolls  upon  hisown  boats,  and  that  he  did  remove  said 
obstructions  at  great  trouble  and  expense,  and  that  the 
work  was  reasonably  worth  the  tolls  for  which  said  judg- 
ment was  recovered;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  Hie  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Attorney  General  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
directed  to  enter  satisfaction,  except  the  costs  and  com-* 
missions,  upon  an  execution  in  favor  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  the  Sinking  Fund  against  I.  L  Hyatt  and  others, 
his  sureties,  issued  from  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Franklin 
circuit  court,  upon  a  replevin  bond  for  nine  hundred  and 
forty-nine  dollars  and  five  cents,  with  interest  from  the  4th 
of  December,  1872. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  date  of  its  passage.

of  real  estate,  and  who  has  not  been  a  bona  fide  resident

arrears  for  any  money  collected  or  held  by  him,  without 
settlement  or  quietus  therefor;  and  should  any  member 
ot  said  board,  subsequent  to  his  election,  become  disqual- 
ified from  any  of  the  foregoing  causes,  his  office  shall 
thereupon  become  vacant,  and  shall  be  filled  as  herein 
provided.  Said  board  shall  make  rules,  provide  tribunals 
for  the  trial  and  determination  of  contested  elections  for 
all  elective  city  officers  and  members  of  the  board  of  ed- 
ucation and  of  the  board  of  councilmen  ;  but  the  board 
shall  be  the  judge  of  the  qualifications  and  returns  of 
its  own  members;  and  said  board  may,  upon  being  duly 
qualified  therefor,  be  organized  as  a  court  to  hear  and 
determine  all  charges  that  may  be  preferred  against  the 
official  conduct  of  any  of  the  officers  of  said  city,  and 
if  found  guilty,  reprimand,  suspend,  or,  by  a  two-third 
vote,  expel  the  accused.

To  provide 
and  control  a  city  prison  ;  erect  or  procure  suitable  build- 
ings for  a  poor-house,  work-house,  and  police  station,  and 
m$y  appoint  the  necessary  officers  to  manage  and  super- 
vise the  same;  apartments  shall  be  provided  and  kept 
distinct,  wherein  the  infirm  and  indigent  shall  be  placed 
apart  from  vagrants  and  persons  confined  for  the  commis- 
sion of  crime.  To  prohibit  hogs,  cattle,  and  other  animals 
from  running  at  large  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
the  city.  To  provide  means  for  the  suppression  of'tip- 
pling-houses,  gambling-houses,  bawdy-houses,  or  houses 
of  ill-fame,  unauthorized  lotteries,  policy  offices,  and  such 
other  houses  as  are  the  common  resort  of  idle,  dissolute, 
and  disorderly  persons ;  for  the  suppression  of  riots,  dis- 
turbance of  religious  assemblies,  or  of  the  public  peace, 
clamors  in  streets  or  public  places,  and  indecent  or  licen- 
tious conduct,  and  the  suppression  of  every  thing  of  an 
unlawful  character..  They  shall  have  power  to  cause  the 
removal  or  abatement  of  any  nuisance  on  private  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  to  proceed,  after 
due  notice,  to  remove  or  abate  the  same  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  owner  or  o.ccupant  thereof,  including  pen- 
alties and  costs,  when  said  owner  or  occupant  shall  fail 
to  comply  with  such  ordinances  as  said  board  may  adopt 
in  relation  thereto;  and  said  expenses,  penalties,  and  costs 
shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  such  property,  and  may  be 
enforced  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  as  other 
liens  are  enforced:  Provided,  That  said  expense  of  said 
removal  or  abatement  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  said  property,  to  be  estimated  after 
the  work  is  done.  To  prohibit  the  manufacture  of  gun- 
powder or  other  explosive,  dangerous,  or  noxious  com- 
pounds or  substances  in  said  city,  and  to  regulate  their 
sale  and  storage  by  license.  To  provide,  maintain,  and 
control  steam  fire  engines,  hose,  hose-carriages,  horses, 
harness,  buildings  for,  and  all  appurtenances  necessary  to 
constitute  an  efficient  fire  department,  and  to  employ  the

Each  insurance  company,  lottery,  intelligence,  claim, 
commercial,  express,  exchange,  or  gilt  enterprise  office  or 
agency,  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Each  bank  and  broker  shall  pay  double  the  amount 
paid  to  the  State,  and  no  more. 

Each  concert,  circus,  menagerie,  theatrical,  or  other 
exhibition  or  entertainment,  where,  an  admission  fee  is 
charged,  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  day. 

Each  hall  or  other  building,  where. such  amusements 
are  held,  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum:  Provided,  That  exhibitions, 
&c,  held  in  licensed  halls,  be  exempt  from  further  license. 

Each  vehicle,  owned  or  held  for  profit  or  hire,  and  not 
otherwise  taxed  by  the  city  under  a  license,  not  less  than 
two  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars.

1874.         rected    lists  as  returned    by  the    board  of   equalization- 
Said   tax  bills  shall  be  made  out  in  a  book,  to  be   pro- 
vided   for  that  purpose,  with  stub   attached,  which   will 
be  a  duplicate  in  brief  of  the  tax  bill  against  each  person 
assessed  with  taxes,  specifying  therein  each  item  of  tax- 
ation, the  value  thereof,  and  the  tax  imposed  ;  and  when 
taxes  are  levied   upon   property  of  persons  unknown,  a

agement of  said  schools,  and  the  property  and  funds  there- 
unto belonging,  shall  be  vested  in  said  hoard  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  charter,"  they  shall  hnve  power  to 
make  by-laws  and  rules,  not  in  conflict  herewith,  neces- 
sary for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  the  government 
of  their  proceedings ;  they  shall  meet  once  in  each  month, 
and  oftener  if  necessary  ;  but  it  shall  require  a  majority 
of  said  board  to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  ;  and  for  the  appropriation  of  money,  or  the  ex- 
ecution of  a  contract,  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  elect  of  said  board  shall  be  indispensable, 
upon  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  to  be  entered  on  the 
records.

Qualifications 
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and  the  educational  progress  made  therein,  the  amount, 
character,  and  condition  of  all  funds  and  other  property 
belonging  to  said  schools,  together  with  such  other  inform- 
ation as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  for  the  benefit  of 
said  schools  and  the  general  public.  Said  board  shall,  on 
or  before  the  second  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  ap- 
proximately ascertain  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
be  used  in  defraying  the  expense  of  maintaining  the 
schools,  improving  or  constructing  buildings,  &c,  thereof, 
and  in  liquidation  of  liabilities  during  the  current  fiscal 
year,  and  report  the  same,  together  with  the  amount  to 
be  received  from  the  common  school  fund  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  to  the  board  of  councilmen,  who  shall  there- 
upon make  the  necessary  levy  and  apportionment  to  de- 
fray said  expenses  and  liquidate  said  liabilities  :  Provided, 
That  said  levy  shall  not,  in  any  one  year,  exceed  thirty 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation  as  returned 
by  the  board  of  equalization  on  the  taxable  property  in 
said  city  :  And  provided  further,  That  this  section  shall  not 
be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  said  board  from  receiving 
or  expending  any  sum  or  sums  that  may  come  to  them  by 
gift,  devise,  or  by  any  law  of  the  State.

Said 
board  may  provide  and  set  apart  a  portion  of  said  school 
fund  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  separate  schools, 
wherein  all  the  colored  children  residing  in  said  city,  be-

§  13.  Improvements  in  the  original  construction  of  any

to  be  done  in  such  manner,  and  with  such  materials  as 
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they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  at  the  exclusive  cost  and  1874. 
expense  of  said  owners  of  property  abutting  thereon,  to 
be  apportioned  pro  rata  by  said  board,  according  to  the 
number  of  feet  owned  by  them  respectively,  by  the  as- 
sessment and  levy  of  a  special  tax,  at  a  rate  per  lineal 
foot  of  the  real  estate  abutting  on  that  portion  of  the 
street,  &c,  improved,  and  shall  be  dde  and  payable  within 
thirty  (30)  days  alter  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  the 
acceptance  thereof  by  said  board.  Said  cost  and  expense 
shall  attach,  exist,  and  continue  a  lien  against  said  real 
estate  from  the  time  the  contract  for" said  improvement  is 
awarded  until  paid  ;  and  if  payment  thereof  be  not  made 
within  said  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  acceptance  of  the 
work,  the  contractor  in  whose  favor  said  lien  shall  exist 
.may  enforce  the  same,  with  interest  thereon,  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  thereof.  Errors  in  the  proceedings 
of  said  board  shall  not  exempt  said  owners  from'  pay- 
ment, after  the  work  hafc  been  done,  as  required  by  ordi- 
nance or  contract;  but  said  board,  or  the  court  in  which 
suit  may  be  pending,  shall  make  all  necessary*orrections, 
rules,  and  orders,  and  do  justice  to  all  parties  concerned  ;

Said  grade,  estimate,  and  expense  shall  be 
embraced  in  and  form  part  of  said  contract,  and  the  tax 
hereinbefore  provided  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  stated 
in  said  contract,  and  for  which  alone  said  property  shall  be 
liable :  Provided,  however.  That  the  cost  of  said  improve- 
ment shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  value 
of  the  property  abutting  thereon,  to  be  estimated  alter  the 
work  is  done.  All  work  donfe  and  material  furnished  in 
the  construction  of  said  improvement  shall  be  under  and 
subject  to  the  inspection,  supervision,  approval,  or  rejec- 
tion of  a  board,  consisting  of  the  mayor,  engineer,  and 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  improvements  of  said  city, 
to  whom  all  complaints  of  defective  work  or  materials 
must  be  made,  and  who  shall  thereupon  have  said  de- 
fective work  or  materials  removed  at  the  expense  of  the 
contractor,  and  have  the  same  done  and  furnished  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  ordinance  and  contract  pro- 
viding therefor;  and  they  shall,  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  board  of  councilmen  thereafter,  report  said  complaint, 
investigation  had  thereon,  and  disposition  made  thereof; 
and  upon   the  completion  thereof,  said  board  of  mayor, 
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1874.  engineer,  and  chairman  of  the  committee  on  improve- 
ment?, shall  furnish  said  board  of  council  men,  at  their 
next  meeting  thereafter,  with  a  certificate  that  said  im-

next;  and  the  section  providing  for  the  control  and  ope- 
ration of  the  Newport  water-works  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  the  changes  pro- 
vided in  the  mayor's  court  shall  take  efTect  after  the  judge 
of  the  city  court,  elected  in  August,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy -fouiv shall  be  commissioned.  The  officers  to  be 
elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  next,  to  fill  terms 
then  expiring,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  when 
this  charter  shall  be  in  full  force.  The  president  of  the 
city  council  elected  in  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-four,  shall  be  president  cx-officio  of  the  buard  of

CHAPTER  307. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  city  of  Newport  to  increase  her  bonded  indebted- 
ness i  a  aid  of  water-works. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Newport,  in  Campbell  county,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  her  bonds,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  all,  payable  in  twenty  years 
irorn  date,  bearing  seven  and  three  tenths  per  cent,  in- 
terest, payable  semi-annually,  the  proceeds  whereof  to 
be  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  accruing 
interest  on  her  water-works  bonds.  Said  bonds  and  in- 
terest thereon  shall  be  payable  at  the  Bank  of  America 
in  New  York  city  ;  and  the  holders  thereof  shall  have 
a  lien  upon  said  water-works,  and  the  entire  taxable 
property  of  the  said  city  of  Newport,  for  the  payment 
thereof;  but  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  city  to  issue 
more  than  one  third  of  said  amount  of  bonds  in  any  one 
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year,  to-wit:  in  this  and  the  two  succeeding  years:  And  Jg74 
provided  further.  That  the  assessed  tax  on  real  and  per- 
sonal property  in  said  city,  during  said  three  years,  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars' valuation  thereof:  Provided  neverthe-

intelligent  commissioners,  any  three  of  whom  may  act, 
neither  of  whom  shall  reside  within  five  miles  of  the  con- 
templated road,  or  of  any  other  road  for  the  macadam- 
izing of  which  under  this  act  proceedings  are  then  being 
had.  Said  commissioners,  after  being  duly  sworn  to

of  thirty  years,  with  power  and  authority  to  sue  and  be 
sued  in  all  courts  and  places  as  natural  persons  are. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  is  empowered  and  authorized  Corporate 

to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  street  railway,  with 
all  necessary  tracks  for  turnouts,  over  and  along  the  pub- 
lic streets  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  in  McCracken  county, 
Kentucky:  Provided,  The  consent  of  the  common  council 
of  said  city  shall  first  he  had  to  the  construction  of  said 
railway  in  any  street  of  the  said  city  :  And  provided,  That

the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  property-holder  or  holders 
whose  property  abuts  on  said  street  is  first  obtained,  or  if 
not  obtained,  that  such  owner  or  his  heir  or  heirs,  devisee 
or  devisees  or  assignees  shall  have  a  right  of  action 
against  the  company  for  such  damage  as  he  or  they  may 
sustain  by  locating  or  operating  such  road;  and  the 
common  council  of  the  said  city  may  prescribe  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  said  railway  shall  be  constructed 
and  operated. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same 
to  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  capital  stock  shall  be  di- 
vided into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  issued  and 
transferred  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
direct. 

§  4.  The  business  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  should  be 
president  of  the  board,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  stock- 
holders in  the  said  corporation.  The  first  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  consist  of  John  Johns,  L.  D.  Husbands,  J.  W. 
Thompson,  J.  V.  Gould,  and  M.  C.  Rice,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
but  an  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  by  the  stock- 
holders within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
an  election  shall  be  held  once  in  every  succeeding  year 
for  said  board  of.  directors;  but  all  directors  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualify. 
The  board  of  directors  may  make  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  st*id  corporation.  The  board  of  directors,  or 
any  three  of  them  named  in  this  act,  may  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  at  such  times  and  on  such  terms  as 
they  may  direct.  A  vacancy  in  the  board  of  directors 
may  be  filled  by  the  board  until  the  next  regular  election 
of  directors. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  is  empowered  to  own  real 
estate  sufficient  for  all  necessary  purposes  of  its  opera- 
tion, and  may  borrow  money  and  issue  its  bonds,  and  to 
secure  the  same  by  mortgaging  the  railway  and  all  of  its 
property:  Provided,  That  such  bonds  shall  not  exceed. in 
value  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation. 

§  6.  The  cars  to  be  used  on  said  street  railway  shall  not 
be  operated  by  steam  without  the  authority  and  consent 
of  the  common  council  oX  Paducah. 

§  7.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  State,  county,  and  municipal  purposes. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  315.  1874. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  sheriff  of  Cumberland  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  sixty-one  dollars  and  eighty  cents 
be  paid  to  the  sheriff  of  Cumberland  county  for  H.  M. 
Alexander;  and  the  Auditor  be  directed  to  issue  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasury  for  said  sum,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

T.  Henry,  and  their  sue-  *  general  powers' 
cessors  in  office,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Scott  circuit  court  shall  have  power  to 
adjudge  a  sale  of  that  portion  of  said  road  lying  between 
Georgetown  and  Oxford,  upon  petition  filed  by  the  direct- 
ors thereof,  alleging  that  its  tolls  will  not  pay  off  the  debts 
of  the  road,  after  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  setting 
out  all  the  debts  owing  by  said  road,  and  the  persons  to 
whom  they  are  owing. 

§  2.  All  the  creditors  of  the  road  shall  be  made  parties, 
plaintiff  or  defendant,  and  the  latter  shall  be  summoned 
as  provided  in  the  Code  of  Practice.  Before  the  judg- 
ment shall  be  entered,  proof  shall  be  made  to  the  court, 
either  by  depositions  or  otherwise,  establishing  the  truth 
of  the  allegations  of  the  petition. 

§  3.  That  the  purchaser  of  said  road  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  given  to  it  by  its 
charter,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  restric- 
tions, and  limitations  imposed  by  said  charter  or  the  laws 
of  the  State ;  and  said  purchaser  shall  hold  said  road  free 
from  all  indebtedness  heretofore  existing  against  said  turn- 
pike company.  . 

§  4.  That  the  Scott  county  court,  two  thirds  at  least  of 
the  justices  thereof  being  present,  and  a  majority  of  those 
present  concurring  therein,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  buy  said  road  at  said  sale /and  if  they  pur- 
chase the  same,  all  its  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises 
shall  belong  to  said  county,  to  be  managed  and  controlled 
by  said  court. 

§  5.  That  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  shall  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  road ;  and  if 
there  should  be  any  surplus,  alter  paying  said  indebted- 
ness, it  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  stockholders 
according  to  their  respective  amounts  of  stock ;  and"  if 
there  should  not  be  enough  to  pay  all  the  debts,  then  the 
proceeds  of  sale  shall  be  apportioned  pro  rata  among  the 
creditors  of  the  road.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an   act,  entitled  "An  act  to  reduce  into    one  all  acts 

in  relation  to  Barbourville." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  approved  February  2,  1871,  entitled 
"An  act  to  reduce  into  one  all  the  acts  concerning  the 
town  of  Barbourville,"  be  amended  viz:  The  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  fix  the  tax  for  coffee-house  license, 
or  any  other  license  to  sell  liquors,  at  any  sum  in  their 
discretion,  not  less  than  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500). 

$  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  town  to 
revoke  the  license  of  any  coffee-house  or  saloon-keeper 
upon  the  affidavits  of  two  responsible  witnesses  showing 
that  said  grocery,  saloon,  or  coffee-house  keeper  has  per- 
mitted any  game  of  chance,  for  profit  or  for  amusement,  to 
be  played  in  his  grocery,  saloon,  or  coffee-house,  or  has 
sold  or  given  liquor  of  any  sort  to  a  minor,  Or  permitted 
it  to  be  old  or  given  in  his  house  to  such  minor;  and  in 
addition  thereto,  to  the  said  liquor  dealer  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  damage  that  may  accrue  to  any  person  by 
reason  of  such  sale  of  whisky,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  or 
warrant  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this 
Commonwealth  at  the  suit  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  party  aggrieved. 

§  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  trus- 
tee who  is  at  the  time  a  vendor  of  ardent  spirits;  and  if 
one  of  the  trustees  should,  after  his  election,  become  a 
vendor  of  ardent  spirits,  his  office  shall  become  vacated, 
and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  fill  the  position 
as  in  other  cases  of  vacancy.

terest' thereon  ;  no  execution  ever  being  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  collecting  officer  to  enforce  the  collection  of 
sa id  judgment,  nor  no  execution  having  issued  on  the 
said  judgment  since  the  year  1867,  and  the  full  balance 
of  sl id  revenue  being  paid  up  on  the  18th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1867.  It  is  further  represented  to  this  General  As- 
sembly that  since  the  rendition  of  said  judgment  the  said 
Wiley  J.  Coffee  and  all  his  said  sureties  have  become 
hopelessly  insolvent,  except  two  ;  and  if  collection  of  said 
damages  and  interest  is  enforced,  the  two  solvent  sureties 
will  have  the  whole  burden  to  bear  and  be  left  without 
remedy  against  said  Coffee  or  their  co-sureties,  or  any 
one;  and  whereas,  doubts  exist  as  to  whether  limitation

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Petersburg  Cemetery  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky :  • 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Terrill,  I.  H.  McWethy,  James  Brad- 
ley, Charles  Schramm,  and  W.  E.  Grant,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  Peters- 
burg Cemetery  Company;  to  have  perpetual  succession  ; 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  against, 
in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere;  may 
establish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may 
deem,  expedient  for  the  government,  arrangement,  and 
election  of  its  officers,  make  and  alter  its  by-laws,  and  do 
all  other  things  and  acts  necessary  and  proper  for  effect- 
ing the  object  of  their  corporation,  which  is  to  provide  a 
repose  for  the  dead :  Provided,  however,  They  do  not  act 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
take  by  gift,  hold,  transfer,  and  sell,  exclusively  for  bury- 
ing purposes,  such  tract  or  tracts  of  land,  not  to  exceed 
ten  (10)  acres,  to  be  located  within  one  (1)  mile  of  the 
town  of  Petersburg,  which  shall  be  forever  free  from  any 
interlerence  of  turnpikes,  railroads,  or  other  public  im- 
provements, unless  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
directory.  May  improve  the  same  by  avenues,  walks, 
embellishments,  and  adornments;  may  subdivide  the 
grounds  in  suitable  lots  for  graves  or  vaults,  and  may 
sell  the  same  at  pleasure,  which  lots  shall  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  burial  purposes  and  no  other,  except  such 
portion  of  said  grounds  as  the  directors  may  see  fit  to  ap- 
propriate to  horticultural  purposes,  and  to  beautifying 
and  adorning  the  grounds;  and  said  tracts  or  lots  of  land 
are  hereby  forever  dedicated  and  set  apart,  to  be  held  by 
said  corporation,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  no  other.  Said  cemetery 
grounds  and  all  lots  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  forever  free 
from  attachment  or  sale  for  debt,  and  shall  be  forever  free 
from  State,  county,  railroad,  turnpike,  or  other  taxes  ;  and 
no  public  road  or  pass  way,  except  for  the  use  of  said 
cemetery,  shall  at  any  time  be  opened  through  or  over 
said  cemetery  grounds,  or  any  part  thereof. 

y  3.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  W.  H.  Terrill,  1.  H.  McWethy,  James  Bradley,  Chas. 
Schramm,  and  W.  E.  Gra/it,  acting  as  a  board  of  trustees, 
and  they  may  hold  office  and  continue  as  such  trus- 
tees until  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1875,  and  until  their 
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successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall     1874. 
put  up  a  written  notice  in  the  town  of  Petersburg  one 
week   before  the  time  of  each  election  for  trustees,  and 
the  elections  shall  take   place   on   the  first  Saturday  in 
April  of  each  year. 

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  elected  to  succeed  the  board  elec£™J5^5S! 
appointed  by  this  charter  shall  consist  of  six  (6)  male  of  changes.

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  elected  as  aforesaid  in  April,  and  mode  olr  iui-

qualification,  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  equal 
classes:  the  first  class  shall  go  out  of  office  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  April,  1876;  the  second  class  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  April,  1877;  the  third  class  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  April,  1878;  and  thereafter  one  third  of  the  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  go  out  of  office  every  year,  sub-  duties""* 
ject  to  re-election.  All  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board 
of  trustees  between  the  annual  elections  shall  be  filled 
until  that  day  by  the  board.  Failure  to  accept  the  office, 
and  qualify  within  four  weeks  after  being  elected,  death, 
resignation,  or  removal  from  Boone- county,  shall  vacate 
the  office  of  trustee.

When  the  title  of  a  lot  or  lots  is  invested  in  more  than 
one  person,  the  owners  shall  determine  which  of  them 
shall  cast  their  vote;  when  lots  are  owned  and  held  by 
decedent's  estate,  the  legal  representatives  of  such  de- 
cedents shall  be  the  proper  person  to  cast  the  votes  for 
such  estates.  The  officers  of  the  election  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  7.  Each  trustee,  before  entering  upon   the  duties  of  JS?*1** to ,afce 
his  office,  shall  make  oath,  before  some  officer  competent 
to  administer  the  same,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially discharge  the  duties  of  a  trustee  according  to  the 
best  of  his  abilities. 
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§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  cemetery  shall,  at 
all  times,  have  power  to  enter,  by  themselves  or  their 
agents,  upon  any  lot  or  lots  within  the  bounds  of  the 
cemetery  grounds ;  and  to  remove  therefrom  any  improper 
or  unseemly  monuments,  fixtures,  shrubbery,  trees,  or  other 
matter  which  may  be  placed  thereon  against  the  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  of  the  corporation. 

$  9.  That  should  any  person  go  inside  the  inclosed 
grounds  of  the  cemetery  company,  except  through  the 
gates  made  for  that  purpose,  or  go  therein  contrary  to  the 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
or  unlawfully  deface,  cut,  or  otherwise  injure  any  tomb- 
stone, tablet,  monument,  vault,  tree,  shrub,  flower,  or 
ornament  in  said  cemetery,  or  sit  uppn  the  graves,  walks, 
or  grounds  without  permission  of  the  sexton,  or  pass 
across  the  lots,  or  ride  or  drive  upon  the  walks  or  across 
the  grounds,  except  along  upon  the  avenues,  or  partici- 
pate in  boisterous  conversation  or  angry  discussions,  or 
use  profane  language,  or  without  right  and  consent  of 
the  board  of  trustees  or  their  agents  disinter  any  body 
buried  therein,  or  in  any  manner  violate  and  offend 
against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  against  any 
of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  said  corporation, 
enacted  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  conduct  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  cemetery  grounds,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  Mate,  besides  being  liable  to  an  in- 
dictment for  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  therefor  ac- 
cording to  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  said  company  shall 
be  entitled  to  recover  damages,  for  any  trespass  named  in 
this  act,  of  not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars.  All  actions  at  law  for  violations  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  laws  incorporating  the  company, 
and  any  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  said  cor- 
poration, shall  be  had  before  a  magistrate  of  Boone  coun- 
ty, the  presiding  judge  of  the  Boone  county  court,  or  the 
Boone  circuit  court,  in  the  name  of  the  Petersburg  Cem- 
etery Company;  and  all  fines  imposed  and  collected  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  and  shall  be  paid  over 
to  their  treasurer;  and  where  such  fines  shall  be  for  dam- 
ages committed  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  used  to  re- 
pair, as  far  as  possible,  the  injury  that  was  committed. 
The  sexton  of  said  cemetery  shall  have  full  power  to 
arrest  any  parties  charged  with  having  committed  any  of 
the  above  mentioned  misdemeanors,  and  bring  them  be- 
fore one  of  the  aforesaid  courts  to  be  tried. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Whereas,  Thomas  E.  Brown,  a  pauper,  was,  by  a  legal 
inquest,  found  to  be  a  lunatic,  in  Ohio  county,  and  was 
ordered  by  the  county  judge  of  said  Ohio  county  court  to 
the  Western  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Hopkinsville,  but  was 
failed  to  be  admitted  befcause  said  asylum  was  full ;  and 
on  account  of  his  condition,  and  being  no  other  place 
suitable,  he  was  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  poor-house  of 
said  county,  and  was  so  placed  there  on  the  13th  day  of 
May,  J 872,  and  has  been  an  inmate  of  said  poor-house 
ever  since,  and  to  the  present  date;  and  further,  said  lu- 
natic has  been  provided  by  said  county  court  with  suitable 
diet,  lodgings,  and  medical  attention  up  to  and  including 
this  date,  and  is  still  an  itimate  of  said  institution  ;  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Lite  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

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CHAPTER  336. 

AN  .ACT  to  amtud   the  charter  of  the  town. of  Mt.  Carmel,  in    Fleming 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
compel  the  owners  of  town  lots  in  said  town  to  grade  and 
pave  a  footwalk  in  front  of  their  lots  with  good  brick  or 
rock,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  trustee*,  taking 
into  consideration  the  ability  of  the  owners  to  pay ;  the 
footwalk  not  to  be  less  than  eight  feet  wide,  and  when, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees,  it  is  necessary  to  repair  the 
pavements  already  made;  and  if  the  owner  of  any  lot 
shall  fail  or  refuse,  after  reasonable  notice  is  given  to  him 
or  her  by  said  trustees,  to  make  or  repair  said  pavement 
or  footwalk,  the  trustees  may  cause  the  same  to  be  made 
or  repaired,  and  receive  the  expenses  thereof  by  suit  from 
the  owner  of  the  lot,  and  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  lot 
for  the  amount'expended  in  making  or  repairing  the  pave- 
ment or  sidewalk.  If  the  owner  of  any  lot,  before  which 
the  trustees  may  cause  the  improvement  in  this  section 
above  specified  to  be  made,  shall  not  reside  in  Mount 
Carmel,  then  the  notice  required  by  this  section  shall  be 
served  upon  him  in  writing,  delivered  to  him,  or  posted 
in  two  public  places  in  said  town  for  one  month.  The 
notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board. 

y  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  authority  to  pass  and 
enforce  an  ordinance  to  prevent  hogs  and  cattle  from 
running  at  large  in  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town.

Whereas,  W.  R.  Stringer  was  duly  appointed  and  qual- 
ified as  a  committee  for  John  W.  Dunford,  a  pauper 
lunatic,  and  was,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  allowed

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  in  favor  of  W.  R.  Stringer, 
of  Livingston  county,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  for  the  benefit  ot  the  Stoner  Mouth  Presbyterian 

Church,  Bourbon  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Stoner  Mouth  Presbyterian  Church,  Bourbon  county,"  ap- 
proved March  12th,  1873,  the  trustees  appointed  by  said 
act  having  failed  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  by  said 
act,  in  consequence  of  there  being  a  large  graveyard  on 
said  church  property,  which  would  be  left  unprotected, 
be,  and  the  same  is,  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  That  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the 
Stoner  Mouth  congregation,  the  said  congregation  being 
dissolved  and  the  property  abandoned,  shall  vest  in  Willis 
Collins,  James  H.  Ardery,  and  John  I.  Moore,  as  trustees 
for  the  graveyard  on  the  said  church  lot.  The  said  trus- 
tees shall  proceed  to  sell  and  convey  all  the  vacant  land 
outside  of  the  present  limits  of  the  graveyard,  and  with 
the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  and  the  money  arising  from  the 
sale  of  the  ruins  of  the  old  church  building,  shall  inclose 
said  graveyard  with  a  substantial  stone  wall. 

§  2.  That  the  sale  of  the  ruins  of  the  old  church  build- 
ing made  by  Willis  Collins  to  T.  £.  Moore  be  confirmed  ; 
and  the  trustees  are  authorized  to  collect  the  money  for 
said  sale,  and  use  it  as  directed  in  section  one  of  this  act; 
and  should  there  be  any  surplus  of  money  left,  after  build- 
ing the  wall,  the  trustees  shall  account  to  the  Bourbon 
county  court  for  the  same,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
said  court,  invest  the  same  in  county  bonds,  or  loan  the 
money  with  good  security,  and  shall  annually,  from  the 
interest  arising  therefrom,  have  said  graveyard  cleaned 
up  and  repair  the  walls.

$  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  State  is  herebv  directed  to 
issue  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  said 
William  Durrett  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  thir- 
teen dollars  and  fifty  cents,  being  for  the  support  of  said 
pauper  lunatic  from  March  28,  1872,  to  October  15th,  1873.

druggists,  livery  stable-keepers,  tobacco-buyers  and  ste tu- 
rners, draymen,  teamsters,  doctors,  lawyers,  tinners,  shoe- 
makers, blacksmiths,  carpenters,  painters,  coopers,  and  all 
other  kinds  of  business  done  in  said  town,  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  are  authorized  to  raise  money  in  their  char- 
ter; and  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  full  power  to 
regulate,  tax,  control,  or  prohibit  the  liquor  traffic  in  said 
town ;  but  all  ordinances  and  regulations  on  the  subject 
shall  be  uniform  and  equal.

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  forty  dollars 
and  seventy-nine  cents  in  favor  of  Harvey  Barlow,  com- 
mittee of  Robert  Barlow,  colored  pauper  idiot  of  Hart 
county,  for  the  support  of  said  idiot  from  the  6th  day  of 
January,  1873,  to  the  28th  day  of  October,  1873. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  377. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  commissioners  of  the  turnpike  fnnd  in  Henry

by  law  to  execute  the  same,  and  that  said  authority  shall 
be  indorsed  on  the  process. 

§  3.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  judge  and  marshal  of 
the  town  of  Independence  shall  extend  over  said  town, 
and  one  mile  beyond  and  outside  of  the  limits  of  said  town.

the  said  town  of  Concord  is  situated.

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the  persons  subscribing  the  same  shall  have  the  right  to 
organizevthe  said  company,  and  to  exercise  all  the  rights 
conferred  upon  the  same  by  its  charter. 

§  3.  That  so  much  of  the  said  charter  of  the  said  Ohio 
River  Valley  Railroad  Company  as  is  in  conflict  with  these 
amendments  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.   *

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Planters1  Bank  of  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  Planters'  Bank  of  Kentucky  shall  be 
under  the  control  and  direction  of  seven  directors  instead 
of  five  ;  and  that  the  present  board  of  directors  shall  elect 
two  directors  to  serve  until  the  next  regular  election,  and 
afterwards  the  said  board  shall  be  elected  in  the  same 
manner  and  have  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  the 
charter  of  said  bank. 

§  2.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive 
subscriptions  for  so  many  of  the  shares  of  the  stock  of 
said  bank,  prescribed  by  the  charter  of  said  bank,  remain- 
ing unsold,  as  they  may  at  any  time  choose  to  sell ;  and 
the  calls  on  said  subscriptions  shall  be  paid  in  such  time 
and  manner  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors. Said  subscriptions,  however,  shall  be  paid  in  install- 
ments of  not  less  than  five  dollars  per  month  on  each 
share  of  stock  so  subscribed  for ;  and  should  any  of  the 
subscribers  fail  to  pay  for  their  subscriptions  of  stock,  the 
same  may  be  forfeited  or  resold  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  original  charter  of  said  bank. 

§  3.  Said  bank  may  pay  interest  on  deposits  of  gold, 
silver,  bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawful 
circulation  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner 
and  at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceeding 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
depositors  by  special  or  general  contract. . 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  N.  Sweeney,  Clinton  Griffith,  of  Daviess 
Corporators*  county ;  W.  S.  Grant,  of  Kenton  county;  and  Joseph  H. 
SwA'^orate  Lewis,  Samuel  H.  Boles,  W.  H.  Botts,  and  John   Lewis, 
jr.,  of  Barren  county,  and  their  associates,  successors, 
,  and   assigns,  be,  and  they  are   hereby,  created  and   con- 

stituted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  Owensboro,  Glasgow,  and  Tennessee  Railroad

same  ;  may  cross  streams  and  roads,  and  change  the  roads 
when  necesssary,  and  may  construct  tunnels  and  bridges, 
provided  said  bridge  or  bridges  shall  not  materially  and 
continually  obstruct  the  navigation  of  navigable  streams; 
and  they  may  fix  scales  and  weights. 

§  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  may  agree  with  Mayaneeand 
the  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  stone,  timber,  and  other  foj  'JaV^&c™ 
materials  or  improvements  which  may  be  granted  for  the  ji^5arytobuil<» 
construction  or  repair  of  said  or  any  of  their  works,  for 
the  purchase  in  fee-simple,  or  the  use  and  occupation 
of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  of  them  be  ajeme  covert,  under  age,  or 
non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  where  the  property 
may  lie,  application  may  be  made  to  the  county  court  of 
any  county  through  which  it  i*  proposed  to  run  said  road, 
and  such  court  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  county  and  one  an  en- 
gineer of  said  company,  who  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  to 
discharge  their  duties  under  this  act  to  the  best  of  their 
ability;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners 
to  view  the  land  or  materials  required,  and  fix  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  which  the  owners  may  be  entitled, 
and  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  county  court 
clerk  a  report  in  writing,  particularly  describing  the  land 
or  material  valued,  and  the  interest  and  duration  of  in- 
terest valued,  and  the  amount  of  damages  assessed.  The 
report  of  the  commissioners  shall  give  the  name  of  the 
owner,  and  state  whether  such  owner  is  a  resident  of  the 
county  or  not,  and  whether  a  feme  covert  or  infant,  or  non- 
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1874.  sane  person.  The  clerk  shall  receive  such  report  and  file 
the  same,  indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  being  filed;  and 
if  the  owner  reside  in  the  county,  he  shall  forthwith  issue 
a  summons  against  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  to 
appear  and  show  cause  why  the  report  shall  not  be  con- 
firmed, which  summons  shall  be  forthwith  executed  by 
the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose  hands  it  may  be 
placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in  the  county  court, 
and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said  court  commencing 
not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  service  of  summons.  If 
the  owner  is  not  a  resident  of  said  county,  the  court  shall, 
at  the  first  term  after  the  report  is  filed,  appoint  an  attor- 
ney to  defend  for  such  owner,  who  may  file  exceptions  at 
any  time  not  later  than  the  following  term ;  and  upon  ex- 
ceptions being  filed  by  the  owner  or  his  or  her  attorney, 
or  by  the  company,  the  court  shall  forthwith  award  a  writ 
of  ad  quod  damnum,  as  provided  in  chapter  ninety-four  of 
the  General  Statutes  in  respect  to  "  Roads  and  Pass- 
ways/'  and  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  pro- 
vided for  in  said  chapter,  to  ascertain  the  damages,  except 
that  said  railroad  company  shall  pay  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed;  and  in  case  the  amount  ot  damages  found 
by  the  jury  shall  exceed  that  reported  by  the  commission- 
ers, the  whole  cost  of  the  proceedings;  otherwise  said 
company  shall  pay  only  the  costs  accruing  up  to  the  time 
of  the  order  directing  a  jury  to  be  summoned.  Upon  the 
return  of  the  inquest  of  damages  by  the  jury,  and  the 
payment  thereof  and  the  costs  as  aforesaid,  or  the  tender 
of  the  same  or  deposit  in  court,  said  company  is  author- 
ized and  empowered,  at  the  end  of  thirty  days,  unless  an 
appeal  be  prosecuted,  to  enter  upon  the  land  and  take 
possession  of  the  property  as  though  the  same  had,  in  the 
first  instance,  been  conveyed  to  him  voluntarily  :  Pro- 
vided, That  no  more  land  than  one  hundred  feet  in  width 
shall  be  condemned  for  the  use  of  the  track  of  said  road; 
but  if  said  company  shall  file  in  said  court  the  affidavit  of 
an  engineer  that  more  than  said  width  ol  land  is  required 
for  switches,  turnouts,  buildings,  or  other  purposes,  and 
accompany  said  affidavit  with  a  map  or  diagram  and 
description  of  the  same,  then  the  requisition  shall  be  for 
such  quantity. 

§  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company

of  years,  and  hold  any  other  said  road  in  this  State;  and 
in  order  to  complete  and  effectuate  such  purchase  or  lease, 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase,  condemn,  or  cancel 
any  outstanding  bonds  or  indebtedness  of  such  other  com- 
pany, or  bonds  issued  by  any  county,  city,  or  town  in  aid 
of  the  construction  thereof.     That  said  company  may  con- 
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nect  its  said  road  with  the  road  or  branch  of  any  other  1874. 
road;  and  may  consolidate,  and  make  running  and  oper- 
ating arrangements  with  any  other  railroad  company, 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  contract- 
ing parties;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  franchises  and 
subscriptions  of  stock  granted  and  subscribed  to  any  other 
railroad  company  to  be  assigned,  transferred,  and  belong 
to  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  in  case  of  a  pur- 
chase or  lease  hy  it  of  such  other  road,  as  fully  and  effect- 
ually as  if  originally  given,  granted,  and  conferred  by  act 
of  the  General  Assembly.

directors  may  direct.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of 
the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  issued  as  afore- 
said, said  company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust,  conveying  said  railroad,  and  its  property  and  its  fran- 
chises, to  a  trustee  or  trustees,  and  to  secure  the  holders 
of  such  bonds  with  such  covenants  and  stipulations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  and  object  of  its 
execution. 

§  15.  That  if  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  shall  be  fore-      stipulations  in 
closed  by  legal  proceedings,  such  foreclosure  shall  be  for  JJJgJJ;  ^^ 
the  benefit  of  all  the  holders  of  bonds  secured  by  its  pro-  «a«e- 
visions.     Upon  such  foreclosures  the  president  shall  make 
a  correct  list  of  all  bonds  secured  by  such  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust  which  have  been  sold,  and  verify  it  by  his 
affidavit,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  court  where  such  pro- 
ceedings are  authorized  to  be  had.    Such  foreclosure  shall 
not  take  place  until  ninety  days  after  publication  of  notice 
of  the  commencement  of  proceedings  to  that  end  shall 
have  been  made  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in 
Kentucky.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  Princeton  Col- 
lege," approved  February  20th,  1860,  and  to  confer  certain  powers  on  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Princeton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Prince-  Ma^purchase 
ton  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  ton  College. 
to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  donation,  or  otherwise,  stock 
in  Princeton  College,  located  in  the  town  of  Princeton,  in 
this  State ;  which  stock,  when  so  acquired,  shall  be  owned, 
held,  and  controlled  by  said  board  of  trustees,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  town  forever,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  of  said  college.  The  transfers  of  said  stock 
to  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  recorded  in  office  of 
clerk  of  Caldwell  county  court,  as  well  as  noted  of  record 
in. books  of  board  of  trustees  of  said  college.

on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  property  in  said 
town,  subject  to  taxation  for  municipal  purposes,  and 
belonging  to  white  persons  ;  and  a  tax  of  not  exceeding 
three  dollars  on  each  white  male  citizen  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age;  but  such  tax  shall  not  be  collected 
until  the  order,  resolution,  or  ordinances  levying  same 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  white  voters  of  said  town,  qual- 
ified to  vote  under  the  common  school  laws,  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this 
act. 

§  4.  All  taxes  levied  under  this  act  shall,  unless  other-,

and  before  proceeding  to  collect  same,  he  shall,  with  good 
and  sufficient  surety,  execute  bond  for  the  faithful  col- 
lecting and  paying  over  of  same,  as  may  be  ordered  by 
said  board  of  trustees  ;  such  bond  to  be  taken,  approved, 
and  preserved  as  provided  by  law  in  case  of  official  bond 
of  said  marshal:  Provided,  Said  board  of  trustees  may 
appoint  a  special  collector  of  said  tax,  who  shall  execute 
bond  in  same  manner  as  would  be  required  of  the  town 
marshal  should  he  collect  same.  The  officer  collecting 
such  tax  shall  be  compensated  as  provided  by  law  for 
compensation  to  town  marshal  of  said  town  for  collection 
of  town  tax. 
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§  5.  After  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  1874.

of  said  college,  which  election  shall  be  held  and  the  poll- 
books  compared  in  all  respects  as  required  by  law  in  case 
of  elections  held  under  charter  of  said  town.  And  the 
seven  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  declared  elected.  Said  board  of  trustees  so  elected 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  and 
after  the  time  of  such  election,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  And  every  two  years  after 
such  election  a  similar  election  shall  be  held  for  the  elec- 
tion of  trustees  of  said  college;  but  until  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  acquired,  as  aforesaid, 
all  the  stock  in  said  Princeton  College,  the  election  for 
trustees  shall  be  had  by  the  stockholders,  as  now  pro- 
vided ;  and  at  such  election  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  may  vote  such  stock  as  they  may  have  acquired  or 
control.

and  at  such  first  election,  after  passage  of  this  act,  seven 
trustees  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  organize  and  elect  offi- 
cers of  their  board  as  provided  in  fourth  section  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment :  Provided  always.  That 
hereafter  not  more  than  two  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  college  shall  be  members  of  any  one  re- 
ligious denomination  or  sect. 

6  7  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Prince-  Board  has  charge 
ton  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  nances- 
trustees  of  Princeton  College  all  taxes  levied  and  collected 
for  the  benefit  of  said  college ;  and  the  treasurer  shall 
hold  and  pay  out  same  under  order  and  direction  of  the 
board  of  trustees ;  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  same  on  his  bond. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  college  shall  have 
control  of  the  prudential  and  financial  affairs  of  same; 
and  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  of  appointing  teach- 
ers, fixing  salaries,  regulation  of  school  discipline,  course 
of  study,  examinations,  and  other  matters  of  regulation 
and  appointment.

CHAPTER  389. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  ad  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  Jamestown 
justices'  district,  in  Campbell  county,  to  issue  bonds." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  a  por- 
tion of  the  Jamestown  magisterial  district  to  issue  bonds 
for  the  purchase  of  the  Newport  and  Dayton  Turnpike 
Road,  and  to  bridge  Taylor's  creek,"  approved  March  — , 
1873,  be  so  amended  that. the  boundary  of  said  district 
shall  be  as  follows,  to-wit:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of 
Taylor's  creek;  thence  south  with  said  creek  as  it  mean- 
ders to  Covert  Run  Turnpike  Road;  thence  east  wardly  with 
said  road  to  a  point  where  the  east  line  of  the  Bellevue  or 
house  tract  of  General  James  Taylor,  deceased,  intersects 
the  same;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  southeastern 
corner  of  the  corporation  of  Dayton,  formerly  called 
Jamestown;  thence  northwardly  with  said  eastern  line 
of  Dayton  to*  the  Ohio  river;  thence  westwardly  with 
said  Ohio  river,  as  it  meanders,  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning :  Provided  further.  That  only  the  real  estate  shall  be 
subject  within  said  boundary  to  taxation,  and  no  other 
species  of  property. 

§  2.  That  the  original  act,  with  the  amendment,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  at  the 
August  election,  1874,  upon  the  same  conditions  as  spec- 
ified in  the  original  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Said  dam  shall  not  exceed  two  feet  in  height 
above  low  water  mark,  and  in  nowise  shall  obstruct  the 
crossing  of  said  river  at  Hatter's  ford,  or  the  rafting  or 
floating  of  logs  or  lumber  down  said  stream. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  391. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  T.  Sullinger,  sheriff  of  Carroll  louniy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  T.  Sullinger,  sheriff  of  Carroll  county, 
having  paid  into  the  Treasury  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  dollars  and  eighty  eight  cents  ($123  88),  being  the

Whereas,  The  Warsaw  Turnpike  Road  was,  by  the 
direction  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
located  sixty  feet  in  width,  with  a  grade  of  twenty-six 
feet  wide,  and  metal  thereon  sixteen  feet  wide,  as  tar  as 
Vera  Cruz,  in  Gallatin  county  ;  and  from  Vera  Cruz  bridge 
to  Eagle  creek,  in  said  county,  the  grade  was  directed  to 
be  twenty-two  feet  wide  and  macadamized  nine  feet  in 
width  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  turnpike  road  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
located  and  established  sixty  feet  in  width,  with  the  same 
width  of  grade  and  metal  as  hereto  directed  and  estab- 
lished by  the  president  and  directors  as.  *et  out  in  the 
aforesaid  preamble;  and  the  said  turnpike  company,  or 
their  lessees,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  use 
any  timber,  stone,  or  dirt,  or  any  material  fit  for  their 
uSe,  in  repairing,  and  keeping  said  road  in  repair,  which 
may  be  embraced  within  the  sixty  feet  as  thus  located,  so 
long  as  said  road  may  be  continued  by  said  company  or 
their  lessees. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  turnpike  company 
and  their  lessees  to  demand  and  receive  for  travel  on  said 
road  the  following  rate  of  toll,  to- wit :  For  every  man  and 
horse  traveling  four  miles,  five  cents ;  for  every  horse  and 
buggy  traveling  four  miles,  ten  cents  ;  for  every  buggy  and 
two  horses  traveling  four  miles,  fifteen  cents;  for  every  car- 
riage and  two  horses  traveling  four  miles,  twenty-five  cents; 
for  every  wagon  or  cart  and  two  horses  or  two  oxen  trav- 
eling four  miles,  ten  cents  ;  for  every  wagon  or  cart  and 
four  horses  or  four  oxen  traveling  four  miles,  fifteen  cents; 
for  every  wagon  or  cart  and  six  horses  or  six  oxen  traveling 
four  miles,  twenty  cents;  for  every  horse,  mule,  jack,  or 
head  of  cattle  traveling  lour  miles,  three  cents  ;  for  every 
hog  or  sheep  traveling  four  miles,  one  half  cent;  for  every 
horse-cart  traveling  four  miles,  seven  cents  ;  and  for  any 
distances  of  travel  on  said  road,  be  the  same  greater  or 
less,  through  or  between  the  toll-gate,  the  same  rates  are 
to  be  charged  as  aforesaid  in  proportion  to  the  distance 
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1874.  traveled;  and  for  persons  traveling  to  or  from  the  John- 
son or  Napoleon  dirt  road  over  said  turnpike  to'  or  from 
the  town  of  Warsaw,  the  aid  company  or  their  lessees 
may  have,  demand,  and  collect  the  following  rates  of  toll, 
to- wit:  For  going  and  returning  for  man  and  horse,  one 
cent;  forgoing  and  returning  for  buggy  and  horse,  two 
cents;  for  going  and  returning  for  buggy  and  two  horses, 
three  cents  ;  for  going  and  returning »for  carriage  and  two 
horses,  five  cents  ;  for  going  and  returning  for  wagon  or 
cart  and  two  hordes  or  two  oxen,  two  and  one  half  cents;  for 
going  and  returning  for  wagon  or  cart  and  four  horses  or 
lour  oxen,  three  cents  ;  for  going  and  returning  for  wagon 
or  cart  and  six  horses  or  six  oxen,  four  cents;  for  going 
and  returning  for  each  hog  or  sheep,  one  eighth  of  a  cent ; 
for  going  and  returning  for  horse,  mule,  jack,  or  head  of 
cattle,  one  fourth  of  a  cent;  for  going  and  returning  for  } 

each  horse-cart  and  horse,  two  cents. 

§  3.  That  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  pres- 
ident and  directors  of  said  road  shall  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  in  office 
are  elected  and  qualified.  Each  stockholder  in  said  com- 
pany shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  said  officers  for 
each  share  of  stock  they  may  own. 

§  4.  If  any  person  Qr  persons  shall  defraud  or  attempt 
to  defraud  the  company,  or  lessees  thereof,  by  going 
around  its  toll-gate  or  traveling  between  the  same,  or 
through  the  farms  adjoining  or  contiguous  to  said  road, 
or  in  any  other  manner  attempt  to  evade  the  payment  of 
toll  or  lessen  the  amount  of  tolls  fairly  payable  by  them, 
according  to  the  rate  aforesaid,  for  each  and  every  such 
offense  they  shall  be  fined  rn  a  sUm  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  on  a  warrant  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  to  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  it 
may  be  recovered  on  a  warrant  issued  in  the  name  of 
said  company  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  same;  and  a 
capias  may  issue  to  recover  said  fine  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth 

§  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  chapter  one  hundred  and 
ten,  General  Statutes,  entitled  "  Turnpike,  Gravel,  and 
Plank  Koads,"  and  the  laws  and  provisions  thereof,  shall 
be,  and  the  same  are,  made  applicable  to  the  turnpike 
road  of  said  company,  so  far  as  the  same  does  not  conflict 
with  the  original  and  amended  charter  of  said  company, 
but  no  further. 

§  0.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage thereof.

of  which  shall  constitute  a  fund  for  the  education  of  the 
colored  children  resident  in  said  city.

§  16.  That  any  person  who  votes  in  said  town  at  any 
town  election  therein,  who  is  not  qualified  to  vote  by  this 
act,  or  who  attempts  to  exercise  the  duties  of  any  office  to 
which  he  is  ineligible  by  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before 
the  Owingsville  police  court.

§  1.  That  every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  an  exec- 

officerstotake  utive,  judicial,  or  other  office,  under  this  act,  shall,  before 

same  recorded  by  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe 

clerk.  an  oatn  before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  an 

oath,  to  faithfully  and  impartially,  and  to  the  best  of  his 
ability,  execute  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  to  be  faithful 
and  true  to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  espec- 
ially those  pertaining  to  said  town  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  to  file  said  oaths  in  his  office  as  a  part  of 
the  record  thereof. 

§  2.  That  the  marshal  shall,  previous  to  entering  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  good 
and  solvent  sureties,  before,  and  to  be  approved  by  the 
Bath  county  court,  under  the  same  restrictions  and  re- 
quirements of  the  law  as  in  case  of  sheriffs.  The  clerk 
of  the  said  court  shall  file  said  bonds  in  his  office,  aud 
preserve  the  same  among  the  records  thereof. 

§  3.  The  clerk  of  said  town  shall  also  execute  bond, 
cierk  to  execute  with  two  or  more  good  and  solvent  sureties,  before  the 
Bath  county  court,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
conditioned  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  his  duties 
under  this  act,  and  pay  over  any  money  which  may  come 
to  his  hands  as  treasurer  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
thereto,  and  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  council 
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of  Owingsville.  Slid  bond  shall  also  be  filed  by  the  clerk 
.  of  said  court  in  his  office,  and  preserved  among  the  records 
thereof.  All  fees  of  the  county  court  clerk  under  this  act 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  town  treasury.  The  town  cjerk 
shall  pay  out  no  money  in  his  hands  hs  treasurer,  except 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  mayor,  in  pursuance  of  the  orders 
of  the  council ;  and  said  clerk  shall,  annually,  in  the  month 
of  January,  prior  to  the  annual  election,  make  out  and 
publish  in  some  newspaper  of  the  town,  or  if  none,  in  at 
least  one  hundred  printed  handbills,  a  full  and  complete 
statement  of  all  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures,  license 
fees,  or  other  moneys  which  have  come  to  his  hands  as 
treasurer  of  said  town  up  to  and  including  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  in  the  preceding  year,  and  of  all  dis- 
bursements by  him,  to  whom  made,  and  for  vvhat  pur- 
pose ;  and  any  balance  in  his  hands  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office  shall  be  paid  over  to  his  successor.  He 
shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  town,  and  keep 
an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in 
such  manner  as  the  council  may  direct,  which  account 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  mayor  and 
councilmen. 

§  4.  That  the  clerk,  as  assessor,  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  which  the  council  may  prescribe  in  relation  to  the 
assessing  of  property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  taxes 
imposed  by  the  council. 

$  5.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  if  there  be 
one;  make  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
council,  at  whose  meetings  it  shall  be  his  and  the  mar- 
shal's and  attorney's  duty  to  attend  ;  and  copies  of  all 
papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the 
records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council,  certified  by 
him,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  6.  The  mayor  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the 
council,  and  in  case  of  a  tie,  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 
He  may  call  meetings  of  the  council  when,  in  his  opinion, 
the  interests  of  the  town  demand  it,  or  any  three  council- 
men,  or  any  five  voters,  in  writing,  require  it;  and  it  shall 
be  his  further  duty  to  see  that  all  ordinances,  rules,  regu- 
lations, and  by-laws  of  the  town  are  faithfully  executed. 
He  shall  have  power  to  perform  the  duties  of  police  judge 
in  all  criminal  and  penal  actions  under  the  general  or 
town  laws  when  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  police 
judge,  or  when  the  said  judge  is  absent,  sick,  or  unable 
to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office  from  other  cause  ;  he 
shall  have  the  same  fees  allowed  the  judge  in  such  cases, 
and  shall  account  for  all  moneys  received  for  fines  as  is 
required  of  the  police  judge.

§  3.  That  the  said  police  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record, 
and  the  judge  thereof  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  same;  and 
certified  copies  of  the  records  of  said  court,  over  the  sig- 
nature of  the  judge,  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  of  this 
Commonwealth.  Said  court  shall  have  no  appellate  ju- 
risdiction; and  all  judgments  of  said  court,  in  criminal 
and  penal  cases,  under  the  general  laws,  where  the  fine

The 
process  in  civil  cases,  or  in  criminal  and  penal  cases, 
under  the  general  laws,  may  be  returnable  to  said  police 
court,  or  to  any  magistrate  of  said  county  ;  but  in  cases 
pertaining  to  a  violation  of  a  town  ordinance,  the  process 
must  be  made  returnable  to  said  police  court.  The  mar- 
shal shall  execute  all  process  from  said  court,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  party  or  his  attorney  in  whose  behalf 
the  same  is  procured,  which  direction  may  be  verbal. 

§  5.  That  all  fines,  penalties,  or  forfeitures  imposed  by, 
or  arising  from,  cases  instituted  in  said  police  court,  shall, 
when  collected,  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury. 

§  6.  The  defendant  shall  have  the  right  to  replevy,  for

intoxication,  in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  have  been  caused 
by  selling  or  giving  such  liquors  by  the  principal  in  such 
bond,  or  his  agents  or  employees. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  get  intoxi-  ^^J^** ** 
cated.  .Any  person  found  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars. Any  person  convicted  of  intoxication  shall  be  re- 
quired, upon  the  trial,  to  designate  the  person  or  persons 
from  whom  'the  liquor,  in  whole  or  part,  was  obtained. 
In  default  of  so  designating  such  person,  he  or  she  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  fine  above  mentioned,  as  a  part  of  his 
or  her  punishment  for  the  offense,  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  one  day  nor  more  than  ten  days, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court.

of  such  person,  for  all  damages  and  exemplary  damages. 
A  married  woman  shall  have  the  same  right  to  bring 
suit,  and  control  the  same,  and  the  amount  recovered,  as  a 
feme  sole  ;  and  all  damages  recovered  by  a  minor  under  this 
act  shall  be  paid,  either  to  such  minor  or  to  his  or  to  her 
parent,  guardian,  or  next  friend,  as  the  court  shall  direct.

tober, 1873,  believing  that  she  would  be  received  at  said 
asylum;  and  when  he  offered  said  lunatic  to  said  asy- 
lum she  was  admission  therein  by  the  superintendent 
thereof  by  reason  of  there  being  no  provision  made  at 
said  asylum  for  the  reception  of  pauper  colored  lunatics; 
and  said  Nethercutt  had  to  rect>nvey  said  lunatic  back  to 
Carter  county,  Kentucky;  and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts has  refused  him  payment  therefor,  he  being  enti- 
tled to  pay;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
Allowed  #7S».   hereby,  directed  and  authorized  ito  draw  his  warrant  on 

the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Stephen  Nethercutt  for  the  sum

of, the  rate  of  interest,  and  the  maturity  of  bonds,  shall 
all  be  included  in  the  proposition  submitted  to  the  vote  of 
the  people. 

§5.  Upon  the  application,  in  writing,  by  the  said  Mt.  Lexington  may 
Sterling  Coal  Road  Company,  through  its  proper  officers,  takestock- 
expressed  to  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  of  said  city  may,  by 
proper  ordinances  and  proceedings,  pledge  the  credit  of 
the  said  city  to  and  guarantee  the  payment  by  said  city 
of  the  mortgage  bonds  of  said  Mt.  Sterling  Coal  Road 
Company,  and  interest  thereon,  to  an  amount  not  exceed-

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3 874.  an(J  ^  *s  ^ere^y»  authorized  and  empowered  to  draw 
from  the  State  Treasury  the  amount  and.  bonded  surplus 
of  school  fund  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  his 
county,  upon  being  directed  so  to  do  by  order  of  hia 
county  court ;  but  before  such  order  shall  be  made  by 
court,  the  commissioner  shall  execute'  covenant  to  the 
Commonwealth,  with  surety  worth  at  least  double  the 
amount  to  be  drawn,  that  he  will  safely  keep,  invest,  or 
pay  out,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  fund  for  common 
school  purposes  in  his  county  as  the  court  of  claims  for 
his  county  may  order;  which  covenantshall  be  executed  in 
and  approved  by  the  county  court,  and  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  said  court ;  and  for  any  breach  of  the  bond  the 
county  court,  or  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved,  may 
maintain  an  action  thereon. 

§  2.  Upon  the  written  order  of  the  commissioner,  ac- 
companied by  a  copy  of  the  order  of  his  county  court 
directing  him  to  draw  said  fund,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Auditor  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for 
the  full  amount  of  such  surplus  due  or  belonging  to  the 
countyof  the  commissioner  so  ordering  the  same.

Lang,  Bernard  Axer,  and  Paul  Gstrein,  and  their'  asso- 
ciates) successors,  and  assigns,  be  incorporated  under  the 
name  German  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  Cov- 
ington ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, may  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded;

and  bound  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  4.  That  every  person  who  shall  become  a  member  of  Members  insuring 
said  company,  by  effecting  insurance  therein,  shall,  before  to execute  notes- 
he  receives  his  policy,  deposit  his  promissory  note  for  such 
sum  of  money  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  dfrectors,  a 
part,  not  less  than  twenty  per  cent,  of  which  said  note, 
shall  be  immediately  paid,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging 
the  incidental  expenses  of  said  company;  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  insurance  the  said  note,  or  such 
part  of  the  same  as  shall  remain  unpaid  after  deducting 
all  losses  and  expenses  accruing  during  said  term,  shall 
be  relinquished  and  given  up  to  the  signer  thereof. 

§  5.  That  every  member  of  said  company  shall  be,"  and  llJ^lbers  t0  pay

§  10.  That  when  any  house  or  building  shall  be  alien- 
ated, by  sale  or  otherwise,  the  policy  shall  thereupon  be 
void,  and  be  surrendered  to  the  directors  of  said  company 
to  be  canceled  ;  and  upon  such  surrender  the  insured  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  his,  her,  or  their  deposit  note  upon' 
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the  payment  of  his,  her,  or  their  proportion  of  all  losses 
and  expenses  that  have  accrued  prior  to  such  surrender : 
Provided,  That  the  alienee  or  grantee  having  the  policy 
assigned  to  him  may  have  the  same  satisfied  or  con- 
firmed to  him  for  his  own  proper  use  and  benefit,  upon 
application. to  the  directors,  and  with.their  consent,  within 
thirty  days  next  after  such  alienation,  on. giving  proper 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  directors  for  such  por- 
tion of  the  deposit  or  premium  notes  as  re  mam  unpaid;

§  11.  That  if  any  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  house 
or  building  by  the  proprietors  thereof,  after  insurance  has 
been  made  thereon  with  said  company,  whereby  it  maybe 
exposed  to  greater  risk  or  hazard  from  fire  than  it  was  at 
the  time  it  was  insured,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the 
insurance  made  upon,  such  house  or  building  shall  be 
void,  unless  an  additional  premium  or  deposit  note,  after 
such  alteration,  be  settled  with  and  paid  to  the  said 
directors  or  their  agents ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  obliga- 
tory upon  said  directors  or  their  agents,  after  due  notice 
of  said  alteration  shall  have  been  given  by  said  propri- 
etors, and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the 
aid  directors  or  their  agents,  to  fix  without  delay  the 
amount  of  said  additional  premium  and  deposit  note;

which  insurance  was  made  shall  have  expired  ;  and  at 
the  expiration  thereof  the  insured  shall  have  a  right  to 
demand  and  receive  such  part  of  said  retained  sum  or 
sums  as  have  not  been  expended  in  losses  and  assess- 
ments. 

§  13.  That  if  insurance  on  any  house,  building,  or  prop- 
erty, shall  be  and  subsist  in  said  company,  and  in  any 
other  office,  or  from  and  by  any  other  person  or  persons

CHAPTER  439.

Assembly  that  Esom  Bowling,  charged  with  murder,  and 
Washington  Nunn,  charged  with  grand  larceny,  were  con- 
fined in  the  Laurel  county  jail,  and,  without  any  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  John  II.  Carrier,  then  jailer,  effected 
their  escape  from  said  jail,  the  jail  being  a  good  jail ; 
and  whereas,  said  Carrier,  fearing  that  said  prisoners 
could  not  be  again  arrested  and  a  conviction  had  unless 
a  reward  was  then  offered,  offered  a  reward  of  two  hund- 
red and  twenty-five  dollars,  which  secured  the  arrest  and 
delivery  of  said  prisoners  to  the  said  jailer,  and  they 
were  afterward  convicted  on  said  charge  and  sent  to  the 
State  penitentiary,  and  the  said  Carrier  paid  the  reward

common  seal,  renewable  and  changeable  at  pleasure  ;  and 
may  make  by-laws  for  its  government,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  purposes  of  this  charter  or  with  the  Jaws  of  the 
land. 

$  2.  The  persons  herein  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,

of  sound  and  healthy  Odd  Fellows  of  Kentucky,  under 
sixty-five  years  of  age,  in  good  standing  in  their  Lodges, 
and  acceptable  to  the  board. 

§  3    Each  person,  upon  becoming  a  member,  shall  pay 

Mode  of  Worn-  into  the  Treasury  of  the  company,  according  to  their 
respective  ages,  as  follows,  to-wit:  from  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years  to  thirty  years,  six  dollars;  from  the  age  of 
thirty  years  to  forty  years,  ten  dollars;  from  the  age  of 
forty,  years  to  fifty  years,  fifteen  dollars  ;  from  the  «age 
of  fifty  years  to  sixty  years,  twenty  dollars  ;  from  the  age 
of  sixty  years  to  sixty-five  years,  twenty-five  dollars,  which 
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amounts,  when  received  into  the  treasury,  to  become  a 
permanent  fund  of  the  company,  which,  with  the  other 
qualifications  prescribed,  shall  entitle  him  to  membership 
for  life,  or  during  good  behavior  ;  but  he  may  be  expelled 
for  any  disgraceful  or  immoral  conduct  or  violation  of 
such  by-laws  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  this  charter. 

$  4.  The  number'of  members  may  be  increased  to  and 
retained  at  five  thousand,  and  the  membership  fees  paid 
into  the  treasury  by  each  for  a  permanent  fund  may  be 
invested  in  such  stocks,  bonds,  or  property  as  the  com- 
pany by  its  board  may  direct. 

§  5.  Upon  the  payment  of  the  membership  fees  named 
in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  the  company  shall  cause 
such  certificates  of  membership  to  be  given  to  the  member 
paying  it,  upon  the  plan  of  mutual  life  insurance  policy, 
with  stipulations  according  to  the  terms  of  this  charter, 
and  according  to  such  by-laws  as  they  may  ma.ke  and 
publish  not  inconsistent  herewith.

§  7.  All  applicants  for  membership  shall  be  examined 
by  some  practicing  physician,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  board,  or  its  authorized  agent,  who  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant,  if  he 
is  accepted  as  a  member  of  said  company,  and  if  the 
applicant  is  rejected,  the  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  company. 
The  medical  examiner  shall  write  his  certificate  on  the 
application  giving  his  opinion,  as  medical  examiner,  as 
regards  the  health  and  condition  of  the  applicant,  and* 
whether  he  believes  it  would  be  safe  to  accept  the  appli- 
cant for  membership. 

§  8.  All  applications  for  membership  shall  be  accom- 
panied with  the  membership  fee,  together  with  one  dollar 
additional  policy  fee. 

§  9.  In  addition  to  the  permanent  fund,  upon  the  noti- 
fication of  the  death  of  a  member,  each  surviving  mem- 
ber shall  pay  into  the  treasury  one  dollar  and  twenty 
cents ;  one  dollar  of  which  from  each  member  to  consti- 
tute a  fund  to  be  paid  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and 
children  of  the  deceased  member,  and  the  balance  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  company. 

$  10.  The  fund  created  in  section  nine  for  the  benefit 
of  £he   widow  and  children  of   the  deceased    members 

loc.  l. — 32 
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shall  be  paid  to  them  by  said  company,  as  soon  as  it  can 
be  collected,  or  to  their  trustees,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
company,  subject,  however,  to  be  appropriated  for  their 
benefit  equally,  according  to  the  will  of  the  deceased 
member;  or  if  he  should  leave  no  widow  or  child,  then  to 
be  appropriated  according  to  his  will;  or  if  he  makes  no 
will,  and  leaves  no  widow  or  child,  it  shall  vest  and  re- 
main in  said  company,  and  be  added  to  its  capital  stock, 
or  appropriated,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

§  11.  No  part  of  the  stock  or  interest  that  any  member, 
or  his  widow  or  children,  may  have  in  said  institution, 
shall  be  subject -to  any  debt,  liability,  or  legal  or  equitable 
process  against  him,  or  any  of  them. 

§  12.  The  office  of  the  company  shall  be  at  Glasgow, 
Kentucky,  and  the  organization  shall  there  take  place  by 
the  election  of  seven  directors,  to  be  chosen  from  the 
company,  each  member  having  one  vote ;  and  they,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  elect  from  their  body,  or  from 
members  of  the  company,  a  president  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  to  hold  their  office  till  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  1875,' or  during  good  behavior,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  installed ;  and  all 
subsequent  elections  of  officers  shall  take  place  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  every  year ;  but  should  an  elec- 
tion fail  to  be  held  at  that  time,  or  in  case  of  vacancy  in 
office,  an  election  may  at  any  time  be  held  to  fill  any  or 
all  offices,  upon  first  giving  thirty  days'  notice  to  the 
members,  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  in  Kentucky 
of  the  time  and  place  of  said  election. 

§  13.  Should  any  or  all  of  said  offices  become  vacant, 
and  remain  so  for  one  year,  or  should  no  election  be  held 
within  one  year  after  the  regular  term  of  service  shall 
have  expired,  any  fifteen  of  the  members  of  said  com- 
pany, in  good  standing,  may  reorganize  as  in  the  begin- 
ning, upon  giving  notice  as  is  required  in  the  twelfth 
section  of  this  act. 

§  14.  The  board  of  directors  may  fix  the  salary  of  its 
officers,  prescribe  their  duties,  and  the  amount  and  con- 
dition of  such  bonds,  as  they  may  require  of  them ;  and 
do  all  other  acts  within  the  purview  of  this  charter,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  law. 

§  15.  A  majority  of  the  directors  alone,  or  three  of 
them,  with  the  president  or  vice  president,  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
president  or  vice  president  may  appoint  such  officers  pro

$  16.  A  full  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  com- 
pany shall  be  kept,  subject  at  all  times  to  inspection  by 
Us  members  and  others  interested. 
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§  17.  The  officers  of  the  company  shall   cause   a  full     1874. 
report  of  its  condition   and   work   to  be   published   an-  Proceedings  to  be

$  18.  The  by-laws  may  regulate  the  time  of  all  regular  By-laws  to  reeu- 
meetings  of  the  board,  and  called  meetings,  the  rules,  atemcctmgs' 
manner  and  form  of  voting,  and  regulate  all  other  busi- 
ness not  inconsistent  with  this  act;  and  may  fix  the  rules 
and  principles  by  which  the  company  may  try  and  expel 
a  member,  adjudicate  upon  his  rights,  duties,  and  for- 
feitures as  a  member  of  said  company. 

§  19.  No  member  shall  in   any  way  be   personally  re-    Members  not  re- 
sponsible for  any  liability  of  the  company;  but  the  prop-  wiity  of  the  cor- 
erty  of  the  company  as  a  corporation  alone  shall  be  liable  poratlon- 
for  all  just  claims  against  the  corporation.

CHAPTER  441. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Danville  Classical  and  Military  Academy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

"  §  1.  That  J.  W.  Grigsby,  J.  M.  Meyer,  J.  E.  Lee,  C.  E. 
Bowman,  W.  I.  Junkin,  Jos.  McDowell.  Jos.  H.  Thomas, 
R.  D.  Logan,  T.  B.  Montgomery,  J.  H.  Bruce,  W.  E.  Kel- 
ler, John  S.  Vanmeter,  F.  T.  Fox,  jr.,  John  C.  Whitlock, 
L.  H.  Blanton,  Thomas  H.  Grundy,  and  J.  K.  Samral,  and 
their  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  trustees, 
any  seven  of  whom,  that  number  constituting  a  quorum, 
in  connection  with  J.  L.  Ford  and  C.  H.  Withrow,  prin- 
cipals and  proprietors  of  the  Danville  Classical  and  Mil- 
itary Academy,  and  their  successors,  shall  have  authority 
to  prescribe  the  course  of  study  in  each  department  of 
said  academy,  and  to  grant  certificates  of  proficiency  and 
diplomas  in  suitable  form,  with  appropriate  seal,  in  any 
branch  or  branches  taught  in  said  academy. 

§  2.  The  said  board  of  trustees,  in  conjunction  with  the 
principals  and  proprietors,  are  hereby  authorized  to  adopt 
rules  of  discipline  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said 
academy,  and  to  prescribe  a  suitable  uniform  for  the  same. 

§  3.  The  said  academy,  with  its  grounds  and  appurte- 
nances, so  long  as  used  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall 
be  exempt  from  all  State,  county,  and  municipal  taxation. 

§  4.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  refusal  to  act, 
of  any  of  the  trustees  herein  named,  a  quorum  of  the 
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same,  as  constituted  by  ihis  act,  are  hereby  empowered 
to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  by  election. 
§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  444. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Hamelton,  in  the  county  of  Ohio. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  the  town  of 
Hamelton,  with  corporate  limits  to  the  same  to  be  fixed 
by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  by  them,  and  also  recorded  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  Ohio  county  court,  and  may  extend  but  shall 
not  exceed  one  mile  in  any  direction  from  the  center  of 
said  town. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the 'first  Mon- 
day in  May,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  five  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  styled 
Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Hamelton,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession, who,  in  their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  and  capacity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  or  be 
impleaded,  grant  and  receive  by  their  corporate  name, 
and  do  all  other  acts  as  natural  persons  may  do;  and,  as 
such,  may  make  and  enforce  all  needful  bylaws  and  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  said  town  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  or 
of  the  United  States;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all 
needful  acts  to  promote  and  carry  out  the  chief  object  of 
this  corporation,  to-wit:  the  improvement  of  said  town 
and  its  good  government.  One  of  said  trustees  to  be  by 
them  chosen  shall  be  president  of  the  board,  but  a  major- 
ity may  act. 

§3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal; 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots  for  a  graveyard,  church,  and 
seminary,  and  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  same; 
may  have  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  devise,  or  by  gift,  land 
or  other  property  lor  the  benefit  of  said  town ;  and  shpll 
establish  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  streets  and 
alleys  in  said  town. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected  biennially,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  to  be  styled 
Police  Judge  of  Hamelton  and  Town  Marshal  of  Ham- 
elton;  the  police  judge  to  have  the  same  jurisdiction, 
power,  and  capacity,  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  emol- 
uments, and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  responsi-

bilities,  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Ohio  county.  The 
town  marshal  to  have  the  same  power  and  capacity,  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities, 
duties,  and  responsibilities  as  a  constable  for  Ohio  county. 
The  police  judge  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  of 
this  State.  The  town  marshal  to  execute  bond  in  the 
Ohio  county  court,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
court,  with  same  conditions  and  penalties  as  the  bond  of 
a  constable. 

§  5.  All  the  officers  herein  mentioned  shall  be  first  duly 
sworn  by  some  court  or  justice  of  the  peace,  that  they 
will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  before 
they  proceed  to  act.  All  resignations  of  the  same  shall 
be  to  the  Ohio  county  court,  and  all  vacancies  in  the 
tame,  from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  be  filled  by  said 
court  until  the  next  election  ;  and  all  officers  may  con- 
tinue to  act  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  All  elec- 
tions shall  be  held  by  a  clerk  to  be  appointed  by  the  board, 
who  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Ohio  county  court;  and 
said  court,  as  to  the  police  judge,  shall  certify  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  State. 

§  6.  Until  the  time  for  holding  the  first  election,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  qualify,  the  following  shall  be 
the  officers  of  said  town:  William  Hamelton,  police 
judge;  William  Briggs,  town  marshal;  John  Tarrance, 
C.  J.  Lawton,  jr.,  James  McCoy,  WTm.  Hamelton,  jr.,  and 
Jackson  Hocker,  as  trustees  for  said  town.      , 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage ;  but  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  change, 
amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at  any  time ;  but  in  case  of  its 
repeal. or  the  forfeiture  of  this  charter,  all  debts  due  to  or 
from  the  corporation  shall  be  extinguished,  and  all  prop- 
erty bought  by  or  donated  to  said  corporation,  not  dis- 
posed of,  shall  revert  to  the  original  donor  or  vendor.

L.  Jones,  of  Campbell  county;  Beriah 
Magoffin,  of  Mercer  county ;  Robert  Mallory,  of  Oldham* 
county  ;  W.  H.Tandy,  of  Carroll  county  ;  John  H.  Moffit, 
of  Trimble  county;  Robert  H.  Gayle,  of  Owen  county; 
J.  Stoddard  Johnston,  of  Franklin  county;  Keene  Rich- 
ards, of  Scott  county ;  William  Preston  and  S.  S.  Good-

county;  Levi  Jackson,  of  Laurel  county;  John  Dishman, 
of  Knox  county,  all  of  which  said  counties  are  situate  in 
the  State  of  Kentucky;  Geo.  C.  Smith,  Chas.  M.  Smith, 
Samuel  T.  Atwater,  Robert  Rae,  Nicholas  J.  Vail,  Cyrus 
McCormack,  Potter  Palmer,  Frank  Raner,  Caleb  Cross- 
well,  H.  H.  Hilder,  and  James  Musson,  of  Cook  county, 
State  of  Illinois;  Wm.  T.  Haymond,  of  White  county,

#w,ooo,oco.         dollars  each;   and  individuals,  railroad   companies,  and 
other  corporations,  either  in  or  out  of  the  State,  are  au- 
thorized to  subscribe  for  and  hold  stock  in  said  company.

siding  judge  of  such  county,  the  mayor  of  such  city,  or  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  town,  shall  pay 
such  obligations,  upon  presentation  at  their  maturity,  by 
the  issue  to  said  company  of  the  bonds  of  such  county,  city, 
or  town,  of  the  denomination  of  not  less  than*($100)  one 
hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  ($1,000)  one  thqusand  dol- 
lars, with  coupons  attached,  under  the  seal  of  such  county, 
city,  or  town,  the  bonds  of  the  county  to  be  signed  by  the 
presiding  judge  and  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk,  and 
the  coupons  to  be  signed  by  the  clerk  alone.     The  bonds 
of  the  city  so  subscribing  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  And 
countersigned  by  the  city  clerk  or  auditor,  and  the  cou- 
pons shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk  ooly.     Such  bonds  shall 
be  negotiable  and  payable  to  bearer  in  the  city  of  Lou- 
isville, Kentucky,  or  Chicago,  Illinois,  at  not  more  than 
(30)  thirty  yenrs  from  their  date,  and  shall  bear  interest 
at  a  rate  not  greater  than  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  pay- 
able semi-annually  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  or 
Chicago,  Illinois:  Provided,  however,  That  the  character  of 
the  bonds  issued,  and  the  time  of  paying  the  same,  shall

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  "be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in 
favor  of. the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  present  Senate  for 
the  following  sums  of  money,  payable  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to-wit :  two 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents  for  the 
payment  of  witness  claims;  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
for  sheriffs'  fees  ;  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  for  tel- 
egraphic dispatches,  express  charges,  and  postage.

the  benefits  of  said  final  judgments,  and  have  the  same

The  board  formed  in  either  mode  above 
shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  decide  the  contest ;  and 
they  shall  make  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  council,  which 
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shall  be  final,  except  that  if  they  find  that  a  person  has      1874.

§  1.  Said  association  shall  have  power  to  let  or  lease 
or  rent  unto  any  agricultural  or  other  society  organized 
for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  the  act  of  which  i his  is 
an  amendment,  the  grounds  and  improvements  belonging 
to  said  association. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  said  association  arc  hereby  author- 
ized to  appoint  as  many  citizens  of  this  State  policemen 
as  may  be  necessary  for  their  exhibitions,  whose  duty  it  powcrsofpoHCC 
shall  be  to  preserve  order  within  and  around  the  grounds 
of  the  association,  to  protect  the  property  within  ^aid 
grounds,  to  eject  all  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  dis- 
orderly conduct,  or  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the 
entrance  fee  or  observe  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  as- 
sociation.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Corporate  limits 
Falmouth,  Pendleton  county,  Kentucky,  shall  be  embraced 
within  the  following  boundaries,  to-wit :  beginning  at  the 
point  or  junction  of  Main  and  South  Licking  rivers,  at 
ordinary  low  water  mark;  thence  up  said  South  Licking 
river  at  ordinary  low  water  mark  to  a  point  so  far  above 
the  present  northwestern  corner  of  said  town  that  a  line 
run  parallel  with  the  western  boundary  of  same  will  in- 
clude the  tier  of  lots  laid  off  by  J.  G.  Coleman  adjoining 
the   Kentucky  Central  Railroad  ;  thence  across  the  road 

'  leading  from  Falmouth  to  Woodson's,  commonly  known  as 
the  race-track,  to  a  point  so  far  south  that  a  line  parallel 
with  the  southern  line  of  said  town  will  include  the  prop- 
erty known  as  the  Swoope  property,  to  the  Cynthiana , 
road  ;  thence  with  the  center  of  said  road,  in  a  southerly 
direction,  far  enough  to  include  the  property  known  as 

•  the  Hauser  subdivision  of  said  town;  thence  with  the 
southern  and  eastern  boundaries  of  said  subdivision  to 
the  southeast  corner  of  said  town  ;  thence  to  the  Main 
Licking  river  at  ordinary  low  water  mark,  and  with  said 
river  at  said  low  water  mark  to  the  place  of  beginning.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An   act  to  incorporate   the  town    of 
Boooerille,  in  Owslej  coontj,"  approved  March  1st,  1847. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Booneville,  in 

Boundary.  the  county  of  Owsley,  shall  be  as  follows:  beginning  on 

the  east  side  of  the  South  Fork  of  the  Kentucky  river 
opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Sog  branch,  just  below  the 
Booneville  steam  mill ;  thence  down  said  South  Fork  on 
the  east  side  as  it  meanders  to  a  point  opposite  a  cliff 
near  the'graveyard  ;  thence  a  straight  line  to  S.  P.  Hogg's, 
including  said  Hogg  ;  thence  a  straight  line  to  E.  Winne'a, 
including  said  Winne;  thence  a  straight  line  to  the  be- 
ginning; and  the  territory  embraced  in  this  boundary  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  extent  of  the  limits  of  said 
town. 

§  2.  That  the  election  of  the  off  cers  hereafter  enumer- 
ated shall  be  held  at  such  place,  and  in  such  manner,  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  3.  That  there  shall  he  a  police  judge  and  town  mar

some  notices,  in  writing,  to  be  posted  up  in  two  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  town.  The  first  election  of  all  the 
offices  aforesaid  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
April,  1874,  and  thereafter  for  trustees  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April  every  two  years ;  and  no  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  police  judge  or  member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees or  marshal  who  is  not  a  resident  of  said  town,  and  a 
qualified  voter  therein. 

§  4.  That  before  the  police  judge  enters  upon*  the  dis- 

Power  and  duties  charge  of  the  duties  of  hia  office,  he  shall  receive  a  com- 
poicejuge.  mjssjon  from  the  Governor  of  Kentucky,  which  shall  be 
given  upon  the  trustees  certifying  to  the  Governor  that 
he  has  been  elected  to  fill  said  office ;  and  before  said 
police  judge  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall 
take  the  same  oath  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  of  county  judges.     The  said  police  judge 
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shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  criminal,  civil,  and  1874. 
penal,  which  may  occur  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  as 
justices  of  the  peace  have;  he  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  all  offenses  arising  under  the  by-laws  of  said 
town,  issue  warrants,  render  judgments,  and  issue  execu- 
tions accordingly.  The  cases  arising  under  a  violation  of 
any  of  the  by-laws  of  said  town  shall  be  tried  as  soon  as 
practicable.  Said  police  judge  shall  hold  the  first  quar- 
terly term  of  his  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  cases  of  which 
he  is  given  like  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace,  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  May,  1874,  and  thereafter  on  the 
fourth  Mondays  in  August,  November,  and  February,  of 
each  year.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  power. to  sit  as 
an  examining  court  in  the  trial  of  felonies  as  conferred 
by  law  on  county  judges.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
police  judge  to  keep  a  fair  and  just  record  of  his  proceed- 
ings, certified  copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  other 
courts,  and  have  the  same  weight  and  effect  as  certified 
copies  of  the  records  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  county 
court  judges  have.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  sum- 
mons for  witnesses,  to  coerce  their  attendance  by  process, 
and  fine  persons  for  contempt,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
five  dollars.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  a  jury  to  be 
summoned  in  like  cases' with  justices  of  the  peace.  He 
shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  fees  as  justices  of 
the  peace  are  entitled  to,  and  shall  in  the  same  manner 
be  responsible  for  illegal  fee  bills  made  out  and  collected. 

§  5.  The  marshal  shall  serve  all  processes  and  precepts  power  and  duties 
to  him  directed,  and  make  due  return  thereof,  collect  all  of  marehal- 
taxes  assessed  in  said  town,  executions,  and  other  de- 
mands which  may  be  put  in  his  hands  to  collect,  and 
account  for  and  pay  over  the  same,  under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  and  of  constables  in  the  collection  of 
executions  or  other  demands;  and  on  failure  to  discharge 
any  of  the  duties  required  of  him,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  proceedings  which  may  be  had  against  sheriffs  and 
constables  in  similar  cases.  The  marshal  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  the  same  fees  for  collecting  the  town  tax  that 
sheriffs  are  entitled  to  for  the  collection  of  the  county 
levy,  and  in  all  other  cases  the  same  fees  allowed  to 
constables  in  similar  cases :  Provided,  however,  That  said 
police  judge  shall  have  power  to  direct  his  process  to  any 
constable  of  Owsley  county;  and  said  marshal  shall  have 
and  possess  the  same  power  .given  to  constables  in  all 
cases  cognizable  before  said  police  judge.  That  the  mar- 
shal of  said  town,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  execute  before  the  board  of  trustees  for  said 
town  a  bond,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, with  good  security,  conditioned  that  he  will  faith- 
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1874.  frHy  an(l  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office; 
and  before  he  performs  the  duties  of  constable  he  shall 
take  the  oath  of  office,  and  execute  a  bond  similar  to  that 
required  by  law  of  constables,  before  the  county  court  of 
said  county.  * 

§  6.   Be  it  fur/her  enacted,  That  sections  six,  seven,  and 

Amendment.        eighteen   of  an   act,  entitled  uAn   act  to  incorporate  the 

town  of  Booneville,  in  Owsley  county,"  approved  March 

1st,  1847,  be  so  amended  that  wherever  the  words  "justices 

of  the  peace"  appear  in  said  sections  shall  be  "  police 

judge,"  and  so  construed. 

§  7.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  suppress  alL 
Tippiing-houses.    tippling-houses  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  or  within 

one  half  mile  thereof,  and  fine  all  those  who  may  violate 
their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  belote 
the  police  judge  of  said  town. 

§  8.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  in  cases  cognizable  and 
tried  before  said  police  judge  shall  be  collected  and  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  town,  any  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  9.  That  all  laws  in  relation  to  said  town,  or  the  in- 
corporation thereof,  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed.  "

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  Williamsburg  Masonic  Institute. 

Whereas,  Sundry  citizens  of  the  town  of  Williamsburg, 
Kentucky,  and  the  vicinity  thereof,  desirous  of  establish- 
ing a  high  school,  have,  for  that  purpose,  united  and  made 
arrangements  for  carrying  into  successful  operation  the 
purpose  aforesaid  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  R.  D.  Hill,  John  Smith,  Granville  P.  Rose,        corporators* 
Harrison  Meadow,  and  Sterlin  Stanfill,  shall  be,  and  they  namcs 
are  hereby,  .constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  Nam  ands  k 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Williamsburg  Masonic  Insti- 
tute. 

§  2.  That  the  board  of  ihanagers  aforesaid,  and  their  corporate  powers 
successors  in  office,  shall  have  perpetual  existence  by  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid  ;  shall  have  the  power  to  use  a 
corporate  seal,  and  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure ;  but.  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  corporation  to 
procure  a  corporate  seal,  but  may  authenticate  its  acts  by 
the  signature  of  the  president  attested  by  the  secretary  ; 
shall  have  power  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the  benefit  of 
said  high  school  or  institute,  any  lands,  tenements,  heredit- 
aments, moneys,  goods,  or  choses  in  action,  by  gift,  dona- 
tion, devise,  contract,  or  purchase,  hereafter  to  be  had  or 
made,  as  the  board  of  managers  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  may  dispose  of  the  same  at 
pleasure;  to  make  any  contracts  or  agreements;  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  corporation  in  any  amount  said  board 
may  deem  necessary;  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  corpo- 
rate name  ;  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  court  of  law 
or  equity  in  this  State,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such 
acts  as  any  similar  institution  is  permitted  to  do  or  per- 
form :  Provided,  They  be  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation   shall  Capital stock- . 
not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  eight  hutidred  dollars  of  which  shall 
be  subscribed  before  said  board  proceed  to  act  under  this 
charter. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  Books  of  sub- 
opened  at  such  places  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  opened"  '°  ** 
managers  shall  direct,  a  commissioner  or  commissioners 
•to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  managers  to  open  said 
books.  The  subscribers  must  enter  into  an  obligation  of 
the  following  import:  "I  promise  to  pay  to  the  Williams- 
burg Masonic  Institute  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock 
set  opposite  my  name,  to  be  paid  in  such  manner  and 
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1874.         proportions,  and  at  such  times,  as  may  be  required  of  me 
by  the  board  of  managers  of  said  institution." 

§  5.  That  said  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  power 
May  smuc bonds,  to  issue,  to  an  amount  not  over  two  thirds  of  the  stock 

subscribed,  coupon  bonds  of  said  corporation  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each,  payable  not  exceeding  ten  years  after  date, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  annually;  said  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  of 
managers. 
§  6.  That  any  such  bonds  mentioned  in  the  fifth  section 
Bond*  and  prop-  of  this  act  as  may  be  issued,  as  well  as  any  real  estate 
frSn  tmuoa^     that  may  be  acquired  by  the  corporation  herein  created, 

are  hereby  released  and  exempted  from  all  State,  county, 
and  municipal  taxation. 

§  7.  The  present  board  of  managers  shall  hold  their 
Term  of  office  of  offipe  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1875,  at  which 
managers..         time,  and  biennially  thereafter,  the  stockholders  shall  hold 

an  election  for  a  new  board  of  managers,  at  which  elec- 
tion each  stockholder  shall  have  a  vote  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  stock  held  by  him;  and  the  board  of  man- 
agers now  in  office,  or  elected  at  any  such  election  as 
aforesaid,  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  have 
qualified.

in  the  advancement  and  interest  of  said  institution  ;  and 
to  do  and  perform  all  such  acts  as  any  similar  institution 
is  permitted  to  do  or  perform  :  Provided,  They  be  not  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have   power  to

tion ;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  their  own  body,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  control  and  government  of  the  principal,  pro- 
fessors, teachers,  and  instructors  of  the  pupils,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  and  to  alter,  amend,  or  annul  the 
same  at  will. 

§  5.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  reg-

as  evidences  of  scholarship,  as  are  usual  in  institutions 
and  colleges  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  same  to  be  signed 
by  the  principal  of  said  high  school  and  the  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees. 

§  6.  That   the   said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full

ficcrs-  or  suspend  any  principal,  professor,  teacher,  or  instructor, 
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for  incompetency,  improper  conduct,  or  for  such  behavior 
as  is  incompatible  with  the  dignity  of  the  station  held  by 
the  delinquent. 

§  7.  That  the  common  schools  of  the  districts  (Nos.  12, 
19),  in  which  said  high  school  is  located,  shall  be  taught 
in  said  high  school,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  said 
board  of  trustees  and  the  common  school  laws ;  and  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  common 
school  fund  to  which  said  common  school  districts  may 
be  entitled,  and  they  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the 
pro  rata  of  the  common  school  fund  appertaining  to  said 
districts;  they  shall  expend  the  same  in  paying  the  prin- 
cipal or  teachers  for  tuition,  and  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  remainder  of  the 
sum  required  to  pay  the  principal  or  teachers  for  teach- 
ing the  five  month's  common  school,  as  trustees  of  com- 
mon schools  now  have. 

§  8.  That  the  permanent  officers  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  consist  of  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer, 
who  have  been  or  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees from  their  own  number;  the  board  shall  prescribe 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  officers  provided  for 
in  this  section,  and  shall  require  the  treasurer  to  give 
bond,  with  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  president  of 
the  board,  for  the  proper  disposition  of  all  money  that 
may  come  into  his  hands,  and  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  9.  That  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  said  board,  by 
resignation,  death,  or  refusal  to  act,  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  election. 

§  10.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  their 
office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  1874,  at  which  time, 
and  every  year  thereafter,  the  white  male  voters  of  the 
common  school  districts  in  which  said  high  school  is 
located,  shall  hold  an  election  for  a  new  board  of  trus- 
tees, said  board  to  consist  of  three  only ;  and  the  board 
of  trustees  now  in  office,  or  elected  at  any  such  election 
as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors 
have  qualified. 

§  11.  That  a  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  'do  business,  and  no  act  of  said 
board  shall  be  valid  or  binding  unless  it  receives  the  pre- 
vious sanction  of  a  majority  of  all  the  board. 

§  12.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full  power 
and  exclusive  control  over  said  high  school  and  all  the 
property  belonging  thereto  ;  and  said  school  property  shall 
be  exempt  from  all  taxation. 

§  13.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board  of  trustees, 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  to  borrow  money  and 
issue  their  notes  for  said  money,  if  necessary,  for  the  pay- 
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1871.  ment  of   teachers  for  tuition;  that  the  property  of  said 

high  school  and  the  patrons  of  said  school  districts  in 
which  said  school  is  located,  shall  be  botind  for  the  pay- 
ment of  said  money. 

§  14.  That  the  trustees  of  said  high  school  shall  have 
power  to  hire   principal   and  teachers  for  ten   months,  if 
necessary,  and  to  pro  rata  at  the  end  of  five  months. 
§  15.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  the  first  of  July,  1874.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Portsmouth  and  Pound  Gap  Railroad 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

ever.  That  before  the  said  company  shall  sell  and  convey 
any  of  said  lands,  it  shall  first  execute  to  the  stockholder 
who  subscribed  the  same,  or  any  person  chosen  by  them 
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for  their  use,  a  mortgage,  properly  executed,  upon  so  much 
of  their  line  of  road  as  shall  have  been  completed,  and 
be  unencumbered  by  debt,  as,will,  according  to  its  costs  or 
worth,  be  equal  to  the  amount  subscribed*  to  be  held  by 
him  or  them  respectively  as  an  indemnity  against  loss  by 
the  failure  of  the  company  to  finish  the  whole  line  of 
road,  and  equip  the  same,  free  of  debt  and  encumbrance, 
and  shall  declare  dividends  on  its  capital  stock.  If,  how- 
ever, the  stockholder  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  choose  a  person 
to  receive  the  indemnity  for  him,  said  railroad  company 
may  execute  the  deed  of  mortgage  to  the  judge  of  the 
county  court  where  the  land  lies,  as  trustee  for  said  stock- 
holder. Said  deed  of  mortgage  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  county  court  where  the  land  to  be 
sold  lies,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  president  of  said 
company,  upon  an  order  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said 
company,  after  notice  to  such  stockholders.  The  more 
effectually  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  provision, 
said  company  is  authorized  to.  establish  and  recognize 
two  classes  of  stockholders :  one  class  to  consist  of  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  as  ordinary 
subscribers  without  indemnity  for  stock  subscribed,  and 
the  other  class  shall  consist  of  those  who  shall  subscribe 
real  estate  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  for 
whose  benefit  indemnity  shall  be  given  before  a  sale 
can  be  made  of  the  land  subscribed  by  them  respectively 
as  herein  set  out;  but,*in  other  respects,  said  two  classes 
of  stockholders  shall  be  on  the  same  footing,  except  that 
the  ordinary  stocktiplders,  in  consideration  of  the  greater 
risk  taken  by  them,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  increased 
value  of  the  property  subscribed  by  the  indemnified  class, 
if  any,  to  be  added  to  the  stock  of  the  ordinary  class,  or 
the  same  may  be  divided  among  the  ordinary  class,  if  a 
sale  shall  be  made,  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem 
right  and  proper ;  but  no  sale  of  lands  subscribed  shall 
be  made  until  the  mortgage  shall  be  executed  to  the 
stockholder  who  subscribed  the  same,  as  hereinbefore  re- 
quired. 

§  4.  Said  Portsmouth  and  Pound  Gap  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  acquire  and  hold  real  estate  by  gift,  lease,  or 
purchase,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure  ; 
and  it  may  mine  for  ores,  coal,  or  other  substances  which 
it  may  deem  necessary  to  increase  the  tonnage  of  its  road  ; 
and  may  construct  and  operate  branch  railways  over  the 
lands  of  others,  from  its  main  line  of  road  to  any  point 
it  may  deem  necessary,  to  any  coal  or  ore  mines  belong- 
ing to  it  or  others.  The  right  of  way  shall  be  condemned 
in  the  same  way  as  prescribed  by  law  for  right  of  way  for

fine  liable  to  be  imposed  may  be  five  dollars  or  more: 
Provided,  however,  The  appeal  shall  be  taken  only  when 
some  legal  or  constitutional  question  may  be  decided 
against  the  city. 

$  8.  The  collector  of  the  city  shall  have  full  power,  as 
now  given  by  law,  to  distraining  and  selling  property  for 
city  taxes,  immediately  upon  his  advertisement,  by  printed 
circulars  or  notice  in  the  city  papers  that  the  tax  list  is  in 
his  hands  and  ready  for  collection. 

§  9.  The  judge  of  the  Bowling  Green  police  court  shall 
hold  a  term  of  his  court,  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  and  pro- 
ceeding, on  the  second  Tuesday  in  each  month  during  the 
year,  except  in  the  months  of  February  and  August;  and 
the  jurisdiction  of  his  court  shall  extend  to  and  embrace

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  Jeffersontown,  and  establish  a  police  court 

for  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to,  charter  the  town 
of  Jeffersontown,"  approved  January  24th,  1867,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows :  That  there  is 
hereby  created  and  established  in  the  town  of  Jefferson- 
town a  police  court,  to  be  known  and  styled  Jeffersontown 
Police  Court. 

§  2.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  be  elected 
whcnjudgeto  by  the  legal  voters  of  said  town  on  the  first  Monday  in 
be  dect  April  in  each  year,  and  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  suc- 

cessor shall  be  qualified  according  to  law. 

§3.  That  A.  G.  Watts  is  hereby  appointed  to  be  police 
judge  till  the  regular  election  in  1874. 

§  4.  That  said  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all 
jurisdiction  and  offenses  arising  under  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said 
KT  °*  police  town  ;  'and  shall  have  power  to  issue  warrants,  enter  judg- 
ments, and  award  executions,  issue  process  for  witnesses, 
and  compulsory  process  when  they  fail  to  attend.  He 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  causes,  civil  and  criminal, 
in  which  justices  of  the  peace  have  jurisdiction  ;  and  as 
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a  court  of  inquiry  in  criminal  cases,  he  shall  have  the  1874. 
jurisdiction  of  two  magistrates  or  justices.  He  shall  have 
power  to  imprison  and  tine  for  contempt,  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  •fine  or  three  days'  imprisonment.  He  shall 
have  power  to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  in  any  case* 
cognizable  before  him  where  a  jury  would  be  required 
before  a  circuit  court  or  a  justice  of  the  peace.  He  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  civil  and  criminal  cases 
with  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Jefferson  ;  and 
for  the  due  and  efficient  exercise  of  the  power  herein  and 
hereby  vested  in  him,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  pro- 
cess and  issue  writs  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the 
due  administration  of  right  and  justice.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  police  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  all  his  offi-  judge  to  keep 
cial  proceedings,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  evidence,  and  recor  ' 
shall  have  the  same  effect  as  records  of  justices  of  the 
peace;  and  either  party  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  from 
all  judgments  rendered  by  said  judge  in  the  same  manner 
as  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  cases  ; 
and  said  judge  shall  hold  his  courts  for  civil  causes  at  such* 
time  as  he  may  designate.  He  shall  keep  a  docket,  order- 
book,  and  an  execution-book,  which  shall  be  provided  for 
him  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
funds  of  said  town.

whosoever  may  be  entitled  thereto, ^under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  required  by  law  of  constables  in  the  col- 
lection of  executions  and  other  demands.  The  said  mar- 
shal shall  execute  bond,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  in  such  sums  as  the  trustees  may  require,  for 
the  faithful  and  legal  performance  of  his  duties,  and  also 
take  the  oath  required  of  sheriffs.

($25)  ;  to  Lewis  Hemphill,  of  Jessamine  county,  for  two 
days'  attendance  as  a  witness,  and  traveling  one  hundred 
and  eight  miles,  six  dollars  and  thirty-two  cents  ($6  32); 
to  John  Cobb,  for  two  days'  attendance  as  a  witness,  and 
traveling  one  hundred  and  fifteen  miles,  six  dollars  and 
sixty  cents  ($0  60) ;  to  James  Logan,  for  two  days'  at- 
tendance as  a  witness,  and  traveling  one  hundred  and 
fifteen. miles,  six  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($6  60);  to  J.  C. 
Coleman,  one  day's  attendance  as  a  witness,  one  dollar 
($1);  to  S.  £.  Riley,  one  day's  attendance  as  a  witness, 
and  traveling  sixteen  miles,  one  dollar  and  sixty-four  cents 
($1   64).

AN*  ACT  to  prevent  stock    from  running   at  large  in  Foster  precinct,  in 

Bracken  countv. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  stock  running  at  large  in  Foster  precinct, 
in  the  county  of  Bracken,  may  be  taken  up  by  any  owner 
of  land  in  said  precinct ;  and  said  taker-up,  after  having 
advertised  the  same  for  at  least  ten  days  in  three  public 
places  in  said  precinct,  may  sell  the  same,  if  not  called  for 
by  the  owner  within  that  time. 

§  2.  The  taker-up  of  such  stock  shall  be  allowed  fifty 
cents  per  head  for  each  day  he  may  keep  said  stock, 
which  the  owner  shall  pay  ;  and  if  said  stock  be  sold, 
then  the  amount  herein  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
of  sale,  and  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  owner  of  said  stock;  but  if  the  same  shall  not  be 
called  for  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  sale,  then 
the  same  shall  be. turned  over  to  the  county  treasurer  for 
the  benefit  of  the  county.  The  clerk  shall  be  responsible 
under  his  official  bond  for  all  moneys  that  may  come  to 
his  hand  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  owner  of 
any  stock  shall  be  responsible  for  any  damage  by  reason 
of  his  stock  running  at  large  in  said  precinct.

Williams,  Allen  Jones,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corpo- 
rate and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Independent  Printing 
Company,  (or  the  term  of  twenty-five  years;  and  as  such 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  possess*  all  the  powers  and  authorities  incident  to 
corporations  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  and  revise  the  charter  of  Millersburg,  Bourbon  county. 

Whereas,  John  Miller,  the  owner  of  a  tract  of  land  on 
the  waters  of  Hinkston,  in  Bourbon  county,  applied  to 
the  county  court  of  Bourbon  county,  at  its  October  term, 
1798,  and  moved,  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of 
Kentucky  concerning  the  establishment  of  towns,  passed 
in  1796,  for  an  order  establishing  a  town  upon  one  hund- 
red acres  of  his  land  in  said  county,  and  appointing  trus- 
tees to  receive  and  hold  the  title  thereto,  the  boundaries  of

court;  and  thereupon  the  said  court,  by  their  order  then 
made,  established  a  town  upon  said  land  by  the  name  of 
Millersburg,  and  appointed  seven  trustees  thereof,  and 
vested  them  with  the  title  to  and  control  of  said  land,  since 
which  time  the  said  trustees  and  thetr  successors  have 
held  the  possession,  and  exercised  a  general  superintend- 
ence and  control  of  the  said  property;  and  whereas,  the

Eleventh.  To  prohibit  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings, 
whereby  great  danger  may  ensue  to  permanent  and  val- 
uable improvements  in  any  part  of  the  town. 

Twelfth.  To  suppress  all  tippling-houses,  houses  of  ill 
fame,  disorderly  houses,  retailing  spirituous,  vinous,  and 
malt  liquors  without  license,  and  gaming  of  every  de- 
scription, whereby  money  and  other  valuables  are  won 
and  lost. 

Thirteenth.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  the  running  at  large 
of  hogs  and  cattle,  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding, 
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1874.  an^  sa'e  °f  tne  same  I  al^0  *°  prevent  the  running  at  large 
of  unmuzzled  dogs,  and  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same. 

To  i  en  pose  petlalties  for  any  violation  of 
ordinances  of  the  town,  or  of  misdemeanors  committed 
and  occurring  within  its  limits,  or  for  the  neglect  or  re-

3.  To  tax  and  license  all  auctioneers  in  any  sum,  not 
exceeding  five  per  cent.,  for  all  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise, and  articles  sold  to  bidders  within  the  town, 
except  property  sold  by  citizens  of  the  town,  or  by  order 
of  court,  or  by  fiduciaries;  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 

.articles  sold  or  to  be  sold  for  such  tax,  until  such  tax  b«j 
paid,  or  such  person  selling  or  offering  to  sell  the  same 
take  out  license  for  that  purpose.  , 

4.  To  tax  and  license  drays,  wagons,  carts,  hacks,  and 
coaches  plying  in  the  town  for  hire;  "also  peddlers  and 
itinerant  venders  ot  medicines,  goods,  wares,  and  mer- 
chandise, lottery  agents,  and  butchers;-  and  prevent  any 
business  being  done  of  this  kind  without  license. 

5.  To  license  and  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous, 
and  malt  liquors  by  tavern  and  saloon-keepers,  and  all 
other  dealers,  either  wholesale  or  retail,  in  said  town,  and 
to  fix  the  rate  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  such  as  may  be  licensed, 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, or  to  withhold  such  license,  at  their  discretion  :  Pro- 
videtty  That  no  such  license  shall  take  effect  until  the 
dealer  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  Bourbon  county  court 
the  tax  imposed,  and  execute  the  bond  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  State. 

6.  To  suspend  indefinitely,  or  for  a  limited  time,  any 
license  they  may  grant,  whenever  they  may  be  satisfied 

•  •  that  said  tavern-keeper  as  coffee-hou^e  keeper,  or  other 

dealer,  has  permitted  unlawful  gaming,  disorderly  or  in- 
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decent  conduct  to  be  practiced  or  committed  in  his  house,      1874. 
or  has  permitted,  any  person  to  tipple  or  drink  to  intoxi- 
cation therein. 

7.  To  suppress  and  prohibit  the  setting  up  and  use  for 
hire  of  billiard,  Jenny  Land,  or  pigeon-hole  tables,  or  any 
similar  contrivance,  within  said  town. 

Paving  and  Repairing  Streets. 
Ml.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct      Paving  and  re- 

•  tj*\  rint?  streets 

and  require  the  owners  of  lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  in  said 
town,  when  the  samo  fronts  on  a  street  or  alley,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  crtrbed  and  paved  with  sidewalks  in  front 
of  their  respective  lots  or  frnctions  of  lots,  of  such  width 
and  of  such  materials,  and  in  such  manner,  and  , at  such 
elevations,  as  the  board  may  deem  expedient;  and  also 
to  repair  the  same  in  such  mode  and  manner  as  they  may 
direct.  If  the  owner  or  owners  <of  said  lots  or  fractions 
of  lots  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  have  the  same  repaired, 
curbed,  paved,  graded,  or  furnish  with  sidewalks,  within 
the- time  or  mariner  prescribed, by  said  trustees,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  have  the  same  done  at  their, 
own  cost  and  charges;  and  the  cost  and  charges  thus  in- 
curred and  expended  by  said  trustees  shall  be  taken,  and 
be  a  tax  upon  such  lots  and  fractions  of  lots,  and  the 
owners  thereof,  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
which  the  costs  of  the  whole  improvements  under  said 
order  leaves  to)  the  length  of  said  lots  or  fractions  of 
lots  respectively.  Notice*  of  such  order  or  directions  for 
repairing,  grading,  or  furnishing  it  with  sidew;alks,  shall 
be  served  by  the  marshal  of  the  town  on  the  person  of  the  , 
owner  of  said  lots.  Said  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the 
chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board,  and  attested  by  the  town 
attorney  that  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act. 

Opening  Streets. 

§  12.  That  whenever  the  public  convenience  may,  in  the  opening  streets. 
opinion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  require  any  street,  alley, 
lane,  or  highway,  to  be  opened,  laid  out,  extended, 
changed,  straightened,  or  altered,  they  may  obtain,  by 
purchase  from  the  owners  thereof,  such  real  estate  as 
may  be  necessary  therefor;  that  in  all  cases  where  they  • 
cannot  obtain  by  purchase  such  real  estate,  they  shall 
have  power  to  cause  to  be  filed  a  petition  in  the  Bourbon 
circuit  court  describing  the  same,  and  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum  shall  be  awarded  by  the  court,  directed  to  the 
marshal  of  the  town :  Provided,  That  all  persons  having 
an  ownership  or  interest  in  such  real  estate  shall  be  made 
defendants  to  said  petition;  and  persons  under  disa^il- 
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1874  *^os  an(*  non~ro9idents  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  re- 

quired by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice. 

Duties  of  Trustees. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  trustee?. 

First.  To  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings;  and  at 
Duties  of  trustees  the  request  of  a  member  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  ques- 
tion shall  be  recorded  :  Provided,  That  no  member  shall 
vote  on  any  question  in  which  he  has  a  private  interest. 

Second.  To  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  levied,  col- 
lected, and  disbursed;  and  shall  at<all  times  keep  their 
journal  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

Third.  To  once  a  year  give  a  full  and  fair  statement, 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  chairman,  of  all  the  sums  col- 
lected, and  of  all  sums  disbursed  the  preceding  year  and 
for  what,  and  of  all  debts  due  them,  which  shall  be  posted 
up  at  three  (3)  of  the  most  public  places  within  the  town. 

Fourth.  To  cause  all  orders  and  proceedings  of  the 
board  to  be  entered  on  thecjournal,  and  to  be  signed  by 
the  chairman  or  the  chairman  pro  tempore. 

Fifth.  To  require  all  officers  of  the  town  to  execute 
bonds,  in  adequate  penalties,  with  sufficient  securities,  (or 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  board  of  trustees  of 
town  of  Millersburg,  and  may  contain  such  stipulations 
and  conditions  as  the  board  may  require  and  receive,  and 
when  executed,  shall  operate  as  a  lien  uppn  all  the  real 
and  personal  estate  of  such  officers  and  their  sureties  until 
their  conditions  are  respectively  complied  with;  and  for 
a  breach  of  such  conditions  and  the  unlawful  act  of  offi- 
cers, the  trustees  or  any  person  aggrieved  may  sue  and 
recover  against  the  officers  and  their  sureties,  and  have 
appropriate  judgment  and  execution. 

§  14.  It  shall  be  duty  of  the  chairman  of  the  board 
to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  all  the  executive 
and  ministerial  officers  of  the  town,  and  see  that  the  laws 
of  the  town  are  faithfully  executed. 

Clerk. 

§  15.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  whose 
cierk. his  powers  duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve  the  boots,  papers,  and  records 
and  duties.  belonging  to  the  office.     He  shall  keep  a  regular  jour- 

nal of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  and  record  all  its 
acts  and  resolutions,  and  draft  all  agreements  between  ' 
the  board  and  other  persons.  He  shall  furnish  attested 
copies  of  all  acts  and  orders  passed  by  the  board,  when 
required  to  do  so  by  persons  entitled  to  demand  the  same. 
He  shall  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer  for  all  sums  due 
persons  on  claims  allowed  by  the  board.     Upon  the  re- 
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turn  of  the  assessor's  lists  to  the  board,  he  shall  hand  1874. 
over  one  of  said  lists,  with  the  additions  and  corrections 
made  by  the  board,  to  the  collector,  together  with  the 
order  fixing  the  rate  of  assessment ;  and  also  a  list  of 
the  persons  and  property  by  whom  and  upon  which  taxes 
are  due  and  unpaid,  and  the  amount  of  each  claim  re- 
spectively. He  shall  perform  all  duties  properly  apper- 
taining to  his  office,  and  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board.

§  16.  The  treasurer  appointed  by  the  board  shall  take      Treasurer- his 

power  a  duties. 

an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
execute  a  bond  in  a  penalty  not  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all 
moneys  paid  to  the  board  ;  he  shall  pay  no  money  with-  ' 

out  a  copy  of  an  order  of  the  board  making  the  appro- 
priation, signed  hy  the  clerk;  and  he  shajl  tile  all  such 
vouchers  for  settlement  with  the  board.  His  books  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  officers  and 
citizens  of  the  town.  The  treasurer  is  authorized  to  re- 
ceive and  receipt  for  all  taxes  that  may  be  paid  to  him 
before 'the  first  of  September,  annually.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ^Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  ]-.  That  the  sheriffs  of  the  respective  counties  and 
clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  shall  act  as  she  rifts  and  clerks 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  and  shall  receive  like  fees 
for  like  duties  performed  for  the  circuit  courts. 

$  2.  That  the  county  of  Clark  be  added  to  the  district 
of  the  common  pleas  court  created  by  an  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  and  all  the  provisions  thereof  shall 
apply  to  said  county. 

$  3.  That  said  court  shall  be  held  in  said  county  of 
Clark  on  the  first  Monday  in  February  and  the  second 
Monday  in  August  in  each  year,  and  shall  continue  not 
more  than  twelve  juridical  days  each. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

H.  Lansdale,  deceased,  late  clerk  Bullitt  circuit  court, 
have  the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  list  and  collect  his  lee  bills,  subject 
to  all  laws  regarding  the  issuing  and  collecting  illegal 
fee  bills. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  579. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  selling  or  giving  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
within  two  miles  of  the  Academy  of  E.  J.  Murphy,  in  Pembroke,  Chris- 
tian county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  two 
miles  of  the  house  now  occupied  as  an  academy  by  E.  J. 
Murphy,  in  Pembroke  Christian  county,  to  sell,  give,  or 
deliver  to  any  person  (except  as  medicine  on  the  writ- 
ten prescription  of  a  practicing  physician),  in  any  quan- 
tity whatever,  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or 
mixtures  thereof,  or  any  bitters  or  other  decoction  con- 
taining liquors,  except  as  aforesaid,  or  any  drink,  under 
whatever  name  it  may  be  called,  that  will  intoxicate. 

§  2.  For  any  violation  of  this  act,  the  person  or  persons 
so  violating  it  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense, 
such  fines  to  go,  one  half  to  the  informer,  and  the  other 
halt  to  the  common  school  fund,  and  if  the  informer  de- 
clines or  refuses  to  take  the  part  going  to  him,  it  shall 
also  go  to  the  school  fund. 

§  3.  The  police  judge  of  Pembroke,  and  the  justices  of 
the  peace  of  the  Pembroke  district,  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  of  all  violations  of  this 
act. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  the  grand  jury 
by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Christian  county. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage ;  but  shall 
not  affect  persons  now  having  license  to  retail  ardent  spirits 
who  will  be  permitted  to  sell  until  their  present  licenses 
expire,  and  no  longer.

§  1.  That  A  T.  Keen,  late  sheriff  of  Cumberland  county, 
have  the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  the  first  day  of 
March,  1874,  to  collect  any  uncollected  fee  bills  and  any 
uncollected  taxes  due  him,  and  which  he  has  in  anywise 
accounted  for  and  paid  ;  and  said  Keen,  or  any  one  of  his 
late  deputies,  Khali  have  the  same  power  for  said  time  of 
two  years,  from  March  1st,  1874,  to  distrain,  levy,  and  sell, 
in  the  collection  of  any*  of  the  said  fee  bills  and  taxes  due 
him,  and  remaining  in  his  hands  uncollected,  that  sheriff* 
now  have  for  the  collection  of  fee  bills  and  taxes  ;  but 
said  Keen,  and  his  securities  on  his  official  bond,  shall  be 
responsible  to  any  one  injured  by  an  illegal  seizure  or  pro- 
ceeding under  the  privilege  of  this  act;  and  the  same  A.  T.

less  than  fifty  cents;  and  minors  and  married  women 
may  make  deposits  and  control  the  same ;  such  deposits 
shall  be  paid  to  each  depositor  at  such  times,  and  with 
such  interest,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  the  board  of 
directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe;  such  regula- 
tions shall  be  put  up  in  some  public  and  conspicuous  place 
in  the  room  where  the  business  of  said  bank  shall  be 
transacted,  and  shall  not  be  altered  so  as  to  affect  any  one 
who  may  be  a  depositor  previous  to  such  alteration,  as  to 
any  sum  of  money  on  deposit  at  the  time  such  alteration 
is  made. 

§2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  582.  1874. 

AN  ACT  to  create  and  incorporate  a  clearing-house  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  to  facilitate  the  banks  of  this  State  in  the 
transaction  of  their  business,  there  is  hereby  created  and 
established  a  body-  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  styled  and 
known  as  u  The  Clearing-house  of  the  City  of  Louisville  ;" 
which  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  answering  and  being  answered,  and  defending 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  places  whatever;  and  said  cor- 
poration may  have  a  seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels, 
as  shall  be  convenient  and  needful  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same  ;  and  after  its 
organization,  as  herein  provided  for,  it  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  make  and  adopt  a  constitution,  and  such 
by-laws  and  rules  for  their  control  and  management,  and 
the  control  and  management  of  its  business,  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  prudent,  and  needful,  and  to  alter,  change, 
and  amend  the  same  as  maybe  prescribed  by  said  by-laws 
or  constitution ;  and  when  such  by-laws  or  constitution 
are  adopted  by  said  corporation,  they  shall  have  the  same 
effect  and  force  as  if  herein  fully  enacted  :  Provided,  Said 
by-laws  and  constitution  are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  State  or  those  of  the  United  States. 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  or  empower  the  clear- 
ing-house of  the  city  of  Louisville  to  engage  in  any  busi- 
ness of  any  kind  except  the  usual  and  customary  business 
and  operations  of  a  clearing-house.  • 

§  3.  James  M.  Duncan,  C  N.  Warren,  Thos.  L.  Barrett, 
Jas.  A.  Leach,  John  B.  Smith,  R.  M.  Cunningham,  J.  H. 
Lindenberger,  K.  B.  Alexander,  George  S.  Allison,  John 
G.  Barret,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  organ- 
ize this  corporation,  a  majority  of  whom  may  act,  who 
can  organize  by  the  acceptance  of  this  charter,  a  record 
of  which  organisation  and  acceptance  shall  be  kept  by  N 

said  corporation.  The  commissioners  named,  who  organ- 
ize this  corporation,  shall  elect  such  officers  as  they  deem 
proper,  and  shall  manage  the  business  of  said  corporation 
until,  by  its  constitution  or  by-laws,  some  other  mode  of 
its  management  and  control  shall  be  agreed  upon,  adopted, 
and  shall  take  effect;  they  may  provide,  by  its  by-laws  or 
constitution,  who  shall  be  members  of  said  corporation,

becoming  members,  as  well  as  the  mode  of  its  expelling 
its  members,  as  well  as  what  officers,  agents,  or  servants  it 
shall  have,  how  chosen  or  elected,  as  well  as  their  com- 
pensation, and  how  removed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  583. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  tbe  owners  of  Wabash  Island. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  that  Wabash  Island  is  suffi- 
ciently protected  by  the  Ohio  river  from  trespasses  by 
stock  from  the  main  land,  and  that  stock  are  frequently 
driven  or  transported  from  the  main  land  to  said  island, 
to  the  great  annoyance  and  damage  of  the  owners  there- 
of; therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
except  the  owners  of  land  there,  to  drive  or  transport 
any  cattle  to  said  island,  or  for  any  cattle  to  be  and  go  at 
large  on  said  island,  except  such  as  belong  to  the  owners 
of  land  thereon. 

§  2.  That  if  any  cattle,  other  than  those  belonging  to 
the  owners  of  land  thereon,  be  found  on  said  island,  they 
may  be  impounded  by  the  owner  of  the  land  where  they 
may  be  found,  who  shall  give  written  notice  of  such  im- 
pounding to  their  owner  if  known  ;  and  if  such  owner  be 
not  known,  then  he  shall  post  notice  thereof  at  some  point 
on  the  main  land  convenient  to  said  island;  and  if  the 
cattle  be  not  removed  therefrom  within  three  days  after 
the  service  or  posting  of  such  notice,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  person  so  impounding  said  cattle  to  sell  the  same  at 
public  auction,  after  having  advertised  the  time  and  place 
of  said  sale  in  the  town  of  Uniontown,  and  at  two  other 
places  on  the  public  county  road  nearest  to  said  island,  for 
not  less  than  five  days  before  the  day  of  such  sale.  Said 
sale  shall  be  for  cash,  and  tbe  proceeds  thereof,  after  de- 
ducting therefrom  fifty  cents  per  head  for  each  day  such 
cattle  shall  have  been  impounded,  shall  be  paid  to  tbe 
clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Union  county  for  the  benefit 
of  the  owner  thereof;  and  if  such  cattle  be  removed  by 
their  owner,  he  shall  pay  fifty  cents  per  head  for  each  day 
they  may  have  been  impounded. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  584.  1874. 

AN  ACT  exempting  Hurt  county  from  the  provisions  of  the  law  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  a  "Commissioner  of  Claims  "  for  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomvealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  law  requiring  county  courts  to  appoint  a 
commissioner  to  audit  and  report  on  claims  against  the 
county  to  the  court  of  claims  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed  as  to  Hart  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  585. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  reimbursement  a  no"  compensation  of  George  R. 
McKee  for  expenses  incurred  and  services  performed  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  claim  of  Kentucky  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
known  as  the  War  Claim. 

Whereas,  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
{States,  by  his  opinion  and  order  of  August  the  3d,  1871, 
denied  the  validity  of  the  claim  of  Kentucky  known  as 
the  War  Claim,  and  refused  payment  of  the  same,  and 
declared  that  said  opinion  was  final  so  far  as  the  Treas- 
ury Department  of  the  United  States  was  concerned ;  and 
whereas,  afterward,  on  the  16th  day  of  December,  1871, 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  authorized  and 
employed  George  R.  McKee  to  procure  an  order  from  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  United  States  for  the  payment 
of  said  claim ;  and  the  said  George  R.  McKee,  by  virtue 
of  said  employment,  and  in  pursuance  of  said  authority, 
did  file  his  petition  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  in  the  name  of  the  Governor  thereof,  in  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  praying  for  a  man- 
damus against  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  to  compel  him  to  deliver  a  warrant  for  the  sum  of 
$525,258  72,  part  of  said  claim  for  which  a  requisition 
had  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  30th  June, 
1871;  and  under  said  application  and  petition  such  pro- 
ceedings were  had  as  resulted  in  the  recognition  of  the 
justice  of  said  claim,  and  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid 
sum  of  $525,259  72  to  the  proper  authorities  of  Kentucky, 
part  of  said  claim,  and  other  sums,  parts  of  the  same, 
have  been  paid,  and  will  continue  to  be  paid,  as  the  ac- 
counts are  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  proper  accounting 
officers  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the  extent 
in  the  whole  of  $1,000,000;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on 
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1874.  ^e  Treasury  in  favor  of  George  R.  McKee  for  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  to  reimburse  him  for  expenses  incur- 
red, and  as  compensation  for  his  services,  in  prosecuting 
an  application  and  petition  for  mandamus  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  on  the  relation  of  Preston 
H.  Leslie,  Governor  of  said  Commonwealth,  against  Geo. 
S.  Boutwell,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  ot  the  United 
States,  to  compel  the  payment  of  the  Kentucky  War 
Claim. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  587. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  ot  Walter  G.  Saunders,  sheriff  of  Lincoln  county. 

Whereas,  A  judgment  was  rendered  in  the  fiscal  court 
held  in  Frankfort  against  Walter  G.  Saunders,  sheriff  of 
Lincoln  county,  Kentucky,  and  his  sureties,  for  a  balance 
of  the  revenue  (1872)  due  the  State,  together  with  inter- 
est, costs,  and  damages  of  five  per  cent.,  and  damages 
of  twenty  per  cent. ;  and  whereas,  an  execution  issued 
from  the  Franklin  circuit  court  clerk's  office,  directed  to 
the  sheriff  of  Boyle  county,  who  collected  the  whole 
amount  of  said  execution,  which  included  the  sum  of 
$1,074  86,  that  being  the  amount  of  the  twenty  per  cent, 
damages  adjudged  against  said  Saunders;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  give  Walter  G.  Saunders,  sheriff 
of  Lincoln  county,  credit  on  his  account  for  the  revenue 
of  1873,  for  the  amount  of  the  twenty  per  cent,  damages 
collected  from  him  upon  the  judgment  aforesaid,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $1,074  86,  as  shown  by  his  records.

Smith  and  Alexander  Hauchin, 
together  with  several  others,  became  the  surety  of  O.  G.

Self,  L.  W.  Meredeth,  Edward  Blair,  J.  W.  Stice,  S.  R. 
Tarns,  A.  B.  N.  Miller,  Alexander  Hauchin,  James  A.  Ed- 
wards, and  P.  G.  Smith  ;  and  whereas,  all  of  the  above 
named  securities  of  the  said  O.  G.  Moore  and  said  bond, 
except  P.  G.  Smith,  James  A.  Edwards,  and  Alexander 
Hauchin,  have  taken  the  benefit  of  the  bankrupt  law,  the 
most  of  whom,  if  not  all,  have  received  their  discharges  ;

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Russell,  in  Greennp  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Russell,  in  Greenup  county,  be,  Corporal* limit* 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated.  The  corporate 
limits  shall  be  as  follows,  viz:  Beginning  on  the  Ohio 
river  at  (the  mouth  of  a  creek,  at  lower  end  of  Carner's 
Grove  ;  thence  *outh  sixty-two  degrees  west;  to  the  top

sufficient  to  authorize  the  said  trustees  to  contract  for 
either  any  or  all  of  the  above  mentioned  kinds  of  im- 
provements :  Provided^  That  the  said  trustees,  not  less 
than  four  (4)  concurring  in  the  vote,  may  cause  any  street, 
alley,  or  lane  to  be  improved  as  aforesaid,  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting 
the  same,  without  petition  or  consent.  The  culverting 
and  draining  shall  be  included  in  the  cost  and  expense  as 
a  part  of  the  grading;  and  when  the  improvements  or- 
dered shall  be  completed,  the  said  trustees  shall  apportion 
the  cost  and  expense  thereof  pro  rata  among  the  lot-, 
owners  according  to  the  value  of  their  respective  lots  or 
fractions  of  lots,  or  may,  in  their  discretion,  so  apportion 
a  part  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement  upon 
the  property  fronting  thereon,  and  pay  the  balance  out  of 
the  general  revenue  of  the  town.  A  lien  is  hereby  given 
on  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  for  the  same,  which  cost  and 
expense  may  be  listed  and  collected  as  other  taxes  by 
the  town  collector,  or  by  any  special  collector,  either  of 
whom  shall  have  power  to  sell  and  cdnvey  the  lots  and 
parts  of  lots  for  the  same  according  to  such  by-laws  and 
regulations  as  the  trustees  may  prescribe.  All  sales  to  be 
at  or  near  the  premises,  alter  having  been  advertised,  as 
required  by  law  in  sales  of  real  estate  under  execution. 
Any  statement  made  by  any  collector  in  any  bond  or 
deed  selling  or  conveying  property  sold  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  of  the  taxes  hereby  imposed,  or  imposed  by 
any  other  part  of  this  act,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  to  have  been  done;  but 
such  statements  may  be  contradicted:  Provided  further^ 
That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  lots  or  parts  of 
lots  sold  for  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvements 
as  aforesaid,  who  have  not  consented,  in  writing,  for  that 
purpose,  shall  be  allowed  three  (3)  years  in  which  to  re- 
deem the  same,  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  of  said  lot  or 
lots  or  part  of  a  lot  sold  as  aforesaid  the  purchase  money, 
with  fifteen  per  centum  interest  per  annum,  and  all  the 
taxes  and  levies  that  may  have  subsequently  accrued  and 
been  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  ten  (10)  per  centum 
thereon,  at  any  time  within  one  (1)  year  on  like  terms: 
Provided  further,  That  infants,  femes  covert,  and  persona 
of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  one  year  in  which  to  redeem 
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• 

on   like  terms,  after  their  respective  disabilities  shall  be      1874. 
removed,  not  exceeding,  however,  fifteen  years  from  the 
date  of  sale  ;  in  the  collection  of  any  taxes  imposed  by 
this  act,  the  town  may  become  the  purchaser  at  any  sale  ' 
made  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  any  tax,  through  any 
person  authorized  to  bid  by  the  trustees. 

§  11.  The  trustees  shall  have  full   power  and  authority     May  enforce  re- 
to  compel  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  to  grade,  ffeys.VidrwSks) 
curb,  and  pave  a  footwalk  in  front  of  their  lots,  not  ex-  &r> 
ceeding  sixteen  feet  wide,  with  good  brick,  rock,  or  plank, 
in  accordance  to  the  directions  of  the  trustees  ;  or  cause 
the   owners  of  lots  or  parts  of   lots  to  grade,  curb,  and 
gravel  a  footwalk  in  front  of  their  respective  lot  or  lots 
or  parts  of  lots  ;  they  may  require  some  portions  done  in 
one  manner,  and  others  in  another,  as  they  may  deem 
proper;  they  may  require  the  pavements  and  sidewalks 
to    be   repaired,   from  time   to  time,    as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may,  in  such  repairing,  require  a  different 
material  to  be  used  from  that  of  which  the  pavement  or 
sidewalk  is  made.     When  the  trustees  shall  deem   proper 
to  order  sidewalks  to  be  made,  or  repairs  thereto,  reason- 
able notice  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  or  owners  to  make 
such  pavement  or  footwalk  or  improvement;  the  notice 
shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  shall  specify  the  time  within  which  such  improvement, 
pavement,  or  footwalk  or  repairs  shall    be   commenced 
and  finished  ;  twenty  days   within    which  to    commence 
the  work  shall  be  deemed  reasonable.     If  the  owner  of 
any  lot  or  lots  or   parts  of   lots  shall   fail    or  refuse    to 
begin  such  pavement  or  footwalk  or  repairs  within   the 
time  prescribed,  or,  having  commenced,  shall  fail  to  com- 
plete the  same  within   the  time   prescribed,  the  trustees 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  made  or  repaired   at  the  cost 
and  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  lots  or  fraction  of. 
lots,  and  shall  have  a  lien  on  such  lot  or  lots  or  fraction 
of  lot  for  said  cost  and  expense,  which  cost  and  expense 
shall  be  listed  and  collected  as  other  tax,  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  of  this  act  for  the  collections  of  assessments 
for  improving  streets,  alleys,  &c. ;  and  the  owner  of  lots 
or  parts  of  lots  sold  shall  have  the  same  right  of  redemp- 
tion as  the  owners  of  property  sold  for  improving  streets, 
&c,  have  in  said  section,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and 
conditions.     If  the  owner  of    any  lot  or  fraction  of  lot, 
before  which  the  trustees  may  desire  to  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  the  improvements  provided  for  in  this  section, 
does  not  reside  in  the  county  of  Greenup,  the  notice  re- 
quired by  this  section  shall  be  posted  in  at  least  two  pub- 
lic places  in  said  town,  for  at  least  one  month,  and  have 
the  same  effect  as  personal  service.     The  lien  created  by 
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1874.  ^xa  act  8^a'l  attach  from  the  time  the  improvement  is 
ordered  to  be  put  under  contract.  They  shall  have  power 
to  require  of  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  to  fill 
them  with  earth  to  such  grade  as  they  may  fix,  and  to 
make  drains  and  keep  them  in  repair.  If  the  owner  of 
lots  or  fractions  shall  fail,  after  reasonable  notice,  to  make 
the  fill  or  drain  required,  the  trustees  may  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  and  have  a  lien 
therefor,  which  may  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  cost  of  improving  streets,  alleys,  &c,  as  provided  in 
section  ten  of  this  act. 

§  12.  In   the  collection   of  any  tax   authorized  by  this 
act,  the  collector  shall  first  sell  the  persoual  property  of 
the  person  owing  such  tax :  -Provided \  That  no  personal 
property  shall  be  «old  but  such  as  is  not  liable  to  exemp- 
tion under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth:  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  failure  of  any  collecting  officers  to 
sell  personal  property,  as  herein  directed,  shall  not  render 
invalid  sales  made  of  real  estate  as  decreed  in  this  act. 
§  13.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority,  by 
May  enforce  by-  by-laws,  to  fix  fines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  tbe 
imprisonment?"     rules  and  regulations  they  may  adopt  for  the  government 

of  the  town,  and  may  alter  and  amend  the  same;  may 
.  repeal  and  again  re-enact,  and,  from  time  to  time,  fix 
such  fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not 
inconsistent  with  laws  and  Constitution:  Provided,  That 
no  fine  shall  exceed  fifteen  dollars,  nor  shall  imprison- 
ment extend  beyond  ten  days.  The  proceedings  to  en- 
force such  fines  and  penalties  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  of  the  trustees 
of  the  town  of  Russell,  before  the  police  judge  of  said 
town  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  residing  within  the  town. 
If  at  any  time  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
police  judge,  or  be  absent,  and  no  justice  of  the  peace  re- 
siding in  said  town,  then  such  fines  and  forfeitures  may 
be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Greenup 
county. 

§  14.  All  fines  collected  for  violation  of  the  by-laws, 
Fines,  &c,  to  be  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  town,  and  all  fines  recovered 
paid  into  Treas-  ^n  t^e  court8  of  said  town  for  the  violation  of  the  penal 

laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  offenses  committed  with- 
in the  boundary  of  said  town,  shall,  when  collected,  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town,  and  shall  form  part  of 
the  revenue  of  said  town,  and  may  be  applied  as  revenue 
derived  from  the  general  tax  within  said  town.

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tliey  may  deem  proper.     They  may  pass  by-laws  requir- 

ing  steamboats  and  other  boats  and  water  crafts  to  pay 

A<vharfage,  and  shall,  by  by-laws,  regulate  the  amount  and 

mode  of  collection      They  shall  have  power  to  regulate 

&nd  control  of  the  public  landing. 

§  16.  The  board  .of  trustees  may  extend  the  streets  and 
alleys  within  the  town  limits ;  and  shall  have  power  to 
contract  with  the  owners  of  land  for  such  extension,  and 
pay  such  price  as  may  be  agreed  upon  ;  and  in  case  no 
agreement  can  be  made,  they  may  proceed  to  condemn 
the  same  under  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  for 
the  condemnation  of  land  for  turnpike  and  plank  roads. 
§  17.  The  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  one  or  more 
street  cpmmissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  'be  to  keep  the 
streets,  alleys,  and  lanes  within  said  town  in  repair;  they 
shall  be  governed  by  the  orders  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  shall  have  such  compensation  as  the  board  may  fix. 
The  persons  residing  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  liable 
by  the  general  law  to  work  on  public  roads,  shall  work 
on  streets,  alleys,  and  lanes  within  the  town   limits,  and 
upon  the  public  roads  for  one  half  mile  beyond  the  corpo- 
rate limits,  under  the  street  commissioners,  but  not  exceed- 
ing three  days  in  any  one  year.     Any  person  failing  to 
work  when  notified  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  five 
(5)  dollars,  unless  reasonable  excuse  be  shuwn  for  such 
lailure.     Any  perspn  notified  to  work  may,  in  lieu  of  each 
day,  pay  to  the  town  treasurer  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars. 
Persons  within  the  town  limits  shall  not  be  required  to 
work  the  roads  outside  of  the  town  beyond  one  half  mile. 
The  board  of  trustees  may  at  any  time  remove  the  street 
commissioners,  and  appoint  others.     The  public  roads  for 
one  half  mile  bevond  the  town  limits  shall  be  under  the 
jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  board  of  trustees.  . 

§  18.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  may  re- 
quire of  all  vendors  of  spirituous,  Vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
within  the  corporate  limits  to  pay  a  tax  not  exceeding 
fifty  (50)  dollars,  and  obtain  a  license ;  the  tax  to  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  town,  and  to  be  applied  by  the 
board  of  trustees  in  aid  of  the  public  schools  of  the  town. 
§  19.  That  no  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  county 
court  of  Greenup  county  to  keep  a  tavern  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  town  of  Russell  until  the  applicant 
for  such  license  shall  have  first  obtained  the  consent  of 
the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  produce  to  the  court 
the  written  permission  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
town.  This  shall  not  be  construed  to  abridge  the  power 
of  the  county  court  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion  in  re- 
fusing a  license  to  keep  a  tavern.  The  party  obtaining  a 
license  to  keep  a  tavern  shall,  in  addition  to  the  tax  fixed 
by  law  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town,  and  to  be  applied  in

than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  ($50)  dollars,  to  he  fixed  by 
the  by-law*  of  the  town.

gaged  in  selling  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  by 
license  or  otherwise,  to  close  their  doors,  and  not  to  sell, 
loan,  barter,  give  away,  or  permit  to  be  drank,  any  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  the  mixture  of  either,  on  an 
election  day,  or  any  other  public  day  or  occasion,  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  peace,  quiet, 
and  good  order  of  the  town  may  require  it,  and  also  on  the 
Sabbath  day  ;  and  the  board  of  trustees  are  also  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  rules,  regulations,  by  by-laws, 
orders;  they  may  authorize  the  marshal  of  the  town  to 
enter  any  house  or  place  where  there  are  reasonable 
grounds  to  suspect  that  there  is  liquor  being  sold,  drank, 
or  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  take  possession  of  the  same, 
and  make  such  other  rules  and  by-laws  as  will  enforce  the

town  The  first  election  of  said  officers  shall  be  on  the 
first  Monday  in  August,  1874,  at  any  place  in  said  town 
which  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  trustees,- and 
conducted  by  the  officers  appointed  to  conduct  the  elec- 
tion of  trustees  of  said  town.  The  said  officers  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  four  (4)  years,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  qualified.  The  regular  election 
for  said  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  Au- 
gust, and  be  conducted  by  the  officers  appointed  to  con- 
duct the  election  of  trustees;  they  shall  reside  within  Jhe 
limits  of  said  town  and. hold  their  offices  therein.

CHAPTER  592. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  and  establish  a  system  of  public  schools  in  the  town 

of  Ashland. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  the  territory  now  embraced  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  Ashland  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated as  a  school  district,  which  shall  be  under  the  control 
and  management  of  a  boqrd  of  education,  to  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  within  said  district,  upon  the  same 
day  that  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  elected. 

§  2.  Three  persons  shall  be  elected  as  school  trustees, 
who  shall  be  styled"  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Ash- 
land Public  Schools;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  known 
as  a  body-politic  and  corporate;  and  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;  may  buy  and  sell 
and  convey  real  and  personal  estate ;  and  the  title  to  all 
school  property  in  said  district  shall  vest  in  said  board 
and  their  successors  forever. 

§  3.  The  said  trustees  so  elected  shall  take  an  oath 
faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties;  and  shall,  within  two 
weeks  after  their  election,  meet  and  organize  by  electing 
one  of  their  number  president  and  another  secretary, 
and  shall  appoint  a  treasurer.  The  trustees  first  elected 
shall  hold  their  offices  as  follows:  one  for  one  year;  one 
for  two  years,  and  the  other  for  three  years ;  and  they  shall 
determine  by  lot  their  respective  terms,  which  shall  be  en- 
tered on  their  minutes.  Thereafter  there  shall  be  elected 
one  trustee  each  year. 

§  4.  The  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  the  board  of  education,  with  good  and 
ample  sureties,  to  be  approved  of  by  said  board  of  educa- 
tion, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  his 
duties,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  proper  persons  all  moneys 
which  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  said  office. 
The  secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board; 
keep  their  records  and  papers,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  or  prescribed  by  the  said  board 
of  trustees.     The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  dispense  the 
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1874.  money  belonging  to  the  school  fund;  keep  accurate  and 
true  accounts  in  well-bound  books  of  all  his  acts,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  or  prescribed 
by  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  5.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  board,  the  trustees 
of  the  town  of  Ashland  may  appoint  a  member  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

§  6.  The  control  and  management  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  town  of  Ashland,  and  the  property  and  the  funds 
belonging  thereto,  and  which  may  accrue  in  any  way  to 
them,  or  for  their  establishment,  management,  or  mainte- 
nance, under  this  act  or  otherwise,  shall  be  vested  in  said 
board  of  education,  and  their  successors  in  office. 

§  7.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  them- 
selves and  appointees,  and  for  the  dispatch  of  business, 
and  for  the  management,  control,  and  government  of  the 
schools,  and  to  enforce  such  by-laws  and  rules  by  suitable 
fines  and  penalties,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  amount. 

§  8.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and  shall 
fix  the  time  of  their  meeting,  and  may  meet  as  often  as 
to  them  may  seem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, v 

§  9.  Said  board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  regular  and 
correct  journal  of  their  proceedings  in  a  well-bound  book, 
which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
of  the  members  of  said  board,  or  any  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ashland,  or  any  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees. 

§  10.  The  board  ot  education  shall  appoint  all  teachers 
and  other  persons  necessary  to  successfully  carry  on  said 
schools,  and  prescribe  all  rules  for  their  government,  and 
fix  their  compensation  or  salaries;  and  may  dismiss  or 
suspend  any  teacher  or  other  person  appointed  by  them*; 
prescribe  the  branches  of  education  to  be  taught  in  the 
schools;  grade  the  schools  and  classes,  and  prescribe  the 
necessary  qualifications  for,  and  the  mode  of  examination 
of,  pupils  or  persons  applying  for  admission  to  the  schools. 
And  they  shall  fix  the  bounds  of  subdistricts  for  each  pub- 
lic school  within  which  the  children  shall  be  entitled  to 
admission. 

§11.  All  white  children  over  six  and  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age  within  each  district  shall  have  equal  right  of 
admission  to  the  schools  of  such  district,  and  no  fees  or 
charges  for  their  tuition  shall  ever  be  charged  in  any  of 
the  schools. 
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§  12.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to  1874. 
levy  a  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hund- 
red dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  district  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  .revenue  purposes,  for  any  one  year, 
and  a  poll-tax,  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  on  each  white 
tithe  in  said  district,  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  lot  or 
lots,  and  erecting  thereon  buildings  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  said  schools,  or  to  lease  or  purchase  any  prop- 
erty suitable  for  said  purpose,  and  to  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  with  all  things  neces- 
sary for  the  schools,  and  to  pay  the  teachers  and  other 
persons  employed  by  them ;  said  tax  shall  be  assessed  and 
collected  as  the  taxes  of  the  town  are  now  collected  ;  and 
the  said  board  shall,  after  determining  and  assessing  the 
tax,  certify  the  same  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town, 
and  the  latter  board  shall  add  such  assessment  to  the  tax 
levied  for  revenue  purposes  for  the  town,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  collected. 

§  13.  The  said  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of  education,  and  shall  be 
held  by  him  as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund,  to  be  disbursed 
as  herein  provided. 

§  14.  The  tax  herein  provided  may  be  levied  from  year 
to  year. 

§  15.  The  board  of  education  may  issue  bonds  to  the  * 
amount  of  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  speedily  erecting  and  furnishing  suitable  buildings, 
the  current  interest  on  which,  and  the  principal  thereof, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax,  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

§  16.  Only  property  belonging  to  white  persons  shall  be 
taxed. 

§  17.  The  commissioner  of  common  schools  for  Boyd 
county  «hall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation the  share  of  said  district  in  the  common  school  fund 
of  the  State,  at  such  times  as  payments  are  prescribed  in 
the  revised  school  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  18.  The  board  of  education  shall,  in  the  month  of 
February,  make  an  estimate  of  the  probable  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  properly  conduct  the  public  schools 
for  the  next  scholastic  year,  which  amount  shall  be  levied 
for,  and  collected  by  taxation,  as  hereinbefore  directed. 

§  19.  The  board  of  education  may  admit  into  any  of  the 
schools  white  children,  who  are  non-residents  of  the.  town 
of  Ashland,  upon  such 'terms  and  conditions^  and  upon 
payment  of  such  charges,  as  to  the  said  board  may  seem 
reasonable. 

§  20.  The  tax  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  not  be  levied 
and  collected  until  that  question  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  the  legally  qualified  white  voters  of  said  district  by  the 
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1874.  trustees  thereof,  and  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said 
election  shall  vote  in  favor  of  said  tax  after  reasonable 
notice. 

§  21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  593. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  civil  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  police  court  in  the  city  of  Hickman,  Fulton  county,"  ap- 
proved February  9th,  1872. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  first  of  an  act,  approved  February  9th, 
1872,  relating  to  the  police  court  of  the  city  of  Hickman, 
Fulton  county,  be  so  amended  that  the  city  court  of 
Hickman,  in  said  county,  shall  have  civil  jurisdiction  in 
ail  cases  where  the  matter  in  controversy  does  not,  ex- 
clusive of  interest  and  costs,  exceed  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  when  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall  reside  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  or  when  such  defendant 
or  defendants  are  non  residents  of  State  of  Kentucky; 
but  said  jurisdiction  shall  in  no  case,  except  as  is  herein 
provided,  extend  beyond  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  herein  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  compel  any  person,  other  than  residents 
of  said  city,  to  serve  as  jurors  in  said  city  court. 

§  3.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  595. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Big  South  Fork  Navigation,  Lumber,  Manu- 
facturing, and  Transportation  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  D.  R.  Haggard,  J  F.  Parker,  W.  McKee  Fox, 
A.  J.  Phelps,  Thomas  W.  Varnon,  and  their  associates 
and  successors,  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  with  power  of  perpetual  succession,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  title  of  said  act  of  incorpora- 
tion ;  and  by  that  name- shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
sue  and  be  sued ;  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
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the  same  at  pleasure;  may  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  lease,  1874. 
transfer,  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  estate,  choses 
in  action,  and  securities,  negotiable  and  otherwise,  as 
may  be  expedient  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  its 
business  as  herein  defined ;  may  make,  establish,  and  put 
in  force  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  to  it  shall  seem 
proper  for  the  government  of  its  fiscal  and  prudential 
concerns,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State;  may  carry  on  a  general  lumber,  manufac- 
turing, mining,  mercantile,  and  oil-refining  business  in 
this  State. 

§  2.  That  said  company,  without  hindrance,  shall  float 
and  drive  down  the  Big  South  Fork  of  Cumberland  rivei* 
and  its  tributaries  logs,  wood,  and  other  lumber;  may 
erect,  maintain,  and  control  such  booms  and  piers  on 
said  stream  and  its  tributaries  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  stopping  and  securing  the  logs, 
wood,  and  other  lumber,  and  shall  enjoy  the  unobstructed 
and  exclusive  use  of  said  booms  and  piers  for  said  purr- 
pose,  and  when  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  driving,  dis- 
lodging, fastening,  and  securing  boats,  rafts,  logs,  and  lum- 
ber, or  for  reclaiming  and  putting  back  into  the  stream 
any  of  the  same  that  by  flood  or  overflow  may  be  floated 
upon  lands  without  the  banks  of  the  river,  or  for  build- 
ing, repairing,  or  operating  booms  and  piers,  may  enter 
upon  and  occupy  the  land  of  others  ;  subject,  however, 
to  pay  such  damages  as  may  be  sustained  by  such  entry 
and  occupation  ;  and  may  do  and  perform  all  acts  and 
things  necessary  for  successful  operation  and  driving  and 
safely  securing  logs,  wood,  and  other  lumber.  That  said 
company  build  and  maintain  such  roads  and  bridges,  also 
tramways  or  railroads,  from  its  lumber  and  mineral  lands 
to  accessible  points  on  said  Big  South  Fork  and  its  tribu- 
taries, for  the  more  convenient  transportation  of  lumber, 
logs,  minerals,  coal,  and  oil;  and  if  for  this  purpose  it 
shall  become  necessary  to  pass  over  or  use  the  lands  of 
others,  they  may  condemn  the  lands  for  the  purpose  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  Revised  Statutes 
for  turnpikes,  and  by  paying  the  assessed  value. 

§  3.  That  said  company  to  construct  boats  and  rafts 
and  other  floats  to  navigate  said  streams  for  trans- 
porting lumber,  minerals,  merchandise,  oil,  and  other 
articles  of  commerce,  and  for  this  purpose  may  build 
locks  and  dams,  canals2  or  wing-dams,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  navigation  of  said  Big  South  Fork  and  its* 
tributaries.  And  when  said  company  shall  build  locks 
and  dams,  they  may  be  allowed  to  collect  toll  upon  such 
b«»ats,  rafts,  and  other  floats,  as  may  be  able  to  pass 
through  said'  locks,  at  the  same  rates  as  are  now  allowed 
to  be  collected  by  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Kentucky 
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1874.  River  Navigation  Company  :  Provided,  That  said  compa- 
ny shall  not  build  locks  and  dams,  then  the  above  tolls 
shall  not  be  collected. 

§  4  That  said  company  may,  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining means  to  remove  the  obstructions  that  are  now 
in  the  bed  of  said  Big  South  Fork  of  Cumberland,  be 
allowed  six  years  to  begin  said  improvement  of  said 
stream,  to-wit:  the  erecting  of  booms,  locks  and  dams, 
and  the  removing  obstructions;  and  that  they  may  charge 
the  sum  of  five  cents  upon  saw-log*,  and  two  cents  upon 
e^ch  (100)  one  hundred  feet  of  lumber,  board  measure; 
and  for  each  empty  boat,  two  cents  per  foot,  lineal  meas- 
ure ;  and  for  each  boat,  two  cents  for  each  cubic  yard  of 
stone-coal;  for  each  boat,  loaded  in  part  or  full,  three 
cents  per  lineal  foot ;  for  each  boat  loaded  with  staves  or 
hoop-poles,  in  whole  or  in  part,  three  cents  per  lineal 
foot;  for  each  cord  of  wood,  five  cents  per  cord  ;  for  each 
raft  of  rails,  boards,  or  timber,  three  cents  per  lineal  foot ; 
and  for  other  floats  or  crafts  at  the  same  rate  as  is  now- 
charged  on  the  Green  and  Barren  line  of  navigation;  and- 
the  company  hereby  adopt  these  scale  of  charges,  in  every 
particular,  in  regard  to  rafts,  flatboats,  keelboa's,  floats, 
or  boats  of  every  kind,  except  steamboats  :  Provided,  Said 
company  shall,  before  they  are  allowed  to  collect  tolls  as 
above  mentioned  in  this  section,  remove' the  present  ob- 
structions in  said  main  Big  South  Fork  of  Cumberland 
river,  known  as  the  Big  nnd  Little-  Devil's  Jumps;  and 
that  the  same  obstructions  be  so  removed  as  to  permit 
logs,  timber,  and  lumber  to  pass  said  points  that  are  now 
rendered  impassable;  and  after  the  down  navigation  of 
said  stream  shall  be  made  practicable  by  the  removal  of 
those  obstructions,  then  the  said  company  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  charge  at  the  same  rates  as  established  on  the 
Green  and  Barren  line  of  navigation;  and  that  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  now  in  force  there  shall  apply  to  this 
company,  except  those  specific  provisions  before  named 
in  this  act. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  such  an  amount  of  shares  as  the  stock- 
holders may  deem  proper  have  been  subscribed  for,  the 
stockholders,  or  their  authorized  representatives,  may  hold 
a  meeting  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  original  stockholders;  and  they  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  president  and  six  directors,  whose  duties  it  shall  be 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  company.  Each  share- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
held  by  him.  The  time  of  holding  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
company,  giving  twenty  days'  notice,  published  in  some 
newspaper  most  adjacent  to  the  point  of  meeting.  The 
first  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  town  of  Somerset,  and 
the  office  of  the  company  located  there  or  elsewhere,  as 
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the  company  may  determine,  not  out  of  the  State.  The  1874. 
secretary  and  the  treasurer  of  the  company  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  president  and  directors,  and  the  treasurer  required 
to  give  bend,  with  approved  security,  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties.  The  secretary's  books  shall  be  open 
at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders;  and  such 
dividends  declared  as  the  board  may  direct. 

§  6.  -No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  presi- 
dent, treasurer,  or  director  who  is  not  a  stockholder,  or 
continue  in  office  after  ceasing  to  be  a  stockholder.  The 
officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  a  time  and  place  fixed 
by  the  company;  and  each  board  elect  go  into  office  the 
first  of  January  succeeding  their  election,  except  the  first.. 
The  president  and  directors  may  have  the  power  to  fill 
vacancies. 

§  7.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  to  be  sold  and  paid  for  in  such  manner  as  the 
company  may  elect.  Said  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal 
•property  ;  may  be  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  company 
to  the  inspection  of  stockholders,  and  there  transferable. 
That  certificates  of  stock,  based  upon  lands  owned  by 
the  original  stockholders,  or  purchased  by  them  individu- 
ally, subsequent  to  the  establishment  of  said  company,  at 
rates  agreed  upon,  and  issued  by  the  proper  officers,  shall 
admit  those  to  whom  they  are  issued  to  the  absolute  own- 
ership of  a  part  undivided  of  the  said  lands,  bearing  the 
same  proportion  to  all  the  lands  as  said  certificates  bear 
to  all  the  stock  allowed  for  lands  made  the  basis  of  the 
organization;  and  being  signed  by  the  president  and  sec- 
retary, with  the  seal  of  the  company  affixed,  shall  be 
admitted  to  record  without  further  proof  or  acknowledg- 
ment. 

§  8.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  to  develop 
all  the  lands,  or  all  their  resources  of  lands  they  may 
own,  or  may  hereafter  acquire  or  obtain  privileges  there- 
on ;  mining  for  coal,  or  other  minerals ;  manufacturing  all 
crude  materials,  either  in  metal  or  wood,  leather,  hemp, 
wool,  or  cotton,  saltpetre,  or  any  other  article  or  product 
of  the  country,  or  transport  the  same  to  market  manu- 
factured or  not  manufactured. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; and  all  acts  coming  in  conflict  with  this  is  hereby 
repealed.
